"Washington, Oct. 3. — A signal vic- 
tory was today won by the opponents 
of tlie theory advanced by Dr. Robert 
ICoch, till; eiulnent Gernu\n sciontial, 
niininiizing- llio danger of infection from 
bovino tuberculosis bacclli, when the 
sixth triennial International congress 
on tuberculosis, Juat adjourned, placed 
ItselE squarely on record in opposition 
to the views of the German savant. 

The congress, by unanimous vote, 
adopted a. resolution recog-nlzing the 
"possibility" of human Infection from 
j the bovino tuberculosis baccilll. 

Whether or not Dr. Koch has re- 
ceded from his position by silently 
acquiescing in Iho resululion is not 
known. 

A pleasant scene at the closing of 
the congress was tlu^ appearance of 
President Roosevelt. The president, in 
an address, spoke of the rapid strides 
made in recent years in combatting 
disease, stating that "It was not so 
very many years since the attitude of 
man to\var4 such a . disease as that of 
consumption was one of helpless acqul- 
oscence." He referred to the' tjnited 
States government's' work In render- 
ing healthful the Panama canal zone, 
and continued: "You have come hero 
to conduct war on what is, on the 
whole, the most terrible scourge of the 
people throughout tho world. The 
chance successfully to conduct that 
war arose when tlie greatest experts 
in tho medical world turned their 
trained intelligence to the task. It re- 
mains for them to find out just what 
can bo done. Tho task, then, will bo 
for tho representative governments to 
give all possible effect to the conclu- 
sions of the. scientific." 

Tho next meeting of the conference 
will be held at Komo, -Italy.-'

OVER N IAGARA FALLS 

Aged El Paso Merchant is Added to 
List of Victims of Mighty 
Cataract 



Niagara Fall.s, N.Y., Oct. 3.— Brew- 
.ster Cameron, aged 03 years, a mer- 
chant' of Kl Paso, Texas, was drowned 
here tills evening. Wltli F. II. Fulford 
of Uelair, Md., and C. D. Pidball, of 
lUiffalo, ho was sitting on the bank 
of the river about' half a mile above 
liio falls, and whore the bank is vers: 
.steep. When the party attempted to 
arise, Cameron, who was somewhat 
.stiff from sitting In the one position, 
lurched forward into the river. His 
companions made every effort' to res- 
cue hlnx, and a parlc policeman al.so 
made an attempt as Cameron nearod 
tlie falls, but In vain.

The strength of all na.tional 
Ijnnds is sentiment, ;intl- wliil" an im- 
jierinl sentiment may be slrongtliened 
throughout British lands by a system 
of preferential tarifts,^^.they will not 
create it, nor will .their absence dc- 
stro.v the . sentiment that now exists. 
'I'here is something, intangilile ))er- 
haps but none the less real, behind 
the Empire, and It is this Intanglbllty 
which wo would like to see crystalliz- 
ed. -After this has been done the 
work of promotinjj;- lm|)eri;il solldarliy 
will grow apace. We fire very strong- 
ly of the opinion that this aspect of 
Imperialism can be advanced by an 
association formoil along the lines 
.suggested In Karl Meath's letter. We 
know that the effcctof the establish- 
ment of the Cttuadlan Clubs has been

U" we err In 
regard to such nuttters in V'ictoria It 
is by being too,, conservative. The 
public have very little idea of the op- 
portunities to serve up sensational 
stories the |)a|ieis of Victoria allow 
to pass unutillzeil. :Mr, Ard tlilidi,s 
th.'it the Colonist and Times engage 
too utucli in contro\-ersy. Perhaps we 
do; but as, a. rule the controver.sy hi 
not bitter^, ia'n<d:,lt> takes, up very little 
space, For ^ourselves we only indulge 
In it as a little by-play, unless occa- 
sion for serious treatment of some- 
thing stild by our evening contempor- 
ary ar^sesV The little referenbesanado 
from "claj' ■ to day, as a rule, are not 
ver.v seriously intended and wo do 
not think they are seriousl.v tinder- 
stood by many people. It seems iii- 
.evltabli;, 'hpwever, that a newspaper 
on' one side of politics In freely dis- 
cussing public questions mtist refer In 
the vii'ws expressed liy a ii(>\v.spaper 
on tlie other side. There is a differ- 
ence between discussing, the views of 
a paper and discussing the paper itsjelf. 
As far as iio.ssIble the Colonist at le;ist. 
endea\'ors to avoid the latter. L-Iut we 
have our weaknessej like others, and 
do not feel the least offended because 
lAIr. Ard hak reminded us of therh; 

AVo are spealdng of this matter be- 
cause wo ari! glad that the (.'urat<' of 
St. John's has brought it up, for 
I>erhaps that is. the, first, step towards 
co-operatlbh" between 'the" 'press and 
pulpit of Victoria in advancing sneli 
things for tin- lietterment of the com- 
munity as come within the scope of 
their several fields, of labor. One of 
those ' things ' 'is tho 'stimulailb'n " 6f 
higher citizenship. We are not goliiR 
to say much about this just now, for 
we would not like to be thought as in- 
viting the clergy to take .on acth'o 
part In the election, and talk party 
politics from their pulpits. AVliat we 
mean is something that ouRlil to form 
the theme of sermons n^oro frcfjutntly 
than it does, and has no relation to 
party politics at all. It is the appre- 
ciation of the duties of oltl/oiisii Ip, not 
simply when it conies to casting a h.-il- 
lot l)iit in tho evi'ry(la\- affairs of life. 
More especially would we like to see 
tho sfiirit of true citizen.sliip incul- 
culated in the youth of A'ictoria. is 
tlierc not a field in which tho fjulpit 
find the press could work side by side 
and accomplish nuicli ? One effect of 
the public school system seem,'; to be 
the failure 'of teachers to Impress 
upon Ihelr i)upils that it is not only 
tiftcr he becomes old enouKli to vole 
that' _a boy^is under oljli.gations for 
citizenship, '"but that these attach to 
him as soon as lie is old enough to 
Icnow tlie difference between right 
and wron.g. Kvcry bo.v ought to he 
brought up with the laea that lio is tlio 
custodian of tho future of the state. 
It Is important no doubt that a .lad 
should know aiinut aritlirnetie, botany 
tmd moral philosophy. It is better 
that lie . should Icaow what Magna 
Charta means, ahd what the rights and 
obligations of a citizen .are. 



PUBLIC OPINION. 

During a presldetitial oamiiaign not 
many years ago a certain iiicttn-escpie 
speaker told one of the candidates 
that his election was certain, for ho 
s.-iid: "It is In the air and tho sun- 
shine." It did not happen to be there, 
or if it was it stayed there, for the 
candidate referred to was not elected, 
but the Incident illustrates an idea. 
Every one has noticed how the people 
will almost simultaneously be Im- 
pressed in a certain way. .Sometinics 
111'' instances of this are surprising, 
f(jr there are occasionally expression.s 
of opinions that are identically the 
same from points widely distant. 
Kvery newspaper man, who has had 
much to do with exchanges, knows 
that papers will begin to discuss a 
question under circumstances when 
there cannot iiossihlo have been any 
previous undi-rstandlng that they 
would do so ;ilji)ut tlie same time. The 
(li.'velopment of iMiblic, 0[)Inion is an 
interesting stu<l.\, but iiiifoi'tuna li ly 
there is not much light to be cast upon 
It. One thing Is, however, quite cer- 
tain, namely that tho press shapes 
|)ublic 0[)lnlon very niticli more than i.'; 
s\ip|iosed. Komi'time.'i it voices that 
opinion, hut nuu'e often it forms il. 
The forrnalive process Is gradual. It 
seems to opi.'rate chielly by faniillar- 
lzin,g peoph; with a subject. This ap- 
plies not only to politics but to other 
tilings. Vi ars ni^n, \\-hen it was iiro- 
|)osed to introduce thi; public school 
system into one of tli(! ea.slern jiro- 
vincesi-a young man was asUed by tho 
government of the day to write letters 
to the papers about It, and, if possible, 
stir up a. discussion, so as to get tlio 
people tliinklng about free schools, lie 
did so;';a!!i.d .the chief result was that 
he called ''forth a great deal of very 
vigorous opposition, and thero Is not 
much doubt that In the argument lie 
got the worst of it; yet his letters 
were read, .and had the ver.v effect in- 
tendod. They I'.imillarlzed the public, 
with tho Idea of free ■schools, and 
when the government got ready to In- 
troduce the necessary legislation they 
found tlie soil, so to speak, jirepan-d 
for it. .ThcHumc sort of proccaa soea 



on in regard to matters relating to 
the development of the country. It is 
tlie habit of the Colonist to print many 
articles about the little known parts 
of the province. . Very often the state- 
nionti? made in them are not new; but 
the iiublicatlon of them familiarizes 
the jnibllc mind with the idea that In 
these unopened regions ' there is a 
grcav^ork of develop ment\to be- done. 
Then when the time comes] for 'action 
the people arc ready iorifcilhyhat tho 
paper has done will Ije-llprgotten, but 
that Is wliat the newspaper man ex- 
pects. In tlie matter of public enter- 
prises it is a wise child that knows 
ills own father., No doubt you remem- 
ber that It was Bcaconsfleld who 
bought the Khedivo's shares in thu 
Suez canal and thus iiaved the way 
for tho British occupation and tho re- 
generation of' Bgyp.t; but, do you hap- 
pen to remember the naihc of the 
newspaperman, who awakened tlie 
I'rime .Minister In the middle of tlie 
night to tell him that the sluircs were 
going to be on tho market and that It 
would be wisdom for the British gov- 
ernment to secur<> tliem',' We ourselves 
have forn'.il tell his name. 'l'lii!r(! are 
luiiidred i.if Instances of a similar na- 
ture, where Rreat events have been 
brought about by tlie instrumentality 
Of^men, wlio have remained unknown. 
No matter who may be successful 
;it the electinns there will be a differ- 
ent tone in politics in (.'aiiaila here- 
after. Public opinion has been arous- 
ed as it never has been aroused before 
to the danger to the state arising out 
of a s.vstem of itdmiiiistriUlon, which 
is open In gross abuses. AVe are not 
writing a political article today, and 
so will not use the language of dis- 
cussion. Tho people of Canada have 
awnkeneil to the necessity of placing 
public life on a higher plane than It 
has hitherto occuj>ied. In developing 
imblic opinion .along this line the press 
has done Us share. Sometimes partizan 
zeal has ov^rshp.t tlie ('mark, but on tho 
whole good' resufis "iifiA'o'''beGn' reached. 
Tills tiilniirable work has been partici- 
jialed in b.v many ministers of the 
liospel and others in a inoro or less 
private capacity, until there is no 
doubt that tho tone of public sentiment 
has ver.v greall.v iiiiproveil. And just 
here let us ;'a,\' that, a;; a ."Stream can 
not rise any higlier than its fountain 
head, so the administration of govern- 
ment will never be rin.v purer than 
what the public demands. If it is de- 
sirable that there sh;ill he iiure and 
economical administration, the ))eo]ilc 
must show it wlien exercising their 
franchise. AVo do not now mean that 
they must vote for, onc^ candidate in 
preference , to another,, but they must 
show that they arc actuated b.v jirln- 
ciples and not by a de.'-ire of pers'inal 
advantage. There is not the slightest 
reason why elections should cost as 
much as they very often do. Patriotic 
citizenship dopisnds that electors shall 
give their services freely to the work 
involved in elections. It, is an 
abomination that' 'Candidates person- 
ally, or a group of their political 
friends should, be cpthpc'lied to spend 
money In all, sorts of ways In order to 
ensure success. In an eastern con- 
stituency, a successful, candidate years 
ago Bald one Declaration Day to those 
who were as.scmblod to hear the 
siici'ches which it was then the cus- 
tom to deliver after tho result of the 
vote had tu i'ii declared: "Gentlemen, 

T bought you, and by I'll sell you 

if I want to." If men buy power, they 
are likely to sell jjowor. 



FOREST PRESERVATION 

We are glad to And the Torotito 
A\'orld devoting a good deal of atten- 
tion to the question of forest iireserva- 
tion. Tills is excellent work, and even 
during the heat of a political campaign 
there ought to bo time to ^Ive it con- 
sideration. Kortunately it is not a po- 
litical question, and therefore It can be 
discussed without feeling. , The people 
of Canada are not. as a rule, laying as 
iinicli stress as they ou.ght to upon the 
necessity of taking steps to protect the 
fbrests. In the United States public 
opinion Is much more aroused. Tho 
World says: 

All over tin' statos. cliaiiibers of com- 
merce, scientilie socletli's, forestry ex- 
]ii'rts. thi^ wiser sort of lumbermen, na- 
tional clubs and other i)iibllc bodies 
are Ijostirrlng themselves to create a 
healthy public opinion In support of an 
enlightened and thrifty forest policy. 
Tills, loo, not alone for nianiifacturing 
and iiuluslrial piiriJO.;i;s. but on account 
r)i' llii' ex Ira iii'ii inn i';>' beiu'lits foi-e.-Us 
brin^'- to agi'iciill lire and to the nation 
at lar^'r by protecllng a,irainst Moods, 
sustainlii.i; wator ]iowers and. climatic 
cnnditloiiH, lnipro\ ing ihi^ inililie lieallh 
and iire,'ierviii;r n;itiir.il beaiil.N', .Me- 
morials have lieeii and are ln'ing pi'e- 
sent'-d tti eoiiKress iirglii;- the furtln-r 
creation of forest reserves, anil the 
stayiii;,' of the di'N'astatioii that h.-m 
lieeii iii'oci'eding for liecadcs In regions 
snch as Ihe Aiiiiaiacliiaii iiiid Wiille 
.Mountain raiiKos. ,\s fri'i|iient ly liap- 
piois. tiiei'i' are poi'iiliai' cnnstiliitioiial 
coiKlitlons 111 111'- I'lilted .Slativi th.at 
priseiit i)b,':|ac|i.-s to Coii;j;resslonal ac- 
tion, but the juovomeut in favor of ef- 
fective a.ctlon ,ls general s^nd strong. 

The press of Canada ought to en- 

di,-avor to bring the people of the Do- 
iiilnloii up to a iirojier apin'eeiatlon i>r 
the need pi action. AV'c suppose that 
tlio close proximity of tho forest ,to 
nearly all our settled areas renders it 
dllllcult for us as a pcojilo to apjirecl- 
ate that a timber shortage Is nu.'asur- 
aljl.\' near, but such Is tho iilaiti and 
simple fact. As yet we have the gn at 
forest preserve of tho civilized world. 
Surely it would bo wise to try and 
maintain It as a national jisset.

^n an article in the Quarterly Kevlew

i^ulaw said: 

^■When we road such stuff: wo can 
only conclude thai tlu; people who 
Write it are not quite sane, 'fho fact 
remains, however, .says tlie Star, tliat 
ignorance and insanity can work nn- 
told nilaeliiot. Tliey can poison the 
mind and demoralize llie juilKnient of 
the people. It Is therefore well that 
I'rincc Bulow takes pains to oxpo.^io 
the ignorance ol tho Quarterly as widl 
as to denounce its insanity. We uill 
Kh'C only one example of this ignor- 
ance. "II asserts that Germany 'cliose, 
the blackest moment of Knyliind's dis- 
aster at the boKlnning- of tlie South 
African war to introduce tho bill wlich 
laid the foundations of the luod.'rn 
(.lerman navy.' The Boer nitinialiim 
was issued in Octolier, l.Sflll. T'riiici?

It 
Is estimated, says u corrcsponileni of 
tho iMancliesler Guardian, tlial ho made 
a Iinndrcd million doll.-irs — for other 
people. He w as in lurii doctor, la-. - 
jor, inechanical ciiKineer, proprietor 
of a Klereotype fouiidr.\-, publisher, ,i;o\-- 
erninent ofUelal, and author. He tool; 
out the first patent ever t^ranted in 
America for a sewing machine. He 
sold for J20,000 tho rights in a shoe- 
pegging machine, now valued at over 
$5,000,000. He helped to construct the 
first locomotive • engine run by elec- 
tricity. He issued. In 1833, the first 
pictorial magazine that ever appeared 
in the Unt^d States. He was tlie or- 
iginator of the illustrated reports i>uh- 
llshcd by tho American patent ollice.

The demand for timber on Vancou- 
ver Island Is beginning to Increase, a 
number of fair si/.od deals having been 
recently completed not to nuuitlon a 
number of others which will in all 
probability be consummated during the 
next' few days. Probably the largest 
of the recent transactions Is the i)ur- 
chaso of 35 sections of timber lands 
on Browning creek. Winter Harbor, off 
Quatslno Sound, The price paid is 
understood to be $45,000 which makes 
the timber a good buy, as a conserva- 
tive cruise shows that the leases run 
a trifle better than 20,000 feet to the 
aefD. Tills Is not a pulp proposition, 
the timber running about CO per cent, 
cedar, the balance being white fir, 
spruce and hemlock. 

Tho deal was put through the office 
of Percy D. Hillis, and tho purciiasor 
is understood to be Harold Harms- 
wortli, the brother of ' I.iord North- 
eliffe, the famous newspaper proprie- 
tor, and the business manager for the 
Harmaworlla brothers of whom ttiero 
are four. It is understood' that options 
have been taken on 33 other soot;lons, 
'which will be bought Jt tthe cruiser's 
report. Is fa'vorable.% 'Mr; ;Harmsworth 
is buying for himself . .4ind not for the 
firm, and Is'believed.'tb be making an 
investment for tho benefit of his three 
sons. He Intends to" buy 150 sections 
iill'ogother. Mr. llarmsworlh will prob- 
ably visit British Columbia next 
year. Apropos of this deal it may bo 
recalled tliat the Harnisworths own 
1,500,000 acres of pulp lands In New- 
foundland and Nova Scotia, chiefly In 
tho former territory, and have spent 
some three millions In enulpping their 
limits. They Intend making their own 
paper and If the International Paper 
Co., better known as the American 
paper trust, does not make suitable 
arrangements U' Is likely that they will 
Invade the American market, as they 
have enough timber to do an.linmense 
business if theji^ care '.to niake the at- 
tempt. 

The Harnisworths have plenty of 
money. Loi-d Northcllffe is said to be 
worth between 40 and 50 million dol- 
lars, Willie Harold Harmsworth is 
worth about 25 millions and tho otlior 
two brothers .are also cxtrcmoly 
wealthy, thus they are financially able 
to malce things extremely interesting 
oven tor the big trust. 

The Harm.svvorth.s control tho T,on- 
don Times, the Daily Mall and about 
70 otlier publications in tho old coun- 
try out of wliieh they liave made their 
money. Thus the fact that tlioy are 
becoming deeply Interested financially 
In Ih'ltisli Columbia Is of unusual im- 
portance to the province, as it will in- 
evitably follow that lirltlsh Columbia 
will receive niueh attention and get 
a great deal ot good ndvertlsln.g In 
their numerous publications. 

Mr. Hlllls has also sold sl.\- timber 
claims on Kennedy lake belon.ijlng to 
Mitchell and Martin of this city to a 
banker at Marengo, 111. 'I'hese claims 
run between eighty and ninety per 
cent, cedar, tlie con.sldoratlon being in 
the neighborhood of $12,000. 

Still a third transaction which has 
recently passed tlirough tiio office of 
P. D. lilllis la the sale of fourteen sec- 
tions on Kennedy lake and Elk river 
belonging to Tlios. Stockholm ot this 
city to Leigh S. J. Hunt of New York, 
for $25,000. 'i'lieso soetlons will run 
about 50 per cent', cedar, 25 per cent, 
fir and the balance hemlock and bal- 
sam. Mr. Hunt will bo well known to 
old timers, as be formerly was the 
most prominent operator In Seattle. 
He liad large real estate lioldlnRS there 
and also owned tlio Post-Intelligencer. 
He lost everything In the hard times, 
and went to Korea where lie made an 
Immense fortune out of some gold 
mines. Tjati r ho ^returned to Seattle 
and paid off all ills rndebtodness, in- 
cluding some debt? for which he was not 
legally liable. Later he went to Egypt 
and now holds some 400,000 acres of 
cotton lands In the Suudan on , tho 
upper Nile.-. . i 

This timber Investment is riot th'e 
only interest that Mr. Hunt Is acquir- 
ing in western Canada, as ho has an 
option on 8923 acres ot coal lands In 
Alberta- near the British Columbia 
boundary and Just" east of Frank. His 
experts' reports on the property are 
said to be favorable and he is ex- 
pected to -shortly taki? up his option 
tor himself and associates. The fig- 
ure is stated to be $470,000. Mr, Hunt 
win be out hero In a month or two 
and will then look over his' liew in- 
vestments., personally. "... j , .

Out west he was ki'icvn ns .1 irin'ng 
promoter and was well known figure 
in the northwestern iilacer camps. Ho 
habitually wore a large curb v>,itch 
chain with an lmm(!nso Ttirget dang- 
ling therefrom. He had a V'Jde circle 
of friends and was one of tho cle\-crest 
talliera and entertainers that ever 
came to, British Coliimbia. 

More recently he went to New Y'ork 
where he organized the "Optimists" 
club, which he boasted had a member- 
shli) of 05,000. He sold n iieouliar 
button to the memliers and was sup- 
posed to have made .a good thing In 
this way. Tlie New York papers took 
the scheme up and g.'ive the club n 
great deal of free ndvortisenient.

Sari ' Francisco, 
and is a guest at the Driard hotel. In 
an interview 'he called attention to the 
manner In which tho equipment of 
Massie wireless telegraphic apparatus 
on board the steamer Humboldt has 
facilitated the work of salvage, when 
that steamer was ashore at Moutitt 
Point, Pend.er island, on Tuesday last. 
Had the Humboldt not been equipped, 
said Mr. Sniitli, it would have taken 
several hours before the ov/ners and 
salvage company c,ould have .been ad- 
vised of the predlcameiiit.bf the-slrand- 
ed steamer, and afterward the salvage 
work was greatly aided by the manner 
In wliieli the salvage steamer and 
stranded .vessel were able to maintain 
conimunicatlon. In this connection, 
Mr. Smith said, ho had heard much 
praise for tho superintendent of the 
British Columbia .stations, E. J. 
Haughton, for the manner in wlilch 
lie had aided the communication be- 
tween the stranded vessel and others.

The. Intofn'afjbniil Council of.TVpmen, 
held at. Genqv£l-.'.-.oarly'.,'ln':Septembor, 
was an Interdstlnff 'cvent In many re- 
■speots. Tlierc were present represen- 
tatives from most of. the countries 
in I'hiropc and from all the great Brit- 
ish colonics. Speeches' were made in 
many laiiguacres,, and rto enjoy and 
lucdit thoroughly by tho meetings, It 
was iilmost necessary to understand at 
least l''reuch and Lieniiaii a.s well as 
English. In !i late numbc-r of the tios- 
lou Transcript, Ida Hasted Harper, 
.^'ives ail I'xcellent siiiiiniary of Hie 
pi-oeredln!;s of the coii.i;n-ss. Aiiiouf; 
the women present at the Internation- 
al euuiieil were many itusslan ladles 
l.'Ut they did not come as delegates 
from local councll.s for the sovern- 
ment of that country will not allow 
the women to fiuan a iiatluial coiiueil. 
It was (luite in v;iiii that previous to 
this jear, Ttussiaii weiueii have iir;;ed 
upon the Koverunient tluit the aims of 
the ciuiiudl, far from bein;f revolu- 
tionary, were almost wholly lumiaiii- 
tarlaii. It was shown that the ob- 
ject nf the society was to iiniti; women 
who v.airkeil In various societies and 
to liruiK- rtiisslan women morn into 
IDucli with the outside world. Tho list 
of tlie subjects to be conaldorod at 
the eoiisres.s which ■■were tho activity 
of women in phlhinthropy, education, 
the professions, etc.; tliuir economic 
position, co-education, tho higher edu- 
cation, marriage and caro of children, 
a single standard of morals, tcinper- 
ancc, legal and civil rights of woimui, 
ilu.ir participation In munlolpal and 
slate government — the (iiu'stious which- 
ar(^ discussed at all ffoueral m<;eliu,i;s 
of women," was submitted to the coiu- 
nils.slon of which the chief of police 
was head, but wltliout effect. 

Tho leader of tho wemen In Russia 
who desire' the estaWIshmont ot a na- 
tional council la an*o1d lady of teevent.v, 
"Aladame Anna do.Philosophof who be- 
longs- to .the aristocracy and is styled 
her excellency. Her Imsband, liefor,: 
his death, wns a member of tho min- 
istry and her nephew and ailo|dcd siiu 
now holds a IiIkIi official position. Yi?t 
Jladaiiie I'hilosopliof had to obt.-iiii the 
permission of the police coinuiisslou 
before she could Venture to adflrcss a 
letter to Premier Sto.vlp,ln.

Tills. letter -pfas read j\t the council 
and the extracts given from It nre 
iutercstijiB as- tin-owing.. a light on the 
attitude of women in Russian Rewards 
what has become a worldwide move- 
ment: 

"I lake the libert.v of writinp: ynu a 
privati' letter, and I venture to hope 
iliat its subject and niy a!i;e will rn- 
coniineiid it. l''roiu the pajiers which 
I here enclose you will .^ec what is the 
favor that I .-isk. and it m:iy Ije yon 
will fiiul It iios.<:ible tn fliifll my heart- 
felt wish, and allow us to <u-(;ani-/e 
in Russia a iiallminl woman's i-onueil, 
which ina\- unite on priuclides of mu- 
tual s.N'miiathy and nnderst;indiiis- wo- 
men who are workiuK in our Kri'al 
coiinlry on iienpeful, iiroKressivr? Hues. 

"The formation of such a natlnnal 
alliance will Rice us the ehauee to af- 
filiate with the Inlcriuitloual council, 
whose presiilent Is, for the .second 
i|iilni|ueiini:il term, the much respected 
and beloved wife of the \-iceroy of 
Ireland, T.ady Aberdeen. Since IStm I 
luLve lieen in eonstruif correspondence 
with her: and in tli.'d same year I wns 
electeil, as representative of Russia, the 
lionor;ible vice pn^sideiit of the iiiter- 
nation.al council. I ntn. thfu^eforo, most 
anxious to effeid the ;if filiation of Rus- 
sian wouKui to till" eiuinell, which al- 
reiidy unites t weii I y-tlirec coniitrieH." 

'PliC letter tiien siieaks of the dis- 
t iupjiiislu'd honors paiil to the oounell 
by different sovereh.Mis and govern- 
ments, aiid co'.iiiuue^: 

"If I call your attention to tho syni- 
lialliy of liiiili id'fici.al.s tow.ards this in- 
terna t loli.-il couiieil, I oul.v wish to poluf 
out that this or;;auizatiiui wiu-ks solely 
for tint pe'acefiil iiiiiis of culture, main- 
Is- tor the social v.-eltare of woiiieii, 
->vliicli Is inseparable from tlie \velf;ire 
of the family. Our aflillation to that' 
iu-.i,'.'iaizat ion "ivill ^'ire a moral sati.s- 
faetieu to us llussian women, v.'lio bit- 
terly feel that v.'e do not take part in 
the inleriiatioiial lumiau iiilerests for 
which till' council is v/orkinjj." 

After descril>lng the treatntont hy 
the police commission, the letter says: 

"Grieved by this refusal, and by the 
failure of my. efforts to create an 
organization which might unite peace- 
ful worticn'."? social .elements, I' con- 
cluded to apply tq you. sir, the only 
one who can decide the fate of my 
petition; and I earnestly hope that you 
will not suspect In the constitution, 
that I hero present, anything danger- 
ous tor my country, which I passion- 
ately love; and that you will not let 
me experlehoe in niy old age the bit- 
ter feeling with which. In case of 
your refusal, I shall bo obllRed to In- 
form Lady Aberdeen that our govern- 
ment does not allow us this constitu- 
tion, and forbids the ersanlzatloii In 
Russia of a national wmnen's council." 

.■\ii answer to this letter wns Kent 
f,'ivini; the representat i\-es of the va- 
rious societies iierinisslon to meet, but 
fnrblddlu^ them to form a Council of 
Women. 'I'liev could not "\ en dis- 
cuss tlie constitution, iui' vi-ere to eon- 
line tlieir remarks to rifjhts already 
possessed ;ind were aot <■> menil'ii the 
sut'fraKC or the i'li;^iliilil.\- of woipi ii to 
ollice. No foreigner was 11 no al- 
lowed to speali. Under these condi- 
tions the congress nrjl.l b<> hf hi en 
lieeember 23rd. Tha Russian wonien 
have decided to tak" what tli^y can 
get and to hold the ceiiRress. 

A Russian lady present, gare In 
lirlvivto conversation,, as an Instance 
of the surveillance to' Which any one 
suspected of the slightest loaning to- 
wards progressive idons was subjected, 
the fact that the heiid .si^rvant of her 
hnu.<;ehoId wa.s a ini-mbcr of the secret 
police 'and that she ••lui.d not invito 
:i (;iiesl without con.sultl iv; nim. TIk se 
liusslan ladles are ver.-- jarriottc and 
can not lie.-ir to lir>;ir fer.-.f. i.i rs criti- 
cise their .nation, laviii;;- t!ie blame of 



all the evils from wliieh tlio poeplo 
suffer on the governineal. 

That the sentiment of t'le Interna- 
tional Council of Women I.s over- 
whelmingly in favor of woman suf- 
frage was shown by the treatment 
which -vvas accorded, tho , attempt ot 
tho Canadian'.sd^Iegates to, change the 
title of tho standing committee on 
"suffrage and the rights of citizenship" 
to tho comiuittee "on citizenship." 
This was looked upon as an attempt 
to commit tlio International Council 
to an anti-suffrage policy and the 
following resolution was; unanimously 
adopted: 

"As the great Quin(|uciinial Council 
at Berlin in 11104 had declared, without 
a dissenting voice that henceforth 
strenuous efforts should , be made to 
obtain for women the pOWfer' of voting, 
therefore any attempt to exclude ".suf- 
frage" from the name of the commit- 
tee then formed would not only Im- 
pede the woman suffrage movement 
but would be a retrograde act on the 
p.-irt of the International (.'ouncil of 
Women and ju'ove a serious and ir- 
reiiarable blow to the progress of the 
council itsclf."_ 

Not only was this resolution passed 
hut It was determined that iit the 
l^uinquenulal to bo held In Toronto 
ne.xt June, one entire evening should 
be devoted to a public discussion of 
wouKin suffrage. The Rev. Anna 
Howard Shaw, of the United Stato.s, 
a very pronounced suffragist, toolc 
a promnieiit part in these ])roceedlngs. 
.Mthoiigh there was ;i. very warm dis- 
I <ais.slou the utmost good feeling pre- 
vailed at the close, the Canadian dele- 
gates griieefully accepting then- defeat. 
1 he clause in the constitution which 
I lorblds the iiresUlent to sit for two 
I consecutive terms was repealed, 'llie 
liresldent of the Interuiitional Council 
must possess not only a knowledge of 
dliTerent languages, but attainments 
and judgment as well as standing 
which only a very limited number of 
wenien can have, l-'or these reasons 
it is not advisable to be obliged to 
change tin; president f i'e(iuently. it is 
consiilered probable that J^ady .Vher- 
deen will be re-elected ul Toi oiilo next 
yeiir. 

'J'lie scheme of establishing a bureau 
of einplo.vuient for young people on 
Iciivlng school, which originated with 
Mrs. Ogllvio tlordou, of Aberdeen, 
was discussed. 'i'lic oliject of this 
scheme Is to place children in tlie 
employment for which thoy . are best 
fitted and to'preVifen't' tliem taking up 
temporary employment. Mrs. Gordon 
has discovered In the course of her 
luvestigatious that 7") per ciuit of the 
cliildreu who ;ire engaged in .street 
trading beooiiie criminals. This scheme 
though much criticised, lias been in- 
cori>orated in tho' riew education bill 
for all .Scotland. 

AnotlKU- project which will come up 
for discu.sslou next \ear will he tlie 
establishment of a staiuling commit- 
tee on public healtli. J.ady .Vberdeen 
believes that this is a liel'd in which 
v.oiuen cfin do good work. Certainly 
it Is one in- vvhiclt.thcy .arc vitally in- 
terested. • The •corin'ec'tiori hetwceri the 
sanitation of the home and that of 
the city is very close. The Council of 
Women has extended Its-influence very 
rai)ldly since its establlsluncnt anil 
I.tidy Aberdeen has been one of its 
most energetic iironioter.'!. 

The exhibition is over, the prizes 
awarded and the results published in 
our daily papers. .Vmong all the ex- 
hibitors, I wonder If any worlced harder 
than the tc.-icher.s of our public schools, 
and I wor-der If, among them all, any 
received so little recognition of their 
services.

able results. It seem;; luily juslleo 
tli:it the teaclier who siicceeda In iii;ik- 
Ing his or her i)U|)ils tile he:it In v.-rlt- 
Ing, drawing, etc.. of any children In 
\'lctoria la the corresponding: graile, 
should recei\-e public recognition ot 
his or her labors, especlall.v- v.dieii it Is 
a case of ciunpetltloii. It l;i jircdiably 
too late to revise the reporl.i now, but 
one c.-iniiol relraln from dr.-iwing at- 
tention to this (picstion, in the hoi)o 
that when tlio i.iucaslon a,>;.iin arises, 
our tr^achers will receive the encour- 
agement they deserve.

Orange Chnriolte. 

One third bo.\ of gelatine. ouc> third 
cutiful of cold water, one third cuiiful 
of boiling water, one cupful of sugar, 
one cupful of orange juice and pulp, 
the wliites 1,1 three' eggs, the juice of 
one lemon. .Soak gelatine in cold 
water until soft; lunir on the boiling 
water, add .sugar and lemon juice. 
Strain and add the orange juice and 
rmlp...\vlth a little of the . grated . rind. 
Cool 'In a- pun of Ice water.' "Xilne a 
mould with l.idy lingers or sections of 
orange. Heat the whites of tho eggs 
to a stiff froth and when the orange 
Jelly begins to harden, heat it until 
light. Add the hetiten whites, and 
heat until stiiT enough to drop. Pour 
Into a wet mould (One pint of whip- 
ped cream may be used instead of the 
white of egg, or it may be plleil on 
the top after the charlotte Is removed 
from the mould.) Keep In cokl place 
until ready to serve.

OF .INTEREST TO WOMEN 



■Several new and lipportant tippoint- 
mohts of wohien have -been nuule by 
the Deririant' Department of JCduca- 
tlon. These consist of the aiipolnt- 
ment as assistant professors of Dr. 
Wllhelniliiii Jurgens and Dr. Rac:hel 
HIrscli. JJoth of them teach in the 
medical department of the IJliiverslty 
of Rerllii. J''or the library of the same 
Institution ten young women have 
been apijoluted as assistant librarians, 
'the library of the university is l.ioing 
more and more "feminized." Only a 
short time ago there were only ten men 
employees there and. now all tlio em- 
ployees, with tho exception of tho 
librarian and three assistants, are 
women. When the lirst appointments 
of woini'ii were made protests were 
heard, as it was tiellevcd that Iney 
would not be satisfactory, but their 
services were so satir.factory that tho 
number of women assistants lias In- 
creased every year. ; 

It Is stated tluit live hundred appii- 
Ciitious for ptUents v.'cre received by 
the Uritisli I^Uent Oflice last year irulii 
Women Inventors, A curious fact is 
that while tornierly woineii .s lin'eu- 
ttoiiK took the lorm oi lielii towards 
easier housekeeping, such as various 
utensils, bread and calve mixers and 
tho like, ot -late women turned tlielr 
attention to etfectlve Improvements In 
connection with motor cars, sewing 
uiiichines iind even marine engines 
and motors. > They have also tried 
their hands at Improvements in wire- 
less ti-legrapliy. and the transmission 
ot iiortraitH anil designs by telegraphic 
agency. Patents lor improvements in 
railroad matters, notably in increasing 
the comtort ol Pullman cars, have 
been the work of women. if they 
would only invent some iiatent attach- 
ment to the chairs of I'ullman cars .so 
that unwilling ami unwitting jias- 
scngers need no longer (•ndure t;ie 
ignominy of suddenly butting into 
tile nearest neighbors through an un- 
wary movement, they would receive 
the grateful thanks of all that ride in 
palace, cars.

Dr. Tucker said: "The Canadian 
church of loda.v is the inissionar.v so- 
ciety, and every church member a 
member of that society b.v \'irtue of 
Ills baptism into tlie church, and when 
we !'eali'.ie this tliere will be room for 
every manner of organization in 
church, ptirish, diocese and in tlie Do- 
miiiiiui."

the Indian tribes of the .Vortliwest, 
their efforts to raise tlic standard of 
womanhood in Japan, the Chinowo

FINE GAME RESERVE 
IN EAST KOOTENAY 



Provincial Game Warden Bryan 
Speai<s of tlie Proposed 
Reservation 



Vancouver, Oct. 3. — Provincial Ganie 
Warden Bryan "Williams, who has re- 
turned to Vancouver after five weeks 
absence in East Kootenay, Is decidedly 
enthusiastic over the. proposed estab- 
lishment of a provincial' .' gamo re- 
serve, the object with* Which- he was 
sent, to look over the .country. • 

"While ' I'/Jaih' resor^ring i-niy report 
for the' •department," he ahld, "I have 
no hesitation in saying that we have 
In British Columbia In the very sec- 
tion through which I have recently 
been traveling, tho alto for a national 
park and game reserve which any 
country mlffht envy us. Dr. Ilornaday, 
the well known New York naturalist, 
siiokc of tho possibilities of British 
Columbia qulto recently, and his views 
aro absolutely correct. I explored a 
part oC the country last spring, but 
was unable to finish It, so tho trip 
from which I have Just' returned was 
undertaken. 

"In company with Deputy Game 
Warden Lewis, i wont from Cranbrook 
to Fort Steele, and then up tho Koo- 
tenay to Premier lake. Wo followed 
up .Sheep creek to the jiolnt where It 
makes the big bend south, a.id there 
crossed tho summit to the White river. 
Up tho White river wo proceeded — in- 
cidentally finding that tho maps aro 
entirely wrong — and then crossed an- 
other summit to Palliser river. 

"It Is a' wild country, ciiilto un- 
BUltablo for settlement, thouKh what 
mineral wealth it may contain ia of 
coiirse anotlicr matter. I did not' look 
into that. lio\vever, n.i my mission had 
other a£i:alr3 in mind. 

"Wo continued up tho I'alllser river 
to tho boundary between Urltlsh Co- 
lumbia and the province of Alberta, 
and there — again rolyln^r on tho 
maps — wo expected to r>c able to got 
across tho dlvido to tho Elk river by 
way o: Kananaskls jmss. 'I'liere Is 
only one thing -wrong about that pass, 
but it Isn't tlierc wlion you come to 
look for It. 

"To make things more interesting 
a blinding snowstorm came on. Wo 
were over six thousand feet up, and 
we had to got back to the timber line. 
After that experionco we finally found 
Kananaskls lake, but It is ftfteon mile." 
or more from where It .Is offlcilally 
located on the maps, and fifteen ipHes 
means a lot of traveiine In that 'Coun- 
try. 

'•E^oni • the.- lake we crossed to Elk 
river, down which we went to Al- 
dtddge creek, where we saw the new 
coal Beam which the Canadian Pacific 
is developing, an excfillont .seam It l.s, 
by the way. Then wo crossed another 
divide and reached tho confluence of 
Something creek and Fording river, 
where there Is another fine coal mine. 
We continued afoot for throe days 
do^vn Fording river .and Klk river to 
Michael, and thence back to Fort 
Steele. 

"As to game I can only say that 
the country Is wonderfully rich. The 
country through which Sheep creek 
runs Is full of whito-tall and mule 
deer, and the whole tract we went 
through Is the homo - of the Rocky 
mountain sheep. 

"Along the White river, which la a 
tributary of the Kootenay, there wore 
Indications everywhere of deer; while 
further north there aro goat and bear. 
In tlie valleys and lower slopes of tho 
mountains there aro wapiti In largo 
numbers. We went up the, whole 
length of tlie "White river to the divide 
between it and -the Palliser, and there 
we got among -the moose. They aro 
curious animals, as every one knows, 
and several came very close to us, at- 
tracted by the sound of our chopping. 
Thoy were quite safe, of cour.se, inas- 
much as they are under the protection 
of the law, and tho funny thing is they 
seemed to know It. 

"It was after we crossed tho big 
divide and got Into Alberta that we 
found thi: change. The game has ab- 
solutely disappeared, and tho rc.-ison Is 
not hard to KCek, In the presence of 
the camjis of tho Sloncy Indians. They 
have killed every living thing r|ulto in- 
discriminately. Tho lieadwater coun- 
try of the Elk\ river used to be full of 
elk' and mountain goats, but It was 
cleaned but by tho Stoneys three years 
ago, and has not yet recovered. Along 
the Alilrlch, Fording and Klk rivers 
there is a fine country for wapiti, and 
higher up in tho mountains sheep Is 
allU flourishing. 

"Of course a certain amount of sym- 
pathy will bo expressed for tlie Indians 
by people who do not know tho condi- 
tions, but the facts are that if thoy 
were left alone they would clear out 
e\ery living thing In no time. The 
Stoneys, as I said, are the principal 
offenders. They i^vl plenty of govern- 
ment rations, and they liave their own 
reserves In Albert.a, but they must be 
watched all the time. They kill ani- 
mals and birds purely for the sake of 
killing, and not for want of food. 

'What Is wanted Is a reserve of not 
los.s than thirty miles square. There 
is plenty of government land available 
In which every kind of game can be 
found. 'J'liiH is not hearsay, we saw It 
lor our.selvi.-s. 1 .'^aw bear and cariboo, 
nuile (li'er, laoo.'^c, mountain goat, 
niountalii Klieep, white-tailed doer and 
c:lk or wapiti, as Ihity should be called. 
'Die elk aii; very plentiful, and on the 
oci'aslon during tlie trip I had three 
bull elk wltliln easy range, though they 
were, of course, perfectly safe from 
me. Of tho bear, there arc both griz- 
zlies and black bear, and of the snnill- 
er game there are" Franklin grouse- 
often known aa the foolmen — ptarmigan 
and willow grouse,, in largo numbers. 
;Blue grouse are not. as plentiful as 
might be expected, or at all events wo 
did not BOO many. As for the fisher- 
men, thoy win find the streams literal- 
ly swarming with trout. 

"The scenery Is griind beyond de- 
scrliitlon, so what Is the use attempt- 
ing to de.scrlbo ItV Tlie huge fortist 
fires fortunately did not reach the dis- 
trict at all, liavlng been ])rotty well 
confined to tho valley of tho KIk river, 
between Michel and Fernle. . Thoro tlio 
devastation Is beyond description. It 
is an absolute clean -uji, and miles of 
forest country lias been swept as bare 
as tho palm of your,: hand. . 

"The proposed reserve would be an 
asset, of .Inestimable -valuorto British 
Columbia,' concluded Mr. "Williams. 
"Tho country Is there, caJlinB;?.?<)i*f-.no 
expenditure and every pcsslbfe moans 
should bo taken for Its preservation."

that during the last year a dividend 
of $G6,fl-10 was paid- There Is a bal- 
ance in hand of $33,500. This Is after 
spending more than half a million dol- 
lars in development and In writing off 
5132,000 for . dopreclatlpn. ',f,nd plant 
plus another $27,000 on account of de- 
preciation of stores and doub'ifiil ac- 
counts. 

W. H. Aldrlgo, tho managing direc- 
tor, explains that at the end of the 
Last fl.scal year, June 30, l'J07, there 
was on hand a largo accumulation of 
various ores, not only froin the mines 
belonging to the company and to those 
lea.sed by them, but from custom pro- 
perties.

l)re[)aratory course. 

As the purpose of this night school 
is to afi:ord facilities to young men, 
when they havo leisure, to help them 
to help themselves, and not for tho 
purpose of making mom.'y, the tuition 
foes charged aro very low, and In fact 
do not meet the cost of maintaining 
tho school. Tho majority of tho 
classes will be organized next week.

It is 
possible that an attempt may bo made 
to revive tho organliiatlon through 
which tho trade has been governed for 
some years, but some owners assert 
that they will not again Join tho com- 
bination. 

Up till now tho INt pi ico for shingles 
for tho Canadian trade has been $2 
per thousand. Now that agreement 
no longer obtains among the mlUmoh, 
it Is expected that tho price will drop 
to »1.7S oi: J1.80. 

The rock upon which the swingle 
manufacturers' organization split waa 
tho alleged failure of some mills to 
keep up prices, it being asserted that 
some managed to evade the ' list "and 
cover up their tracks by selling to 
middlemen, who In turn ■sold to con - 
sumers at a cut of as much as llfteen 
cents per thousand below the list. 

The result of this alleged non- 
obsorvanco of the general agreement 
was that some mills were found to bo 
doing all tho trade, while others were 
unable to obtain a .single ordm'. It is 
said that often after furnislilng list 
quotations to men In the market the 
mill owner who -vs'ti.s "Ldaylng tl'.e 
game" would receive a reply inforjn- 
lug him that he waa away too high. 

Now that the combination on pi'lces 
and outi)ut no longer exists tho pro- 
duction of shingles i.-? oxiiected to be 
so great for some little time that the 
market will be glutteil. It is estimated 
that In two months' time tho coast 
mills could cut suflleieiit sliingles to 
satisfy tho Canadi.'in market for a 
year, and it Is feared that with all the 
mills cutting to tho limit of capacity 
the trade will become demoralized.

TO PROPHET'S TOMB 



Hedjaz Railway, Like Turkish 
Revolution, . Marks Impor-;.-,:, 



Constantinople, Oct. 3.— The' open- 
ing of the llcdjas railway to the 
Holy City of Medina, the burial place 
ot Mahomet, on September 1, marked 
an epoch in Turkish liistory. The I'nr- 
Icish revolution and tlie opening of the 
lIodja7.'i-ailwa.v have become quite u;i- 
expectedly, li'ut ver.v conspicuously, 
sociated together. ' The ceiebratiei.^ 
jiartook as much of tlio cliariictei- ■ f 
rejoicing over the disai)iicaranec ol ',!:■■ 
old system of administration, as • i 
gratification that Medina no le::-_,> r 
stooil In Isolation from the, world, 'l ae 
vast crowds which greeted the Iniiicthil 
mlfi8rbn-''werfe^'dellghted at the advent 
of'-the'^locombtlve, but they seem to 
liai'o "beeii . eveii' more enthuslastl-.; in 
their demonstrations of joy at tho res- 
toration Of ' - liberty of speech and 
thought and action In the Ottoman' do- 
minions. Tho dominating note of the 
great and picturesque gathering ' of 
^Musnlmans from many lands v,-as 
struck by the E.gyptian orator who ad- 
dressed the assembly. "Tho Prophet." 
he exclaimed, "did not permit the rail- 
way to reach Medina until the Khallf 
had granted a constitution to the peo- 
ple." 

- The last sentence evoked enthusias- 
tic applause. Djpvad Pasha coriveyed 
to the troops and to tho engineers an 
offlclal' message .from, tlio, Sultan, ex- 
pressing Ahlsi.majesfy'sl'satisfii.etlori' at 
the success- which had 'crowned ' their 
work, and oftlclally declared the llnb , 
01)011. A salute of 21 guns was then' 
lired. At the conclusion ot the speecH- 
makiiig, Djovad Paslia, the chief of 
the imperial mission, and IMukhtar 
Bey, tlie engineer in charge of the 121 
Ala 3Iedina section of tlie line, were 
carried shoulder high thrpugh tlie 
crowd, and tlio scene became one of 
boundless enthushism. Jlukhtar Rev 
was called upon by the crowd to taki; 
a solemn oath that he would do all in 
his power to secure that the line .should 
be completed to .Mecca. He readllv 
compiled with' their ^request, and re- 
ceived a great ovatlbni

Describes Life of Devoted 
. Monks in .Lonely , Hospice 

- -in''' " 



--Ijondon, Oct. 3. — Amid the dreary 
stcrllo scenery of the Alps, -8,000 , feet 
above the level of the seajiSLritLaiear to 
the region of eternal snow.' year in 
and year out, a band of devoted men 
spend theirX^'ybutH and atreiiBth 
in the service ■' of HHosc whose business 
obliges theni to traverse the dung-erous 
pass between Italy and Swltzerlund 
during the nine months winter. 

Thoy an; tlie monks ; of; the world- 
lainous Urcat St. •VBorna'Cd Hospice, 
which lor noarly a 'tliousarid years has 
iiiiniKtered to tlie wants of travel lor.s. 
Tiio jjrovost 01' tilt' liospioc, M. l;!our- 
Kcoiu, Is at prosoiit in Ivoncloii, wliitlun- 
lie eaino aceonipaiiied hy Fatlier .loli'S 
Darhellay, also of tlic, liospice. Tliry 
are the giiests of Coiiiil and t.'ourUi'SS 
Kearney, at whoso luiu.se a prens re- 
presentative had an liiterestiiiy eoii- 
versiitioii witli tlio provost. 

"i uliiiosl got lost In London today," 
he r^aiil. "'I lind your groat elty more 
howilderlug than tlie patlis of the Alps

V;-'"The winter Is long and very tryinK 
at Jflrst to':;tiipSe"A\>h<Si eOfho;t'o us froni 
the plains. Summe^^aTsW^'' call it be- 
gins in July and ends before Soptemlier 
is far advanced. But perhaps you 
would not call It .summer at all, lio- 
cauHC frequently wc have snowstorms 
in July, though the enow melts, ex- 
cept In the hollows of the pass, whore 
it seems to be .-ilways. Sometimes a 
j)arty of tourists , will start from llie 
valley in great lu^at, the ladles wear- 
ing nuislin dresses, and when they

"Many tourists come to iis. 'i'liis 
year I think wo have weleomeil aliout 
5,000, Wo do our best to ontertjiin 
them, and some of llio monks play and 
sing for tlieni.

Up 
to the present time the Bulletin bus 
reproduced over 200 dlllforent shirt 
labels. It Is claimed that 1,827,000 
shirts are made In this one institution. 
The average cost of manufacture is 
less than six cents for labor per shirt.

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enri Julien— One of Canada's 





].[E death of Henri Julieii, v/liich 
occurred 'suddenly in Montreal 
on Scptendier iS, rcmo"cd one of 
llic leading Canadian arttists. 
julieii's claim to that title is ur.- 
disputed, although such was the 
modesty of ihe , niaii 'tliatfl^^ 
^york has -never received tiie^^wide 
recognition which it deserveil. 
But the loss in his death is not to be viewed 
in the light of a disaster to Canadian art 
alone. The gentle personality of the man had 
endeared him to hundreds of men (vho met 
him in his capacity of newspaper artist, and 
each of these friends)feels^a deop persbna 
in his demise. 

The profession of a newspaper artist was 
chosen by Juh'cn long years ago, when he gave 
up lithographing to seek a wider field for his 
genius, and he remained in his chosen pro- 
fession to tlie end. He might have gone far 
as a painter had he cared to sacrifice his na- 
tive Quebec and go to New York or Paris in 
response to the manj' flattering appeals which 
reached him from time to time. But he felt 
that in Montreal he was filling a place worthy 
of his talents, and, with the deep love of home 
that marks the PVench-Ca.iadian, he gave his 
best efforts to Canada. For years the head of 
the great art department of tlie ^Montreal Star, 
he did indeed fill an important role, 1'. (1. 
^latthews, now connected with a London il- 
lustrated paper, and ranking high among Bri- 
tish black and white artists, was a pupil oi 
Julicn's, and for years worked under him on the 
Montreal Star. Arthur Racey, tlie cartoonist, 
was another member of the staff. 
.;. While, best known to the newspaper 
world by his sketch work, Julien was, when he 
pleased, the incomparable cartoonist. It is 
not generally known that "'Lhe By town 
Coons," the famous political series that set the 
country in a roar a few years ;ig'j. w.a.s the 
product of Tuiien's facile pencil. It Is doubtrr.; 
whether any humorous series h.as ever Avon 
wider recognition in Canada. Ills wonderful 
gift of portraiture was widely re';ogn',"ed, and 
a full collection of his work in that direction 
would-be a fairly complete history "in line'' of 
Catiada's leading men. In watercolors, too, 
Julien excelled. His knowledge of French- 
Canadian character -and legend supplied him 
witli, themes for his paintings,' and it will be 
' lon^ before his people find a better interpreter.'. 
As a man, Juliem was quiet, affable, and.', 
modest. The humblest reporter Avho went out 
with Julien to cover a story found in him an 
innncdiate friend. He had a fund of cjuict 
humor that was irresistible, and the quaint 
French-Canadian accent which clothed his ex- 
pression made his jokes doubly amusing. His 
newspaper portraits were so accurate that per- 
sons who did not desire publicity dreaded his 
appearance in- a court room. One time a cele- 
brated case was going on, invoi .'ing the money- 
lenders^ of Montreal, and the. Star Avanted a, 
por.fraiV?of 'a .fcertain lady who was mixed up 
in the-rC^se. 'Julien went to the court-room, 
and 'ti-ie'd' to get her features, but the lady no- 
ticed the sketch-book and at once held up her 
muff to conceal her face. Nothing daunted, 
Julien passed his book and pencil to a reporter 
beside him and went out. A few minutes later 
he was behind a pillar on the opposite .side of 
the room, sketching indvistriously, while the 
lady kept her face screened frpm an utterly in- 
artistic reporter. Incidents of. this kind >w?re ' 
many in his career, and each one furnisHed 
Julien - with material for n quaintly toW aneci- 
dote. But a fuller appreciation of Julien is 
taken from the Montreal Star, the paper with 
which 'he. was connected for so many years. It 
is as follows : 

Henri Julien, Canada's foremost pen and 
ink artist, and a notable figure of that little 
group of men who today form the art coterie 
of the Dominion, is dead. 

Death came to Air. Julien under circum- 
stances particularly distressing, the end com- 
ing with dramatic suddenness. Mr. Julien 
was at the corner of .St. James and St. l-'ran- 
cois Xavicr streets at a fjuartcr to .six o'clock. 
He had just crossed from the l^ost fJffice and 
\s'as proceeding lo comj)U'lc arrangements for 
a little holiday he was to li.vvc for the week 
end. When opposite the office of the Cana- 
dian Pacific "Railway, he stopped, threw his 
hands high over his head, and fell forward to 
the path. He struck on bis face, the contact 
cutting open his cheek. AVhen passersby 
stooped to aid him. there was a slight move- 
ment of his hands, and he was nioanin.g. Am- 
bulances v,'ere called for anil those of the Cen- 
cral and Notre Dame hospitals responded. The 
surgeons on their arrival, prompt as it was, 
were too late. Mr. Julien was dead. 

Mr. Frank Murphy, a .son of l\Ir. "Pete" 
Murphy, was on the walk jusi beside Mr. 
Tulicn as the latter fell and dc.'-cribed the cir- 
cumstances related in the forccjoin.q;. 'J'iicse 
particulars were also corroborated by Mr. h'rcd 
j^ydon, who is employed in the railway ticket 
office, and who saw the occurrence through 
Cine of the wiiulows. 

'I'hc hour was one at which the streets were 
thick with workers hurrying homewards from, 
tiieir places of business, and the sight of a 
body prone bn the path, naturally attracted 
iv^cprisiderablc attention, and in a couple of 
■^rninutes there was an innncnse throng about 
the place. The ambulance surgeons could not 
remove the body and the morgue ambulance 



was sent for.' vlt-.arrived fifteen minutes later 
and.,in it .tlie -body was taken away. Mean- 
while a policemaii guarded the body. ' ' 

Some friends of Mr. Julien and some of the 
members of the Star staff identified the body, 
but as the Julien home on St. Denis street 
was then closed owing to the absence from 
Montreal of the family, the body was taken to 
the IMorgnc. 

Today the remains were taken to Mr. 
Julien's late residence, S75 Si. Denis street, 
and the funeral will take place from there to 
St. Jean Baptiste chiirch. ,, v r 

Mr. Julien's family rcsided:in St.. Rose dur- 
ing the summer and Madame Julien and the 
children were there when Mr. Julien was in 
Montreal. 

Eight children, seven being girls, survive 
'Sir. julien. The one son is twelve years of 
age and Avas at school. 

Air. Julien had been at work at the Stnr 
during the day and in la.st evening's issue some 
of his most recent skeiches appeared. It had 
been arranged for him to go 10 ilic dinner last 
night given by the Canadian .Manufacturercs' 
Association. 

While Mr. Julien had not been in the best 
of health, there was nothing to indicate that 
any serious crisis was impending. Apoplexy 
was evidently the cause of death. Mr. Julien's 
father had lived to bo seventy-eight and the 
family was a healthy one, Mr. Julien was a 
lover of the out-of-doors life and a firm be- 
liever in physical hygiene. 1 le was at home 
in the woods and he was an ardent fisherman. 
He was a strong swimmer and took consider- 
able exercise in. the open air. 

In the art world Mr. Jidieu possessed 
qualifications which made him superior to any 
black and white artists in America ; indeed, 
there are few if any men who possessed the 
craftsmanship Of this Canadian. He was 
thoroughly conversant with every aspect and 
every phase of newspaper illustration. N'ot 
only could he make the drawdng for the illus- 
tiation, but he could, if necessary, make the 
plate for the cut. He was a master of every 
form of known engraving processes and was 
also qualified for stone worU and general 
Hthography. This knowledge, coupled to his 
skill with pen . arixl pencil' secured for liini a 
position rarely.lattainecl by- any man. But Mr. 
Julien^;lwd' other- qua^ he was skilled ..with

Mr. Julien was born in Quebec. His father 
was Henri Julien, wdio had had some experi- 
ence in the printing and lithographing busi- 
ness, and who ended his days'^as" a prosperous 
merchant in St. Timothec. . ■ '. ■ ■" 

.Mr. Julien was educatcrl in the schools at 
Quebec, and wiicn sixteen years of a.ge came 
to Alontreal and entered the engraving firm of 
the late George K. Desbarats. 'Phis firm then 
j)ublishcd periodicals kno\vn as "The Canadian 
Illustrated Xe^vs," "Iv'Opinion Publique," and 
"The Hearthstone," afterwards known as "The 
Favorite." After working in various engraving 
departments, Mr. Julien began to draw, and 
Ins sketches appeared in those pajiers. In 
1871, when, the first cNpedition of the Royal 
Northwest Mounted Police proceeded on the 
l^ed River expedition. Air. Julien accompanied 
it as an artist, and his art work, which appear- 
ed in Alontreal, was the first to be done of 
that great countr}-.

II F, struggle l)Ctwecn Lord Rosslyn 
and Sir J lirani Alaxim, which was in 
progress during the last week, is as 
truly a modern duel as though 
swords and lances instead of the 
paraphernalia of gambling were the 
weapons. One thousand pounds is, the stake 
at issue between these two students^of.'the law 
of chance, each of wdinni is equally ceV^aiil- that- 
he has invented a system for bre'aking the 
bank. ^Vhile the stakes arc dummy money, 
the contest as to the infallibilit \- of the systems 
involved is none the less interesting. 

Both these gentlemen have paid several 
visits to Alonte Carlo and have studied rou- 
lette there. The outcome of; their studies is. as : 
'different as the poles iare wide asunder. Sir 
Hiram is conviiiccd that the bank must infall- 
ibly win. Lord Rosslyn is equally certain that 
he has invented a system for breaking the 
l.iank. 

h'or some time one oi the London papers 
has been coiuhicling a corresi.^oiidence arising 
out of the fact that the Monte Carlo Casino 
last season made a profit of a niilliou francs 
more than it ever made before. Sir Hiram 
Alaxim, who looks on gambling from a cold, 
mathematical point of view, joined in the con- 
troversy, saying that no system could ever 
break the bank.. 

Rosslyn, as all the world knows, is the in- 
ventor of a system oii which he Is more reliant 
now than he \vas when, some years ago, he 
failed to demonstrate its virtues, owing, he 
said, to ina(lec|iiacy of capil.al. 

Alaxim issued a challenge and Rosslyn ac- 
cepted it, and the kniglil and earl are phiying 
each other for £1,000 a side in dumm}' money. 

Rosslyn stipulated in the course of the cor- 
respondence,that if he took up the challenge it 
must not cost him more than ii2^ in real 
money. Consequently It was arranged that the 
play take place on a roulette table which, 
Maxim says, is as perfect as those at Alonte 
Carlo. He calls it his .system killer. It was 
not at first settled whether tlic scene of opera-, 
tioiis would be a room in London or Sir Hiram 
Maxim's residence at Thnrlow Park. 

As a matter of fact .Sir Hiram Alaxim and 
Lord Rosslyn began their unique gambling 
contest in a Piccadilly club. Sir Hiram conduct- 
ing the game as played at Alonte Carlo. The 
contest will continue until 5,000 coups have 
been played, and it is expressly stipulated that, 
whatever be the outcome of the.preseiitjtest, 
either side shall be entitled to.cail 'fo'r' a&thcr 
trial of 5,000 coups. 

Lord .Rosslyn was at one time loser lo the 
extent of 946 units, representing 4,730 francs, 
but later retrieved his position somewhat, 

"We propose to play 5,000 spins," said 
Rosslyn at the beginning of the contest. "I 



hope to win, on the average, two units of 5 
francs each on every spin. Sir Hiram and I arc 
agreed that it will secure greater care and ac- 
curacy if we do not have too many spins a day. 
I am prepared to have fifty spins an hour and 
to iday either six hours a day, spread over, the 
morning and afternoon, or to have one sitting 
from 2 o'clock till 7 in'tlic evening. 

"Those preseni are to be limited to persons 
actually taking pan or kccinng the records. I 
do not quite kno-w yet whether, in the event of 
continued losses early in the game, I will cut 
llieni and begin again or continue straight on. 
-Any way, I have great faith in my system, aud 
if I am the loser in the end the amount of my 
. loss will not matter,, for tny,- system will have 
failed." ' T- •''.>"' • • 

"Lord Rosslyn isiboiind.to lose," said Sir 
Hiram, emphatically, >"! think . his system is 
certainly' a very ingenious dne, and if he were 
playing in earnest at Monte Carlo lie would get 
more fun for his money than many other gcn- 
Uenicn with systems. 

"I do not gamble personally. It is simply 
to nic a matter of mathematics. Alany people 
who talk about roulette don't know what it 
means, h'or instance, one man 1 know has 
what he thinks is an infallible system. The 
run that he counts on, however, could only oc- 
cur, by the law of jirobability, once in 2,147,- 
48.3,648 times, and he would have to wait more 
than twenty years for his chance. 

"Lord Rosslyn and I arc going to do what 
has never been done before. The play will be 
carried out exactly as if real money were at 
stake, and I am arranging for a. clear and in- 
fallible record to be taken of each spin. That

will be done by a little system of my o\vn.

Lord Rosslyn has figured in a number of 
sensational escapades in Europe. His career 
has been made- the.'subject of gossip on many 
occasions. Doniestic troubles have filled the 
iicwspajjcrs scvei-al -times, at the time his wife 
brought divorce proceedings against him it bc- 
in,g stated that one cause of the estrangement 
was the fact that the Karl had lost his Coun- 
tess' fortune in backing his system, of breaking 
the bank at Monte Carlo. 

Rosslyn was a confirmed gambler before 
his marriage and soon after that event the 
couple began t6,,',quarrcl about money matters. 
It 'Was while Lord Rosslyn was trying to re- 
coup his shattered fortunes by making a living 
ou ther stage that he met Anna Robinson of 
Minneapolis, who became his wife. 
'■ The Earl, who was born in 1869, was at 
one time a lieutenaiu in the Royal Horse 
Guards, but always had a fondness for the 
stage, and has apjicared in a number of pro- 
ductions. In Paris he did a ballet turn in one 
of Pinero's plays which caused much comment. 

lie served Thornycroft at the relief of 
Ladysmith and also acted as a war correspon- 
dent during the hostilities in South Africa. 
Before he was married to Miss Robinson in 
1905 he was married in 1890 to Miss Violet 
Dyncr, from whom he obtained a divorce in 
1002 on the ground of desertion. 

Aliss Robinson, who was regarded as a 
beauty of the first rank, was a stage favorite, 
and before her marriage to Kosslyn, which ter- 
minated in a divorce in 1907, .she was a great 
favorite on two continents.

The black and white work and the water 
colors of the late Air. Henri Julien have long 
been in demand in circles where his splendici 
draughtsmanship and his insight into the chai- 
acter of the I''reuch-Canadiau habitants iiavc 
been apprecia^ed. Nearly every ar: lover, in 
Montreal, possesses something which i?:tlic 
work of his brush or pen. Air. Julien's wO'rk' 
in all its wide range was eagerly sought for, 
aud most of his pictures were sold long before 
they were exhibited. Combined with his 
thorough draughtsmanship and great original- 
ity he possessed that most necessary quality 
for the true artist — imagination. One hapi)y 
faculty that was of grcat-.servicc to iMr. julien 
in his' manyj: years of newspaper illustrating 
,vvas his wonderful faculty of nicn'tally'catching 
a likeness and retaining it almost intlcfiiiitcl\ . 
This enabled him to carry away im]iressioiis of 
scenes which he found it impossilde to sketch 
at the moment, and one of his most interest- 
ing drawings that ajjpcarcd 'n The Star was 
the result of this remarkable faculty. Being 
unable to have access to some sketches he had 
made on an important occasion, Air. Julien 
rapidly rc-drew the scene from memory, the 
portrait of the chief person being not only a 
splendid likeness, but also full of character, the 
very spirit of the man, behig caught and 
shown. ■• 

That Air. Julien was appreciated by his 
fellow-artists, a visit to some of the studios 
the day^ following his death showed very fuily. 
In each, the sole thought seemed to be regret 
at the los^ of a good comrade, kindly friend, 
and avqonfrcre^.wjiO^iStood^j;^ in his profes- 
sion. 'Eveiy wliVi^e'^U^ of the artist 
was overshadowed by regret that one of his 
charming personality, unassuming disposition, 
and fine character should have so suddenly 
passed away. Concerning his ability there was 
but one opinion — that he was as fine an artist 
as he was a man. As one lifelong friend put it 
"He was utterly unassuming. He had no 
grcat;,faith in^;his lability, and if you told him he 
Avas capable vol) ^ things, he only 
laughed, at ^^^^ really great,":

Mr. Maurice Cullen, RiG^i^Si^resse'd'. .the • 
deepest regret at the preriiatiire death of Air. 
Julien, saying that he was sure he only voiced; 
the sincere sorrw that the occurrence had- 
caused in local art circles in which Mr. Julien 
was so generally admired and honored. "He 
was a man whose popularity was undoubted, 
whose friends were many, and who was ne\'er 
known to possess an enemy," said Air. Cullen. 
"He was very widely appreciated both persoii- 
rdly and through his work, the latter making 
him many friends among those who had never 
had the pleasure of coming under the influence 
of his gentle kindly nature and broad philos- 
ophy. As a newsjjaper artist he was the great- 
est of his da}'. He was ciulowed vvdth won- 
derful natural talent, and his drawing was 
very fine. He was well known for his charac- 
ter studies of habitants and his insight into.' 
the life of horses was very marked. I had 
long begged him," said 'Mr. Cullen, "to do a 
set of ten etchings of Canadian habitant life, 
and had he done these there is no doubt they 
-would have been a great success, both artisti- 
cally and financially. He had carefully consid- 
ered the project and had made up his mind to 
carry it out at some future time. He has done 
much good work, but there was still greater 
work for him to do." . . 

Air. Dyohuet, R.C.A., who has been on 
terms of intinLite friendship with Air. Julien, 
for over thirty years, said words could not ex- 
press his profound admiration for Air. Julien 
as a man, and his appreciation for him as an 
artist. "I cannot put either too strongly," said 
Air. Dyonnet. ".As a man he had many love- 
able qualities tliDt endeared him to all those 
who had the honor of his friendship. As a 
newspaper artist 1 believe no man in America 
could do the .amount of work that he dicl and 
do it with .such coiiscientiousnes.s.

Then it is that 
they take up the refrain, "I'm going to build a 
bungalow," and they get busy and build one. 

I fere in Victoria this is not hard to do ; for 
there are builders by the dozen, ready and 
eager to put up a house for an}' amount from 
$1200 to $20,000. ..And ;^vhat iS' more, they will 
begin •\vork''for' the small sum of .$500 tlown, 
tile rest in rftontlily payments^ of as low as $15. 
Of course the interest is, a mere item to be 
mentioned in passing, often whi.spcred in fact, 
and it is only the shrewd business head thai 
realizes exactly wdiat a .f 3 ,000 bungalow will 
cost when paid for on the installment plan at' 
7 per cent, interest. And the Victoria builders 
are shrewd business men — sontc of them. But 
we arc getting ;iw;iy from our story. 

After the builder ii.as been called and the 
site chosen, comes the question, of the kind 01 
a bungalow w;uited. Thei'e is a large varietv 
and every taste can he .satisfied. Yet to be 
truly artisticithe bti.nga^^^^ be built of 

soinc material tiiatv'W.o'Uld h with its 

.surroundings. This plan is feasible when the 
owner has money enough or when he is so for- 
tunate as to procure a site that will require in- 
expensive building material such as a spot in

cheaper than anything which has to be 
brought over the Rockies. 

In the bedroom furnishings many pretty 
effects may. be gained by chintz and figured 
muslins. A color scheme that- would be very 
hard to carry out, with silks and -velvets,, can 
be easily obtained \vith white " mtxslin edged 
with a flowered India print. 

Of the many attractive materials and colors 
that have been recently placed upon the mar- 
ket, the most practical and decorative is the 
India print cotton with bold .design in colors 
on a white ground. This artistic material, is 
heavy, hangs beautifully and has the additional 
recommendation of being washable. "Another 
advantage that it possesses is that of being in- 
expensive and needing no lining. Durable, 
cleanly, cheap and dec^orativc, it is an ideal ma- 
terial for draperies. It also stands the mists 
of mountain and sea. The design and colors 
are scarlet bamboo on a white ground; yellow 
on a Avhite ground ; blue on a yellow ground. 
The design is bold, showing the jointed stalks 
and spiky leaves gracefully twined as they 
.shoot upward. This material may also be had 
in a variety of other patterns of Japanese

Living-room and dining-room decorated 
with this material, one green and wdiite and 
the other scarlet and white — or one blue and 
white instcaci of the green — would furnish two 
rooms of a simple bungalow very artistically. 

A bungalow can be ffirnislied. comfortably 
and artistically for about $500 if nothing is 
selected but the simplest furniture. The 
local carpenter's aid should first be invoked; 
he can nail up tiers of shelves in the living- 
room for books, in the dining-room for china, 
m the kitchen lor utensils, and m the bed- 
rooms for dressing tables and Avashstands. 
Having thus got nd of the most expensive part 
01 the furntshmg, it remains only to purchase 
beds, seats and tables." A large roll of matting 
will cover the floors of living-room, dining- 
looni and bedrooms, and will certainly last 
one season ; rugs of any quality will, of course, 
look well; init in case they have to be pur- 
chased, rag, jutc or Japanese rugs can be 
bought for comparatively small prices; and 
these should accord in color with the hang- 
ings of each room. Durable carpet in plain 
colors can be purchased lor $r.oo a yard, and 
square rugs can be made of this, with border.

and if it be used as a breast^plate like a steel 
-cuirass it will put a different-face on modern 
warfare. The French Goverrirnent has testied 
the new armor, and reports, that; it has four or 
five times the resistance of chilled steel and is 
invulnerable to rifle bullets. The equipment 
is not heavier than a cuirass and costs half as 
much. Of his own observation in this matter 
Mr. Stead writes as follows in the London 
Daily Chronicle : 

'T have myself witnessed experiments 
which go to prove that the soldier . provided 
with this new armor can expose himself to the 
fire of modern rifles, at a distance of one hun- 
dred yards,Land suffer as little from their fire 
as if he v/erc being assailed by pea-shootlrs. 
This, is true, not merely of the bullets • which 
are at present used by the armies of the .world, 
but even of the new bullet with which all gov- 
ernments arc furnishing themselves in hot 
haste. The new bullet, that has not yet been 
issued for use in actual warfare, is largelj' 
composed of steel, and its sharp point tears 
its way through iron and steel, against which 
the ordinary surface bullet beats in vain. The 
regiment arrayed in "this, armorj.pf.^ifpqf,'^; and. 
marching up to within one liuridre^ 'yarjJs- Jpf:^ 
the enemy, suffers no more damage from- a 
mitraille of steel bullets than if it \vcre march- 
ing through an; ordinary hailstorm." 

As the majority of men in modern armies 
do not now wear cuirasses, Mr. Stead proceeds 
to show that the drawbacks of the new de 
fensivc device are ciuitc counterbalanced by 
the advantages. Thus he says; 

"Everything that adds to tlie weight car- 
ried by a soldier decreases the mobility of the 
army, and it will be argued that the gain in 
invulnerability will be purchased at' too v dear 
a price if it were to retard the movemciits of 
the troops. But, on the other hand, the ex- 
perience of mankind in ages when war was 
the ordinary occupation of abic-bodied men, 
shows that the temptation to cover the body 
with armor of jiroof is irresistible. Soldiers 
are always disi)0sed to purchase invulnerabil- 
it)' at the expense of mobility. It is obvious 
that a thousand men wdiom no bullets could 
hurt, who could only march two miles an hour, 
could give points to vulnerablcui-antagonists 
even if they could march at twice their speed." 

While there has been a tendency to depre- 
cate the utility ot cavalry in modern warfare, 
and Kaiser William has been laughed for 
ordering his cavalry to charge at imaginary 




the \voods, where the trees are at hand to lur- 
' nish the building logs. 

.in Victoria, for instance, fancy the perfect 
bungalow that could be built on any of the 
numerous roads that follow the water front. A 
bun,gaIow with a foundation of stones, and 
walls of brown shingles to blend with the sea- 
weed and dark soil. Or again, in one of ,thc 
more cultivated sections, what, an artistic bun- 
galow of rough-caste in the style of the old 
Spanish Adobe houses, with a roof of green 
shingles to match broad, smooth lawns, could 
be put up at little c.Kpense. 

The visitor to \''ictoria who takes even the 
casual birds'-eyc view of the citj^ from the lofty 
seat of a tally-ho at once remarks on the great 
number of pretty bungalo\vs. These are most- 
ly the buildings of the last few years ; for, truly, 
it is a curious contradiction that the bungalow, 
a home of individual taste, should be so popu- 
lar -in Viptpria,(:the ,city.of..:Cotiyeation. ' .But 
pppu'lar. jt: is,- ;arid. des^ - 
;., , There' is,,jiip^horiie' gi.ves^i;' so ... great a- 
chance for freedom' and fresh ain. ''iAll r the, 
rooms being on one floor, the house ,"vvQfk '',.j.5. 
greatly minimized, and since one ofihe artistic 
necessities of a true bungalow is plenty of sur- 
rounding land, the amount of air that circu- 
lates through the house is increased. S'|)eaking 
(if surrounding land, it is a pit}' that the builtl- 
ers of Victoria arc beginning to cut up their 
lots into smaller and smaller bits. Old resi- 
dents can remember the city with not a house 
but boasted its lawns, its flpwer and -vegetable 
gardens. Now the craze for 'Something, prob- 
ably money, is crowding the houses closer and 
closer until it is no exception to see one, yes, 
even a bungalow, with only a tiny . patch of 
land in front and none on the side, so that the. 



residents, instead of looking out upon growing 
things, are obliged to watch the domestic oper- 
ations of their neighbors— or pull down the 
shades. 

To return to the ailvantages ol the bungalow, 
it affords a larger oppurtunity for individual 
taste in interior decoralion than an}- other style 
of house. The outside must be kept simple, so 
that whatever adornment there is, appears on 
the inside. Yet thi§,must not,be ornate in any 
sense. Much pt fhe .c}ifirm of bungalow life is 
taken away by o.-ver {^ecpration.! ^The straight 
lines should be"kept as much as possible, uphol- 
stered furniture avoided, heavy draperies ta- 
booed and ever3'thing chosen to give an effect 
of open-hearted, conlial liospitalit\'. Xothing 
goes so far to attain this effect as the fire place 
built of stone, [ilinker brick, or tile. This 
should be big and is more artistic when a large 
part of the chimney is visible. Of course wood 
is more preferable).^s,''-<iv_iuel but- here .in Vic 



some bright hue or artistic design. Sills or 
shelves, inside or outside, should be added for 
potted plants or window boxes. 

I need not here • rehearse the definition of 
a bungalow, nor trace its development from 
the summer homes of distant India to its adap- 
tation to the cold climates of America. A de- 
tailed study ,pf the changes and transforma- 
tions presented by this evolution would not be 
brief. It is quite sufficient for our present pur- 
pose to remember that the evolution has been 
accom]-)lished, and that the bungalow today is 
a dwelling of a definite type that has been 
adapted to almpst .every, possible; climatic con- 
dition and almo.st every need. This is really 
the important thing; the steps by which this 
end was reached belonging more to the arche- 
ology of building than containing any facts of 
present useful availability. 

But because the bungalow has moved away 
from its primitive form does not destroy the 
iiitegrit}' of the modern bungalow. Word- 
purists may, indeed, argue to the contrary, al-.

Next to the firef)lace in impbrtance-is the 
furniture, which musfbe homelike and 'sim- 

])le. Spindle-leg chairs and unsteady lamps 
liave no jilacc in a bungalow. Chippendale 
would have gone bankrui)t had tliis type of 
home existetl when he suiiplied the |Hiblic de- 
mand, The most [)opular furniture is the 
iMission, for this gives the desireil straight 
lines, comfort and simplicity. Settees, broad 
arm chairs, solid tables,vand shelves of all de- 
scriptions arc aways found in the bungalow. 
Wicker and willow furniture arc also correct, 
for they arc fresh and inviting. Here on the 
Pacific coast it is also well to use the bamboo 
furniture, which may be. obtained so much 



invariably recog-' 
nizablc at a glance. - It is true that the tempta- 
tion to move avyay from the simplicity of the 
primitive type is sometimes too great to be 
put on one side; and in this lies the greatest 
danger of our modern bungalow buildin.s; or 
that an ornate structure be designed to take 
the place of the dwelling whose primitive con- 
ception is simplicity of the simplest. 

A NEW AGE OF ARMOR 

Mr. W. T. Stead thinks that armor is cer- 
tainly about to be rcA^ived in the military 
forces of Europe, says the Literary Digest. A 
bullet-proof substance has been discovered ;• 



armies which, if real, would mow them down 
with machine-guns and long-distance rifles, 
the new armor would justify the use of the 
horse in battle. On this poi'nt Mr. Stead ob- 
serves: ■-".[ . ' 

"Ol course, such an immense revolution as 
would be involved by a reversion to armor will' 
not be brought about all at once. The first to 
feel the influence of the new discovery will be 
the cavalry and artillery. The practice of 
wearing the cuirass has lingered to this day 
in most armies, even wlicn the cuirass was ut- 
terly useless against rifle bullets. The fact 
that a cuirass has now been invented that 
would enable cavalry to charge right up al- 
most to the muzzles of their enemy's guns 
without' any. danger of being wounded or kill- 
ed by the 'mos't murderous fire, will not only 
check the movement in favor of discontinuing 
the cuirass, but will lead to'its introduction as 
an indispensable part of the armor of both 
horse and rider. Even if the armor of the fu- 
ture is confined to the breastplate, it will en- 
ormously reduce the area exposed to the ene- 
my's fire. The old practice of wearing greaves 
on the legi,^?^^jjd|;l3ef;'trgy^^ the -war 

charger wouTd^als'o/iie provided with a. mod- 
ern substitute for the old coverture of chain-' 
mail fitting tightly to the head and neck,. and, 
falling loosely over the body. It would not 
be necessary to make the new armor-plate so 
thick or heavy to turn a bullet at 100 yards. 
.A very niucli lighter, armor-plate would 
be quite sufficient to stop a bullet at what is 
now regarded as the deadly range of 300 to 
500 yards. The introduction of armor would 
tend to give increased importance to the cav- 
alry, which some authorities at one time be- 
lieved would never again be employed in face 
of 'the rapid fire of ..brccch-loading rifles,"

If it exist.'!, it is 
present- everywhere In solids, liquids and gasses, in 
the'iearth, above: tho earth and beyond the remotest 
iitarlv; itvhas. no wcjght^that wo can measure, and 
yeti^fc inay^^e;he^^ we .can weigh- 

to a flsh' tlio w no \velght;' yet the water Is as 

heavy as tlio flsh, heavier, indeed, for a dead fisli 
will float — so we, floating in the ether, may not feel 
it.s weight. It may be exceedingly attenuated, or It 
may bo exceedingly dense. We can only say about 
it with certainty, wliat was said about it on this 
))age "somo months ago, namely, tliat it undulates. 
It is tills mysterious entity whicli we are just boglr.- 
nlngrto utilize. Philosophers suspected its existence 
Iqng ago, but It is only within very recent years 
that applied science- has endeavored to utilize It. 
Applied science has until lately been vising intangi- 
ble forces in connection with tangible thlng.s. Light, 
gravity, electricity, and so on, are intangil)le, and 
the effort of applied science has l.eeii to employ tbesn 
in connection with materials. Thus, to use a famil- 
iar illustration, we have been using .lectricity in 
connection with wires when It was necessary to 
transmit it to any dlstaniso. It has been ascertained 
that it can bo transmitted under control without 
wires, and tlic means by which it is so transmitted 
is intangible.

In an article before the present series was begun 
an account of the meteoric career of the great Moii- 
apl lead.orvGonphlz was. given, and it will bo stifn- 
cient now to' mpritlon his name'as one of the Makers 
o'f "History, conspicuous more by the splendor of his 
iT\llltary achlevejtionts than by permanent Infltience 
upon tho affairs of mankind, and add a very few fact.s 
i( gardlng liim. This trfmeiubais i)or.son;ility wa.s 
lioni in .\. O. lir,.', and dioil in .\, H. JJ-T. On the 
ile.ilh of his father, ('■crigliiz, tlioi: 1 1! ;,i-ars of age, 
assumed the >voV'':rnnienl of the jietty tribe of Ney- 
i-un, and became Immediately Involved In liu.stllilles 
with Ills nelgllljors. III.s life was made up ul' ;i series 
of war;'. lie conquered northern China, nnrllieni 
India, nearly .all of western Asia and the soutiieru 
part of what is now BiiHsla. His Immediate de- 
scendants .pushed his conquests still further until 
tho Mongol Empire was supremo from the borders of 
Germany ,to the Pacific ocean and all Asia, except 
Arabia, . Syria, southern India and the- ice-bound re- 
gions of northern Siberia aclcn9wleaged' its sway. He 
was a man of Infinite resources, but exceedingly cruel. 
In battle o^ in massacres as many as. six millions of 
men are .said to have been victims of his insatiate 
iMiiliitloii. lie h;iiidli>(i vast armies with wonderful

A Utile more than a eentur;/ afti.r Genghlv, dieil 
Tlmur was born. Ills biographers claim that ho 
was of till' sanii! family as his great predecessor, al- 
tliougli not de.icended friim liliii. lie v/as nut born 
to the soverol'jnty of his nation, nor did he t:vov 
jnoko any claim to It, contenting liim.ielf with tbi; 
nominal title of Kmir and the real ma.stery of tiii> 
empire. Rebellions were many and Tinuir wa-^ im- 
f;i)iirlng in lil.s mctliods of suj^iresslng them. When 
the iieoplo of Herat rose against the imperi.-il authority 
lie contented lilaisi'lf with Imposing a moderate fine, 
Iml when tln.'V lelielleil again !ic! luillt a ii.\-rami.l 
iMimiioscil of .ilti'i'iiate layers of men and bricks, iln; 
whole eeniented with neirtar, and left It slandln- ,(s

rigorous methods subdued ail who opposed his jiower 
at home, ho began a career of coiiiioest. His aruilet:

They advanced 
through Mosojiotamia .i.iid across the Caucasus Into 
southern Russia, going as far as M«o_scow and laying

their iiower. TIk! Byzantine emoi^ror at Constanti- 
nople acknowledged him as ills overlortl and tho 
ruler of Egypt hastened to concede his superiority. 
In A. D. HOI. when he witl'.drew from western Asia 
to .Samarkand, he conld fairly cbiim to have waged 
the must successful war of conriuest of which history 
has preserved any recoiul. I'ait he was noi content. 
China had thrown off the yoke which Genghi/. had 
placed upon her, and Timor resolved to replace it. 
Mis ambition see.ms. Indeed, to have been satisfied at 
nothing short of universal .lomliuon, for .althougli he 
was now sixty-eight years of age, he began to form 
his plans on a colossal scale for the ooiuiuest of tho 
Eastern empire. Death ended lils designs for he 
passed away In A. D. 1105 while un his eastern 
march. 

Tlmur seems to have been almost an IdcaJ type of 
his a!?e and race. His cruelty was terrible; his per- 
sonal courage .'jubllme; his ambition boundless; . his 
1 xeciulve ability of the highest order; he .had a gen- 
tler side to bis nature, for he encouraged tho devel- 
opment of art .-uul scbmce. Ho made Samarkand, tho 
capital of the 'l^itar implrc. ono of the most beauti- 
ful cities in th(^ world. In his tinif It had a popula- 
ton of lOfl.OOO, and was a groat centre of Mohamme-. 
dan learning, it has ri'inained lln> kilter, but Its 
population has greatly d.H'n'ased, althmigh since {hv 
occupation of e'eiUral Asia by Rus.sia its commercial 
importance has- greatly advanced. Xot wilbstandlng 
his groat' abilities and great successes, Tlmur left 
nothing permanent behind him. The Tatar raee 
does 'not seem to liavo possessed the (|uallt>- nece.<;sary 
for the malntehaa.ce'of a lasting political fabric. As 
one.vrf ads 'the various records of Central -Asia, before 
tho,.'fifteenth century., the most striking feature of.^ 
tlierri-jippcars to bo the number' of dynasties that rose, 
find 'fell, the number of great empires that were cre- 
ated bv the genius oC a warrlcr-bnly to perish a& 
soon as lie liad passed away.

Sir Oliver Lodge Is a man of science, and conse- 
quently what' ho may say on any topic Is well worthy 
of consideration. Possibly it may not bo more VjalU- 
able, in point of fact, than what other pcdplo .say, 
but when he tries an experiment it may be assumed 
that he endeavors to make the conditions surround- 
ing it as free from the possibilities of error as they 
can be made. Therefore, when ho tells us that lie 
has conversed with a disembodied si)lrlt, wc may 
safely conclude. that his ■statement Is not something 
that can be disposed Of with a sneer. We are under 
no obligation to believe that .Sir .Oliver's .conclusion 
is bevond all question— wo observe that the Secre- 
tary of the Society of I\sychical Research docs not 
think so, but since he is a man whose conclu-rdons on. 
other subjects would be regarded as jiossi ssing much 
authority, wo can hardly dismiss what he saVs on 
this one as utterly unworthy of -conskli'ration. He 
tells us that ho has conversed througli a medium 
with three ■■persohs*v»hb aro>dead, t\vo.of ahem being 
among the founders of the Society of Psychical Re- 
search. It will strike i)eor)le as very reasonable that, 
if It Is possible for tlu' dead to communicate With the , 
living, a man who assisle<l in the (u-ganizatlon of a 
society devoud to in\-est igatinj; i>heiiomena of a 
spiritual kind, would naturally endi-avor to demon- 
strate the truth of tho principles to the elucidation 
of which he had devoted much attention while living. 
The persons with whom Sir Oliver thinks he was 
a tile to converse were F. H. W. .Myers, a very prom- 
inent writer in liis lifetime; .Mr. Edmund -Gurney 
and Dr. Richard Hodgson, the last two among tho 
founders of the society. Mr. Gurney Is said to have 
given some account of cxistem.'e after diath. in his 
.case, following death there was "an obscuration of 
consciousness." AVe quole: 

•"The perloij of oblivion was unusuallj- long with 
mo. There was no link between my utter uncon- 
sciousnessi of things -of. earth— :the last thing I felt 
was the touch that closed my eyes,, and the passa^^ 
to the plane I now occupy . • 'The iTanslt"- was ab- 
solutely unknown to me— and I am not conscious oC 
a return journey, as it v.cre, when I commOnfcatc In- 
this way.

On tho 10th of August, 
the tocsin was rung In tho evening and the- peoplot, 
marched to the Tullorios which hereafter 'was no' 
longer lo be thi; shelter of the uiiliappy royal faniil.v. 

Word uas brought lo the king and it was desired 
that lie and tlu; ipieeii and theli- children should seek 
shelter within the Assembly's iirccliicts. This the 
queen at llrst refused to do, and Louis XVI, wh-i had 
slept badly and seemed to have no will one way or 
the other, ^vent througl^ the; rariks;.jofs^^Uls soldiers, what 
few remained to guard him, and tlieri' returned to the 
palace, pale i and uneasy. A little later the royal 
family in respbhsfij tb' tho entreaties of their friends 
left the Tuilerlos and,' accompanied by their guards, 
made their way to tho meeting place of the Assembly. 
The devoted Swiss soldiers remained to defend the 
palace, but when they wotild have lired against the 
Invaders, the king sent word to use no violence. Then

cumbed to fatigue and the dnurihln slept In his 
mother's arms. I'"rom the Assi-mblj- the royal prison- 
ers were tiil<en to the narrijw dirt cells of the Keull- 
lants, but before leaxlng tile king heard tin- names Of 
the new ministers, aiiemg otln'rs that of Danton, min- 
ister of justice, who wa.s liencoforth lo play an iin- 
pbrtant part Jn the ^Irijctlbn. of affairs. "It la I, who 
will save the" king or will kill him," he said upon tak- 
ing tho oath of ollice. 

The Commune of Paris had now liecome recognised 
by the .-VKSembly and it' was ordered lo guard and 
loilge till- dethroned king, again.st whom an act of ac- 
cusation was drawn up. ..\nicnig all the generals La 
Fayette alone had the courage to protest against tho 
seditious persons who had caused the massacres on 
the 10th of August. He oven went so far as to im- 
prison tho emissaries who came to him with the 
manifestation which overthrew, the Itlng. But it 
was (|ulto useless for hl'm to take any stand however 
llrm, alTaIrs liad gone to'o far for hl.s influence to ef- 
f.-i t the decision of the oilier .generals. Ulshi-artened 
and sorrowful La i-'ayette resigned fri)m the arm.\-. 
He liad only Just li-ft French .sjdl, when lie w-as ar- 
reslerl in .Vnstrla, and conducted from prison to prison 
until he was llnally entombed in the dreary cell at 
Olmutz where he remained for many long years," but 
where his captivity was rendered bcai-ablo by tho 
gentle nilnl.'^trations and bravo companloiiHhlp of his 
wife. 

Through the instrumentality of Xapoli'(Ui he was

In , the burning 
iielda of Sfft'lni in thojiiYail'iplnln^^^^^ 
tho icy wastes of Kussia. ' Six' hundred thousand 
Frenchmen .sleep by the banks of the Fbro and tho 
Tagiis. Can you tell us how iiLin;.- havi- fallen on the 
banks of the Danube, the Klbi-, the Xleiuuii, and tho 
Moskowa? Alas, had she been less constant, France 
would have saved two million of her chlUhGu; .sho 
would liave saycd your, brother, yom- family, iis all 
from tho abyss Into w|i,ich> we arc today being drag- 
ged without kribwlng. i'fi'^vc will be able to extricate 
ourselves frotn It." All the propositions La Fayetto 
made were carried. AVllttle later, after the emperor's

1.41. Fayette became a party loader and in 1822 put 
hlihself at the head of the Insurrection. He was 
named, for the place of president of the. Republic but 
the liohor did not apiieal lo him. When Louis' Phil- 
llljo became king he desired the old soldier to acceiit 
a responsible post but the Intrepid La Fayette, grown 
feebU' In the service of his country, declined any po- 
sition "unless there were lighting to bo done In con- 
nection with It."

The editorial room of the ne.wspapcr office 
fs'a'si5ccics of cleafmg 'hb'u^c .fpfnew^.^l-Iere 
it was that the story was first lamiched on its 
career. One of the tdlephonbs tinkled one day, 
;nul a re|)orter took a message to the effect 
that Mrs. So-and-So, the well known British 
suffragette, had arrived in tiic city, and was 
staying at the I'jnpress. A friend had learned 
oi her arrival, and sent in a "ti])." .So itie train 
was laid and the nialcii ajiplicd to the fuse. 

'I'lie reporter carried ids information to the 
news editor, an august jicrsonagc who sits at 
.•I special desk, and controls the destinies of 
the staff. The news editor sent a hast)'- sum- 
mons to the art department for a photographer, 
while the reporter called up Mrs. So-andrSo 
to make an appointment at her hotel for an in- 
terview. By the time Ihe picture man had 
collected his impedimenta and reported at the 
news editor's desk, the appointment had been 
made. The rci)orter put on liis iiat and shov- 
ed a roll of "copy"-i)aiier in liis jjockct. With 
a parting iujimclion from the editor to "gel a 
good sKiry," artist and news man set off to- 
gether. 

■ A few minutes later, .Mrs. .Su-and-So. llic 
eminent British suffragette, w.is exi>lainiiig to 
two. unfortunate newspaper men that she "did 
not believe in giving interviews, but would 
make an exception, just this once." She also 
graciously consented to lia\ ing a photograph 
take."- The reporter produced his roll of copy- 
paper, and proceeded to ask .Mrs. So-and-So 
for her oi)inion on various matters, or. to be 
Strictly correct, proceeded in jot down at full 
sijced as mucli as lie cnuld catch of what .Mrs.

Pcrliapp she uncpnsciously adopted her most

Of course, the great mass of newspaper 
stories recpiire no special illustration. The or- 
dinary news of the street and courts must do 
ivitliout embellislinVe^tV ;TjlieX^ 
is, at best, a somewliat-moSerV' icfca.*' On' '-tlie 
other hand, the illustrations often take the 
form of black and wdiite sketches. These arc 
, very effective, and in. the. larger cities, where 
thc'^reat jiajjcrs malhtain'.large art staffs, arc 
very popular. One paper in Montreal, the 
.Star, has for many years employed two clcx cr 
artists on this work. The sketch artist, like 
the photographer, accompanies the reporter on 
his rounds, and the two work together to 
bring out the same salient points of the story. 

The interview, such as the story dealt 
with above, is only one of the many forms a 
story may take. In this example, too, the 
"tip" for the story was sent in from outside. 
The .system of a newspaper in gathering its 
news is wonderlul to the layman. All things 
considered, the i)ai)er overlooks few inipprtant 
occurrences, and yet the usual; newspaper. staff 
is comparatively small to . cover the range of 
news, and the great territory from which news

is collected. The Iar,gc telcgraiihic and cable 
news ser\-iccs ])rovide many "tips," while llie 
rci)rescntativcs maintained by the j»;i|)er in 
other cities and towns add l(j tlie news-gather- 
ing r]lachiIIer}^ In the city itself, v.arious dc- 
parlmenls are assigned to each member of the 
staff, and each man is thus resi)onsbile for a 
certain part of the news. In some of the lar- 
ger cities the "district''' system is followed.

.be|ter,kpowit. jn New York and Boston than in 
'tliis ;^Buh'i^^ divided, for news- 

paper piirpbscs.. into districts, each of which is 
placed in charge of a reporter. It is his duty 
to cover his area, and send in all the news that; 

In some cases the di.strict man 
does little if any writing on his own part., He" 
telepliones his facts to the newspaper jDffice, 
where "re-write" men are cmploye<l lo trim 
the matter, into an 'article for publication. -

FLOWERS ALL WINTER 

N,■prdel^;:i(^^^■•iiav^ b^ufiful f!ov/crs 
Iduring the winter it isivt necessary 
to be tlic ricli man with iiis green- 
houses and g-ardcner, nor cven' tbe 
modetatcly rich man, who patron- 
izes tlic local florists and hun; 
flowering- plants at Ihc hcig-lu of 
I heir bloom after they have hccn 
brought to maturity m, a commer- 
cial grcciilioiise. 

• l^j have .supplied m^^ home with flowers 
• from'" fall until .spring- simply by growinj;:^ 
, biilbs in a sunny window. ] have found that 
. the . Holland ijulbs and one or two other 
varieties, unlike most house j^lanis, require no 
coddling' — all they need is halt' a chance and 
plenty of water, and they wfU bring bloom 
and;joyiinto your house from fall uiitil-spring. 
In'se<;ts/dp hot bother them, .uitl after the 
ro'ot§^;begin to grow ther.e Is no danger of 
over-watering', 'niey can stand a range of tem- 
perature between 45 degrees and 70 degrees ; 
but if }'ou forget to water them e\ery day or if 
the Iicat becomes excessive, tficy ^vi11 surcl)' 
die. 

There are two secrets of success, however, 
in. growing these bulbs. First, they must be 
allowed to root in a cool, dark place for six 
10 ten Aveeks, being Avatered at intervals of 
about ten days. Second, after they arc ])ro- 
pcr!)' rooted they must l)c placed in a window, 
Avith or without sLinshine, where the tempera- 
ture keeps within the above limits. 

. There, arc many varieties of bulbs on the 
"marlcet, but I have found only a few suitable 
lor the window garden. • 

Grow These In Water 
The kinds to grow in warer arc: I^aper- 
•wliitc narcissus and Chinese lilies for early 
'flowers: and Dutch hyacinth.'^, daffodils and 
crocuses for late flowers. .All thriA-e perfectly 
in a jrirdiriicre nr deep lib- bowi c,f ■w ater jjartly 
filled, with sand or pebbles. The bidbs should 
. be held firmly in position by stones at the top. 
'Npurishnient of course comes irom the water, 
but aiftcr the roots grow, sand or pebbles give 
the plants stability. The flowers will be 
larger and finer if a little plant food is added 
to the water when the flower spik -s begin to 
grciw. ^fost seed stores now offer soluble 
tablets of plant food that are vcr}- convenient 
to use. 

The Best of All 

For early Ilowers I consider the papcr- 
Avhite narcissus the most satisfactory of all 
bi,ilbs. The large fragrant clusters are ex- 
tremely grateful. A single bidb will some- 
limes produce two flower spikes, with a])Out 
ihirty blossoms in all. Throe or niori.' I'danled 
logethcr make a fine displa\'. They bloom by 
Thanksgi\"iug when planted cany, l);it may be 
kept back until Christmas or even later. 

Chinese liHes do not last nearly so long as 
the paper-white, nor is their fragrance so deli- 
cate; but they have a delightful habit of com- 
ing double and are well wortli growing*. One 
10 three in a -lecp l.iowl arc sufficient. 

.'\ dozen or more crocuses in a small tiowl 
make an excellent display. Usually they will 
not bloom, liowevei-, unless allowed to grow 
ill a room without direct heal. 

Chimneys for Hyacinths 

in growing Dutch hyacinths after they an- 
thoroughly rooted in the cellar and placed in 
'the garden window, I cover with a "chimney," 
or paper cone, about a foot hi.gii. 'i'lic top of 
the cone must have an opening about the size 
of a half dollar. Lca\'es aiid flower s])ike will 
lie quickly drawn out 01 the lni!!> y this 
ineiliori. When (hey are several ir.elics high 
ih.c- cone sho\ild be rcmo-.ed. It s best to 
pl;uit each bulb singh' in a fi\'c-ii)cli pot-c^r jar- 
ditiere. Gertrude, deep rose; Norma, pink; 
and Czar Peter, porcejain blue, a'ro among tlic 
dozens of good x arietio. 

Jonquils are golden yellow and delightfully 
■ fragrant. Thev siiould be planted si.K or more 
in a bowl and allowed I'j reirMUi m the dai'k 
at least ten weeks. Rugulosus with the 
crumpled crii\vn is tlie Ijcst variety and it i-; 
vcrv fine, h'or late flowers it is mv choice of 
all bulbs. 

The Kinds to Grow In aoil Only 
' AU the varieties which thrive in water also 
do Well in rich garden soil mixed Avitli about 
onc-qiLiarter sand. ' But daffodils, frcesias, Ro- 
man hyiacihths,' and tulips should be grown in 
.soil only. 

Some people choose daffodils in preference 
to other vari'Jiies of the narcissus family be- 
cause lhe\- are not fragrant. One bulb in .-i 
five-inch ov '-hree in a si:<-in(.ii pot is nijout 
right, r'lini)ress, llorsfieldii, I'rinccps, Trum- 
pet Major, and Van Sion are all excellent 
A-arieties and th(?i*e:;a,re -many others. 
• ' Frcesi'as ' arc 'often' 'cxtra\'agantly praised, 
and with excellent reason. The floAvers arc 
Avhite, Avith a yellow blotch at the throat, and 
are perhaps more delightfully fragrant than 
any other flowers grown from bulbs. They re- 
quire a sunny location and will bloom Avith a 
fair degree of freedom in January and Febru- 
ary if planted early in the Eight bulbs in 



:i five-inch pot arc none too many. Itcis not 
r^ecessary to r,tart them in the dark, indeed, 
they don't like it. They are "CTape bulbs," and 
Cape bulbs differ from the Dutch bitllJs ih" that 
detail. ■^r-v>|v:^^;:-4,.:. 

Roman hyacinths arc fine for early floAvers, 
each bulb sending up several graceful .spikes 
of fragrant flowers. Unlike Dutch hyacinths 
the bulbs will rot in Avatcr. Plant three bulbs 
in a five-inch pot. 

I have never considered tulips very desir- 
able I'or forcing in the house. Nevertheless, 
.some of the A'aricties may be'easilyrigrpwn>by 
these Avhb think dthenvisei ' ' ; • ' ' 

None of the floAvers or plants shown in 
this number are "greenhouse specimens.'" The 
bulbs were rooted in a cool but frostproof col- 
lar, Avhcre they were ])rotected from mice. 
ICxcept the crocuses all were then grown in a 
sitting-room heated by a warm aii' furnace, 
the temperature during the day averaging 
slightly under 70 degrees. The crocuses were 
grown in an unheated '. spare "btecirooni. ; •, • . 

'i'hcre was not a day from NoA'cmbcr ist to 
.Vpril Toth Avhen some of the plants Avere not 
in bloom. And during the 
hoIida\-s wo were able to 
spare for friends man}- beau- 
tiful blooming i)lants. 

If one j)rcfers a number of 
colors' in a single variety .a 
collection pf' hyacinths Avill 
giA'c igpod, results, 'but, of 
coijrse, a " shorter season ■ of 
bloom, in both the single and 
double A'arietics, the colors 
range from piu'c white 
through Idue. rose. ])ink and 
yellow to dark red, and will 
cost from five to twenty, 
cents each, . 

There realh' is not much to 
learn about the cultural di- 
rections of these'bulbs for in- 
door bloom. Under the un- 
natural conditions of an arti- 
ficially heated. house liicy rc- 
(juire an iexcess of moisture, 
and they also need light and 
air.

There are sonic general di- 
rections that apj)ly to almost 
all the bulbs grown in the 
bouse. One thini;' is to a\'(jid 
fresh stable manure. If it is 
not Avell rotted, use bone meal 
in the proportion of one part 
to fifty of soil in the case of 
the plants that arc grOAvn in 
^oil. 

It is a pretty safe rule to 
follow that the strongest 
looking bulbs will give the 
best results. — J. IJ. Spencer, 
in the Garden Magazine.

Mictiou. The only one not accepted or that 
called forth any fpiestiou from the numerous 
experts agsembletl was No. 8 which refers to 
the width and height of the houses. And this 
has beeh-just- as nmch a' question Avith florist.s 
with whom wc liavc a.ssociated'fbr the last fif- 
teen or more years, as it is with the vegetable 
men. today. 

Light and Ventilation . 
There are some plants and flioAvers that like 




GREENHOUSE CONSTRUCTION FOR 
VEGETABLE GROWERiS' 

^Vhen contemplating the erection of a glass 
house for vegetable growing, the first. question 
that broadly presents itself is "whafis the best 
kind of a house to build?" 

A very good article on greenhouse con- 
struction for vegetable growers by J. D. Fra- 
ser, Leamington, Out,, is published in the an- 
nual report lor 1907 of the Ontario Vegetable 
Growci-s' .Association. From his experience, 
the following pointers may be gleaned :. 

1. Greenhouses should be shellered from 
the Avind. 

2. In no case is it advisable, either for de- 
fence or protection, to exclude sunlight. "Ad- 
mit," he says, "every possible ray of sunlight." 

3. Discard wood as much as possible. 

4. For supports, use gas pipe set in cement. 

5. For sash bars and other necessary wood 
work, cypress is preferred and must be painted, 

6. Vegetables, for proper finishing, require 
a free circulation of air and lota of ventilation. 



shade and others that thrive better in the sun, 
but they all want li;;ht and air. As the art is 
not i(j siicceed under ghi'^s in the ' summer 
when ilic suii.-diiiic anil light is in ])lent3', so 
much as to prodtice during the dark days of 
winter when prices are up and the sun is down 
the nearest approach to summer out-of-door 
conditions, we want it in our power to admit 
every jjussible ray of light, even if Ave have to. 
do sonic. shading in the summer months. As 
regards the coiistruction of the houses for ven- 
tilation, as much as is required should be se- 
cured for the smnmer months with as little in- 
crease as i)ossible to the shadow of the sash 
during the darker days in winter. 

Single vs. Connected Houses 

Regarding the Avidth of houses, the ques- 
tion of the day seems mainly to Ijc between 
blocks of comparativelv narnnv houses of 
widths ranging from forty to sixty feet. For 
commercial purposes, the low, narrow, single 
house has long since become one of the mis- 
takes of the past; 

The advantages claimed lor separate houses 
are: (i) The additional light ou the first bed 
facing the south, the houses being ])laccd a 
gopd;-_distancc apart; (2) the ability to obtain 
side ventilation ; (3) in the colder climates the 
avoiding of the piling-up of snow in the val- 
leys, especially Avhcrc the colder temperatures 
are required to be maintained. 

The disadvantages are the extra expenses 
in a large plant of houses, of the said outside 
walls and side ventilating, together Avith' the 
largo extra cost [)er stjuarc foot of growing 
surface for real estate, fuel and boiler plant to 
heat the same. Thi.s has led to the present 
idea (by advocates of separate houses) of 
building them extra wide until in a caic of a 



house 150 feet Avide l)y 500 feet long, a Avhole 
block is enclosed in a single si)an, btit in such 
cases, there is no more advantage as regards 
side light than would be obtained in a block of 
narrower houses of the same size. 

In such houses, other objections'.iiiateria^^ 
izc, as, for instance, the large extra afhpu035|f 
end glass to install, Avind braces : arid ^^^^^^^ 
the Avintcr. Another objection-is the '''limited 
amount of ridge ventilation practical to be in- 
stalled, also the difficulty of getting at the 
glass for repairs. Nevertheless, a house 150 
feet wide by 500 feet long has been built and 
is claimed to be a coinnicrcial success. The 
Ijopular (piestion at ])resent as to size of house 
for a man to start with, allowing for extension 
as his business groAvs, .seems to hinge around 
connected houses of twenty-one feet, eight and 
a half inches, using tAvelve foot sash bars, 
lumber length, .and tAventy-five feet, two aiid a 
quarter inch, irsing fourteen foot bars, or, 
wJierc land is sufficiently plentiful, separate 
houses of not less than forty to sixty feet in 
Avidtli, 

In the connected houses, 
continnt>us single A'cntilation 
is usiKilly installed but if ex- 
tra N'cntilation is recpiired, 
then ventilation each sitlc of 
ridge can be used and, .the, 
King construction ventilator 
is. such that the extra side can 
be added afterAvards if requir- 
eil, using the same glass that 
\\--ds in the roof without cut- 
ting. 

in these houses, also, the 
lightest sash bar, No. 6, can 
be used in the roof. Owing 
to the extra light-admitting 
cpuilitics of this bar, the ad- 
vantage gained by its use will 
Qut-weigh-i many .^.objection§ 
''thaV can be 'raised against it. 
The number of valley gutters 
r.^quired gives easy access to 
die roof for repairs and Avhcn 
of iron, as they should be, 
present sufficient surface for 
drainage and the melting of 
snoAV with reasonable rapid- 
ity. The narrower span, 
twent)--one feet, eight and a 
half inches, is i-ccommended 
where Avcather conditions arc 
the mo^e,=^sexere_.

For the separate houses ay-' 
craging fifty feet span, Aren- 
tilation both sides of the ridge 
should be tised since as re- 
gards amount, this is onl}' 
ccjual to single ventilation in 
the Idock previously referred 
to. If more ventilation is re- 
quired, however, side ventila- 
tion can be resorted to, .It .is 
held by grpwers, however, 
that sidfe ventilation in wide 
houses, being only local, is a 
poor substitute for proper or 
sufficient ventilation at ridge. 

In resorting to side ^•entila- 
tion in order to create a ctir- 
rcnt of air (which, however, 
is looked upon by some as of 
the nattfi-c of a draft and in- 
jurious in many cases), as 
Air. Fraser remarks, the open- 
ing should be Ioav dovyn, thus 
draAving the coolest • air' into 
the house. In working with 
the growers in the Great 
Trondequoit vegetable grow- 
ing district of the United States, a cut of one 
of Avhose houses is here shown, the King Con- 
struction Co. has met some of the demands 
for side ventilation, 1)}^ the plan^ shown in 
l'"igs. 1 and 2. which we explain tis folloAVs: 
The glass in the side of a vegetable house 
shoukl reach within one fo(jt of the ground, 
where weather conditions will admit, ' but in 
this country Avherc snoAv is plentiful' and liable 
to bank up against the walls, twP feet or in an 
extra -vvide hPusc, even more dead wall may be 
necessary. ' ■. . 

In some cases, in the district rcferired to, an 
opening is 'left under the framings df * the sash 
Avhich is banked up in thc Aviriter. ' In" other 

cascs, side sashes are hinged to the eve, or 
Avhere eves are too high, a header is run 
along the side of the house to Avhich the .Hash 
is hiiigcd;'' ' ' -■'■■.■■'•• ' 

In locations Avliere, on account of shoav, the 
side glass'-wilt have to be.kcpt up two or more 
feet', a .gppd' arrangement Avpuldj.be to use the 
ordinary King side wall modified by hinging 
the dead wall be Ioav the plate, or otherwise to 
make it removable entirely, Avhich can be ar- 
ranged. ' -^^ 

Before the subject. of. ventilation can he 
rightly understood, it is necc.ssary to theorize 
to some extent. To obtain proper A'^cntilation, 
sufficient openings must be made in the roof 
toalloAV the over-heated air to escape, while 
cooler air, due to its extra Aveight,.will force it- 
self in (even through the same aperture, if 
necessary) to lake the place of the warmer air, 
wlujse lightness causes it to ascend. Thus wc 
get the exchange of .'lir necessary to the 
growth of plants, and which must be brought 
abuiil, tu bumc c.xlcut^ cvou;in liic dead pf .win- 



ter, at the cost of fuel for heating. But that is 
not all the (piestion. What is usually com- 
jjlained of may not be so much a lack of 
change of air, as it is the intense hcat of radia- 
tion, due to two kinds of glass. ' ' " 

Kinds of Heat ? . 

There are two kinds of heat to consider. 
One is heat from convection ; the other is heat- 
from radiation. Convected heat is such as 
travels in currents of air, and can be carried 
iiway by a process of ventilation, by which 
movement of the air is produced, ileat fiom 
radiation is that scorching heat due to too 
close a i)roximity to some overheated body in. 
the open air, and by Avhich' even the moving, of 
the surrounding aii: may increase th'c distress, 
that the heat is' causing. Above uSit\ve';hayc 
the scorching sun playing its heat on'the gliss; 
Glass intensifies, rather than obstructs, -'.the 
heat of radiation. In the lower strata wc have 
the cooler radiation from Mother Earth. Fol- 
lowing this theory to its legitimate conchisions, 
you may find a A'cry good and convincing' 
reason Avhy, if otiier conditions are not allow- 
ed to interfere, or be in themselves deficient, 
with glass carried high over head, maiidy in 
high houses, they can be made cooler in sum- 
mer and Avarmer in Avinter, than any houses 
where the glass is low. vSo that Avheu you arc 
considering the getting rid of the convected 
heat in the nature of over-heated air that needs 
to be exchanged, you may as well consider the 
injurious effect of the heat of i-adiatiou front 
the glass in winter, and move- it further-away 
from yonr growing space. 

Build your houses, no matter for what 
purpose, roomy, to give lots of air, and even- 
ness of ventilation, and reasonably high, to get 
aAvay from the heat of the glass in summer and 
the cold in winter. The best way to insure 
this effect Avill not be to set up air currents in 
the houses so much as to obtain as even a dis- 
iribution of ventilation as possible throughout 
. the Avholc of the block, noj; looking so much 
- upon getting' one bed in a big house ■ better 
■than the rest, as to get all parts of the house 
cqtially good. ' 

Some Conclusions 

The practical conclusions to be drawn from 
the theories advanced are, to keep A'our glass 
up, that separate houses, Avith side Avails not 
less than six or seven feet-high, shoiild be built 
wide, say up to 40 t6 '60'- fie?:t,- arid should have 
double ventilation at'the ridge, side A^ientilatiou 
being left optional with- the grower, a,(jcording 
to the requirements of the stock raised. ' The 
wider houses have an advantage in the glass 
being higher on the average than in a narrow 
house Avith side Avails of equal height, and in 
having a less area of glass to heat per square 
foot of growing space. Hence the claim that 
the larger houses arc cooler in the summer, 
and easiest to heat in the winter. 

For blocks of connected hotises, a reason- 
ably Avidc span should be used (up to 25 feet) 
but to obtain as good results as in the separate 
houses, due to the elevation of the glasS/'' ''the? 
side Avails should be higher. 

Now comes the cpiestion : "Ilow high 
should they be? " Not to. be thought a crank 
on the question of high glass, allow me to say 
that this question depends largelj' on the size 
of the blocks you are going to build. If it is a 
small block or a single house of a block to start 
with, you cannot afford high outside:; \ya,lls, ,bei 
cause it takes too much fuel and' h eating 'pliahi' 
to heat them, especially Avith the glass kept" 
low, and on the north as avcU as the south ' 
side, as it should be. P.ut, as the size of the 
block increases, the proportion of outside walls 
decreases until it is practically of A-ery little 
consideration. Then you can Avell afford to 
keep yonr otitside Avails higher, eventually 
striking as good an average for height of glass. 
Or, better, if you like, than is to be obtained in 
the example of a single house first rcfcrrcil to, 
an idea that presents itself at this point, is that 
in building, a block of houses, one could start 
with . a. standard height of outside Avail, and 
keep raising the gutters towards the center of 
the block. 

Having quoted from Mr. Frasers paper as 
authority for vegetable growing in a district 
Aviierc, he says, they have very little snow, I 
may, perhaps, be excused for referring to a 
personal conversation with, perhaps, the lar- 
gest vegetable grower in Canada down cast, 
where the snow loads arc most extreme, and 
wdio is, in consequence, .afraid of ridge ami 
valley hou.scs, and Avho has recently returned 
from a.trip-through the vegetable-growing dis- 
tricts of tlic United Slates, lie is in favor of 
the wide single houses Avith rooij of skeleton 
construction, so as to admit lots of light, and 
also of keeping the outside Avails up higher 
than he has previously been accustomed to. 

To Empty a House 

In regard to emptying a block of hon^ns at 
the side rather than at the end, this, apprn ent- 
ly,'is a hobby of Mv. Fraser's. Mr. Fraser 
advocates a main Avalk in the center, and then 
narroAV footpaths leading from it to the side, 
driving his' team along side of the house Avhen 
disposing of its load, but since he makes his 
block of houses 100 feet wide, it does not ap- 
pear Avliat advantage, as regards the loading, 
is to be obtained in comi)arison Avith loading 
the team at the end, having, say, a center walk 
in each house section, Avitli an outside door at 
the end, tluough Avhich a haiulcart, or l)arr(.)\v. 
can be run in the more usual manner, or ;i 
lior,«c and cart for that matter. — Robert VV.

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WITH THE POULTRYMAN 

RHODE ISLAND REDS 

F ROYAL ancestry, but bred 
in a free American state, the 
staunch little red hen has be- 
come a great favorite, both 
with the business poultryman 
and with the fancier. The ori- 
gin of this breed dates back 
,; more than halt a century,,yet 
'\ • '''Y ' • Rhode Island Reds have come 
into g-cneral prominence only in comparatively 
recent years. But their sterling qualities have 
long been recognized and appreciated by the 
farmers who wore responsible lor their origin 
and their perpetuation. In fact, the Rhode 
Island Red was originated for business pur- 
' poses solely, by the poultry farmers in the lit- 
tle state whose name it bears. Little Comp- 
ton was its birthplace, and today it 'holds the 
place of honor with the sons and grandsons 
of its originators. 

Tradition has it tiiat the seafaring captains 
lirought to tlieir lionie port the Yellow Cochin 
.Chinas, the cockerels of which were "generally 
re^.", A little later came the Great Malays 
-from- southern Asia, a dark brown or reddish 
•breed, the males of which were red, and were 
sometimes known as Red Malays. These red 
males were crossed upon the flocks of fowls 
on the farms roundabout the little seaport, 
thus laying the foundation for the Rhode Isl- 
and Reds. 

But these early breeders were after a busi- 
ness fowl pure and simple. They wanted a 
fowl that was vigorous and hardy, hence easy 
to raise, early to mature, giving a large pro- 
portion of meat, very productive of eggs, and 
withal a good hatcher and mother. These 
sterling qualities were ingrained into the breed 
in its infanc}-, and these qualities commend it 
to the business poultrynian of today. The 
original object was not to produce a fowl of 
,;a certain j:ype or cplor,^or peculiar, markings, 
but the best business breed possible. 'To this 
end, breeders were selected which most nearly 
met the requirements, and this continued se- 
lection, generation after generation, has in- 
grained into the breed the most practical qual- 
ities. The red color was an accident. The 
originators wore not breeding for feathers, but 
for , practical qualities, and they .did not hesi- 
.tate to infuse into their flocks -any blood that 
. would help attain their- object. The Brown 
■.Leghorn was used to strengthen the laying 
.,qiialitjcs, and I was told.recently by, a p^romi- 
Ucnt Rhode Island Red fancier that .some of 
the poultry farmers in the original Red. terri- 
tory even now do not hesitate to introduce 
Leghorn blood into their flocks to increase the 
egg prduction, or that of some of the heavier 
breeds to give greater weight to their .tnarket 
jjoultry. From the fanciers' standpoint, this is 
.almost a capital crime ; but these farmers care 
nothing for fancy points, and Iiavc given to 
the world a breed of fowls that, for all-round 
business purposes, is hard to beat. 

Here arc some of the special claims made 
for them, whi.di seem to be well attested: 

They arc active, great hustlers, and easy 
keepers, and -withal easily confined. 

The hens " are prolific layers, and are 
'claimed to l)e unusually good winter layers. 
The eggs are brown and of good size. Any 
extra feed is likely to increase the egg pro- 
duction rather than to be stored up as fat. 

The fowls are very hardy and especially 
adapted to our northern climates. This is to 
be expected when we consider the place and 
circumstances of their origin, and it com- 
mends them to those who cannot give their 
poultry the most favorable care and conditions. 
. - The hens are good sitters, though not so 
persistent as to be unmitigated nuisances 
when they get the fever. They arc good 
mothers and ver}' zealous in carmg for and 
protecting their chicks. 

The chicks, r.!ilcss from strains that have 
been v.-cak-oiied \)y inbreeding or wrong meth- 
(kIs of lianflling, arc strong and vigorous, 
hence ea.sy to raise. 'I'hcy grow rapidly, and 
the pullets conic to laying age as early as the 
Leghorns. 

As table poultr}'- the carcasses are plump, 
.with a long keel, which means an abundance 
of breast meat, with the bones small in i^ropor- 
tidu-,to theif size. The color of the skin and 
legs is that golden yellow so attractive to the 
eye. 

A storv is told of one AVilliam Wyatt, a 
iarnicr Avho lived near Westport before the 
J\liode Island Reds had attained the dignity 
of a brood name. Mr. Wyatt raised beautiful 
.strawberries as well as other products, wdiich 
he sold to customers in town. Along with his 
other produce he marketed his dressed poultryj 
The color and general appearance were so at- 
tractive that he was asked as to the breed. His 
reply was that he knew no name for them,..but 
he called them "Gilt-edged," and for many 
years this name ."was commonly applied to 
thein. 

But what of the Rhode Island Reds for the 
fancier — for the man who wants beautiful, 
showy birds, regardless of utilitarian quali- 
ties? Here is a fact that must be remembered; 
it is only within a few years that, the fanciers 
liave taken hold of this breed, The Single 
Comb Reds were admitted to. the 'Standard in 
1904, and the Rose Combs ^iri '1906. Many of 
their most ardent admirers are recent recruits. 
There was considerable diversity of opinion, 
when the breed first came into prominence, as 
to shades of color, types, shape, and other 
points. The result is some complaint that all 
the birds do not breed true. But is there a 
breed of which this is not true? It certainly 



is the case with all breeds of comparatively 
recent origin, and only adds zest to the pleas-: 
ure of breeding. It gives opportunity for the" 
exei-cise of one's greatest .skill in selection 
and mating, and herein lies the satisfaction" 
and the triumph of the true fancier. 

But a well-bred Rhode Island Red is a de- 
light to the eye. Its shape is symmetrical, its 
outline pleasing. The rich, brilliant, glossy 
red of the males, of varying but harmonious 
shades, and the less brilliant but rich, even red 
of the females, certainly form a pleasing pic- 
; ture. -No wonder the.- finders, took them,. up, 
•■¥nd no wonder that their 'popularity is in- 
creasing. 

When the breed was first attracting gen- 
eral attention, some were breeding a variety 
with pea combs (probably the same are still 
bred) and an effort was made to have this 
style of • headgear.; adopted -officially ; but -the 
Rhode Island Red dub woiild" have none of it. 
As now bred and recognized by the Standard, 
there are two /arieties — the Single Comb and 
the Rose Comb — alike in other particulars. 
Some of the breeders of the former claim that 
they are the better layers.^ Why this is so we 
are not told. An amateur's choice would likely 
be governed by his liking for either the rose 
or single comb as a headpiece. 

In size the Rhode Island Red is practically 
the same as the Wyandotte. The stan^lard 
weights are : cock, 8^ pounds ; cockerel, 7^2 
pounds; hen, 6yz pounds; pullet, 5 pounds. 
We often see specimens exceeding these 
weights, but these give a bird of good size foir 
table purposes. — F. H. Valentine, in - Country 
Life in America. 

SHOULD BE WELL HOUSED WHILE 
-MOULTING 

There is no time in the 3''ear when the poul- 
try yard looks less attractive than during 
moulting, and poultry-keepers are liable to 
lose interest in their ' ■> :j'v,-.'-'v ,' ■ 

fowls at this season, 
because of their un- 
productiveness, inac- 
tivity, and unsightly 
appearance. The birds 
look dull, ragged, and 
in many cases almost 
bare of feathers, and 
the runs are untidy 
and repulsive with 
cast feathers which 
have blown into the 
corners and lie strewn 
about the walks like 
Autumn leaves which 
herald the approach 
of winter. But there 
is no time ' at which 
the poor birds require 
more care than when 
in moult, and every- 
thing which can be 
done ought to be done 
to improve their con- 
dition and promote 
the rapid growth of 
new feathers. 

W h e n hens are 
moulting, it is of con- 
siderable importance 
that they shall be well 
and comfortably 
housed. They do not 
need to be closely 
shut in nor is it advis- 
able that they should 

be allowed less air in their houses than 
at other times; but hens which roost in com- 
fortably warm houses generally moult earlier 
and better than those which moult in open 
sheds or in the branches of trees, and, as I 
have already s.^.id, early moulting is, of a'l 
things, most desirable. But it is still more im- 
portant that suitable da/ shelters should be 
provided. The roosting house, of course, is 
rainproof, unless it is a very poor one indeed ; 
but it is of little use to protect fowls at night 
if they are allowed to become thoroughly 
drenched with heavy showers in the day time, 
and in the moulting season. The feathers 
which are dropping out have a tendency to ac- 
cumulate in the corners of the houses and to 
form a haven for insect vermin ; but it does 
not take any great time to sweep them up 
and burn them or consi.gn them to the maiuire 
pit every day. All ordinary precautions must 
also be taken to keep the houses free from 
vermin, and these may include lime washing 
of. the walls and perches, frequent cleaning 
of the floors and the free use of air-slaked 
lime upon them, the renewal at regular inter- 
vals of the litter and nesting materials.

WATERING THE CHICKS 

Fill a. rbaain. level full of pebbles a little 
smaller, than. -hen's eggs; then sink the basin 
itii the. g^oundj leaving the rim an inch above 
the surface7 and fill with water. The chicks 
can run all over this without getting their 
feathers wet, they cannot possibly push each 
other into the water, and they can drink be- 
tween the pebbles. It is easy to clean, and it 
keeps the waccr cool for several hours. 

SOFT SHELLED EGGS 

Soft shelled eggs are frequently caused by 
the hens not getting enough lime, which is 
the chief constituent in the shells of the eggs. 
The best way to supply this clement, so ne- 
cessary for the laying hen, is hi the form of 
bone meal or oyster shells.

A little meat scrap or fat may: b?,^ .added ,> to 
this; the food being mixed with boiled irriilk 'of 
some .kind, either skim milk, buttermilk or or-.: 
dinary 'soiir-itiilk being used. This must be 
well boiled and the food mixed with it into a 
dry mash' smooth enough to pass through the 
crammer. 

After feeding, the birds must be kept very 
quiet and in a shed that is as little lighted as 
possible; they must not be allowed to fret, 
nor to run ' about nor exercise vigorously 
in any w,ay. They are to be encouraged to lay 
on fat tinU tb 'do nothing that will prevent their 
gaining "this as rapidly as possible, "i^he weight 
"of a lean bird can be doubled in a surprisingly 
short time by this process, and those that buy 
up birds for the purpose of fattening them in 
■this way can more than double their money in 
:lhe time that they take to fatten.

Laying stock should be kept active and 
fairly hungry, yet at the same time, supplied 
with a sufficiency of "force-giving" foods, 
with wdiich to enable them to maintain a 
regular egg supply when the c.gg is most in 
demand. The constant, production of eggs is 
naturally a great strath upon the system. The 
exact amount of food to be given one fowl at 
a particular time is hard to define, since so 
much depends on the breed, conditions of life, 
season and so forth. The poultry-keeper must 
learn to determine quantity for himself, tak- 
ing the appearance and activity of his birds 
for a guide. Laying stock especially should 
be kept continually on the "go,'' and unless

FAT-rENINScHICyKENS 

A well fattened chicken is a luxury on the 
farmer's table, as well as a source of profit that 
is not to bo slighted in considering the revenue 
from the resources of the farm, says the Met- 
ropolitan and Rural Home. There are ways 
of fattening poultry known to the special 
dealer in birds for market purposes that might 
bo followed by those who handle chickens in 
.smaller numbers with etpially good results. 
Many of the chickens sold in our markets have 
been fattened by "cramming" for .some weeks 
before they are killed. The manner of doing 
it is very simple and might be followed by 
anyone who would take the trouble to procure 
the simple apparatus necessary for the purpose. 

TliO large breeders who fatten their chick- 
ens by cramming buy them up from' small 
brooders a sh.ort time before they arc ready to 
begin the fattening process. At first the birds 
are often fed from troughs in the usual way 
for a Aveck or two, using what food the fatten- 
er's experience suggests as the best for the 
purppse,. ground pats and skim milk. being one 
of the Vbrhbiriations preferred by many of 
those who are getting their chickens ready for 
the grand final cramming process. When the 
chickens have gained all the weight they arc 
likely to put on b}^ this method of feeding, 
the cramming machine Is then put in opera- 
tion. This is a contrivance having a pump 
worked by foot and arranged so as to cram the 



POULTRY RAISING MADE EASY • 

Perhaps there is no subject more prac- 
ticall}^ important to the farmer's wife than 
her poultry, for with the eggs her hens lay 
she is not only expected to furnish most of 
the luxuries for the table and other small "no- 
tions," but very often to clothe her husband 
and children ^s well. The qucaiion often ask- 
ed but seldoni satisfactorily answered is : How 
can an ordinary flock of hens, with only aver- 
age surroundings and conveniences, be kept at 
their legitimate occupation, winter and sum- 
mer, and not go on strike when most needed? 
I have had considerable experience Avith this 
subject, some of it rather expensive, too, in the 
way of foods, powders, egg producers, poultry 
journals, and with nearl)'- every variety of 
breeds, and I have found that a system and at- 
tention are worth more than all things else in 
egg production. Combining the experience of 
others with my own observations, I have for- 
mulated a system that, w'ith my own flock of 
hens, as well as others, has proauced probably 
the best results obtainable under ordinary con- 
ditions,-, ; Any bre.ed, high or low, will dp,'but a 
good breesJ'Wiii do better thart d. Dad one. ' 

Now for my formula, which combines a 
food, medicine and egg producer in one. To 
three gallons of boiling water add a quarter 
of an ouhce of common salt, a teaspoonful of 
cayenne pepper and four ounces of lard; keep 
stirring until the ingredients arc thoroughly 
mixed. -While yet hot stir in a meal of oats

holding the chicken has his hands free for 
handling the bird, the pump forcing the feed 
through a tube into the chicken, which is made 
to take all that it will possibly hold at that 
time.

It is highly essential to give your hens a 
variety of feed, but don't change too often. 
Don't feed them slops. Keep ilicm in prime 
condition. A poor hen vnll not and cannot lay. 
Let them have plenty of exercise and room to 
scratch every day in the year, if possible. 
Keep the poultry houses, and , roosting places 



free of litter. Don't allow the fowls to crowd 
too much. Give plenty of good, fresh air. 
Change the nests now and then, and fumigate. 
Remember lice and disease originate in filth. 
Here is an excellent formula to kill lice; Mix 
one gallon of coal oil v/ith four ounces of car- 
bolic acid and put the prepararion on roosting 
places. Whitewash the inside of the coops and 
houses occasionally. Put . the whitewash on 
hot, mixed with a little carbolic acid. 

Pure cayenne popper, as used in the first 
formula given, is an excellent preventative of 
disease, and also stimulates egg production. 

The common red pepper is a good substi- 
tute; so is the black variety. Feed green stuff 
the year rptind. 



AROUND THE FAIJM 

STORING GREEN TOMAT^i^ 

UST as soon as the average date';6f the 
fir.it killing frost approaches in 'the 
latitude in which yon live, gather all 
the green tomatoes, big and little, and 
sort them over, puttin,gthe fairest and 
largest in one lot, and the smaller and 
inferior ones in 'another. Put a large.crumpled 
newspaper in the bottom Of a clean wooden 
box (a cracker box is best, because it has no 
resinous odors, such as a pine bo.x gives out, 
that may be imparted to the fruit), place a 
layer of the large tomatoes upon the paper, 
leaving a space 01 say an inch between; then 
put on another layer of crumpled newspaper, 
pressing it down carefully into the interstices 
aiid around the. edges, so the tornatoes may. be 
ke'p'tlPro'ni* cOltita'ct am from the air; and sb 'on, 
layer upon layer, with crumpled newspapers 
between, until the box is' full; lack a cover on, 
so that neither mice nor chickens may attack 
them, and set the boxes in yourn barn or some 
dry, cool place, such as a fruit or root cellar. - 
If placed in a barn they should be shielded 
from severe cold with hay or straw, until the 
weather gets too cqld for their .safety, then 
they must be stored iii'a frbsV-prbof but not 
too warm place, as heat, of course, Avill ripen 
them too rapidly. 

If they are kept thus, at a cool and even 
temperature, somewhat above freezing, the 
time of their ripening may' be delayed until or 
beyond New Year's. This iuay be called 
putting them in "cool" storage; but if put in- 
to cold storage, with ice, and an exact, even, 
cool temperature maintained, their time of 
ripening can be lengthened out almost until 
spring. 

It will, of co.urse, be found necessary to ex- 
amine them from time to time, to remove ripe 
or decaying fruit. I have put them up some 
years, wrapped each one separately in pieces 
of paper, but this makes the examination more 
difficult, as . each .tomato has to be unwrapped 
to ascertain its condition. 

Selling the "Ripe Ones 
' The larger ripened 'fruit should bring a 
good price in market, in midwinter. They 
should be wrapped separately, or two together, 
not touching each other, neatly, in square 
pieces of clean unprinted ncAvspaper, and pack- 
ed in boxes or crates. Put the fruit in On 
edge. The, contrast in color of the brilliant 
red of [the fruit with the white paper," when 
this is partiahy '^removed, will be found very 
pleasing a,hd;attractive. 

BENEFICIAL EFFECT' OF SUNLIGHT 

; One of 'the. principal speakers at the recent 
British Dairy 'Farm ens' Conference at Derby 
laid great stress on the beneficial effect that 
sunlight has upon milk. This is in keeping 
with the latest scientific investigations which 
go to prove that light is the best germicide of 
all. This .principle should be applied in a 
practical manner by giving' ^dairy ^cattle as 
much sunlight as possible. Milking ' should 
take place, wherever the conditions will permit 
of it, out of doors, and when the cows arc 
obliged to be housed, their quarters should be 
well lighted and well ventilated. The old- 
fashioned cow-house was generally of a dark 
and dreary type, difficult to keep clean, and 
that it was directly provocative of disease can 
hardly be doubted (says Farm > Life).. ; .The 
scourge of tuberculosis from which cattle 'suf- 
fer at the present day is an inheritance due, to 
a very considerable extent, to the cow dens— 
they were not worthy the name, of cow-houses 
— of the past. . \ 

PULSE '.OE; THE HORSE 

The pulse of; the horse way be counted and 
its character may be determined at any point 
where a large artery occupies a situation close 
to the skin and above a hard tissue, such as a 
bone, cartilage, or tendon. The most conven- 
ient place for takin.g the pulse of a horse is at 
the jaw. The artery is located immediately in 
front of the heavy muscles of the cheek. Its 
throb can be felt most distinctly just before it 
turns around the lower border of the jawbone. 
The balls of the first and second or the .second 
and third fingers should be pressed lightly 
on the skin over this artery when its pulsations 
are to be studied. The normal pulse of the 
healthy horse, says the Agricultural Gazette, 
varies in frequency as. follows: Stallion, 28 to 
32 beats per minute; geldings, 33 to, 38 beats 
per minute; mare, 34 to 40 beats per minute; 
filly, two to three years old, 40 to 50 beats per 
minute; foal, six to twelve months old, 45 to 60 
beats per minute; foal, two, to four weeks old, 
70 to 90 beats per minute;..

One man 
aboard today caught last winter two good sil- 
ver foxes', ^JiVhich fetched him $506. and there 
is always a' chance of fur in winter. There is 
grass enough every where,. to 'Seiep'-^^s^^ 
a cow,' and the gardens give all' tlic' p'otatoe's 
and turnips snd other vegetables a settler can 
want.

Abdul Haniid is a nervous man. Jiver 
since the tragic dcatli of his uncle he has 
obstinately refused to move irom the small 
kiosk or -pala/.zetto called Yildiz, about three 
miles from the city, on the T'liropcan range 
rif hills bordering the Bosporus. The way to 
lYildiz lies through the draggle-tailed streets 
of Pera, into coni])arali\-c coimtr}-. After go- 
ing up and flown hill at a breakneck gallop, the 
outline of a jjalace kiosk, modern and small, 
reveals itself, rising out of a cincture of dark 
groves, 'rhis is Yildiz Kiosk, where lives the 
Commander of the Faithful. It is not a palace 
at all, but originally \vas a summer villa. The 
park, which is well wooded, is spacious, with 
grassy sloijes, diversified with other kiosks, 
also shaded with groves descending to a 
cpiay on the l:!osi)oriis. It has most charming 
A-iews o\er land and sea, Europe and .-Xsia. 
Near at lumd is the broad channel of the deep 
blue Bosporus, wit'lv its frieze of white palaces, 
steamers, caiques and vessels with sails set 
gliding by every instant. ....... 

The Sultan is an early riser, and from the 
moment that he coini)leles his religious pray- 
ers and ablutions, which are followed by a 
cu]) of coffee, he begins smoking cigarettes 
for the rest of the day. At 10 a. m. he re- 
ceives the rcjiorts of his ministers, Avorks alone 
or Avith his secretaries till one, when he eats;

His dinner is at sunset, 
when the national pillaf of rice and sweets is 
served with sherbet and ices. .After this he 
betakes himself to the selamlik to receive 
pashas and generals of high rank, such as 
Osman Ghazi, or ofleiier he (lisai)i)ears into the 
harem to pass the evening hours with wives, 
mother and children. 

The Sultan is the most Avrctclicd, pinchcd- 
np little sovereign 1 ever saw. A most un- 
happy looking man, of dark complexion, with 
a look of absolute terror in his large Eastern 
eyes. Peo]de say he is nervous, and no won- 
der, considering- the fate of his predecessor. 
Yet this is to be regrettctl, for if he could sur- 
mount ihese fears his would be an agreeable 
and .refined countenance, eminently .Asiatic in 
type, and with a certain charm of ! expression. 
All I can say is that his eyes haunted me for 
days, as one gazing at some unknown horror. 
So emaciated and unnatural is his appearance 
that were lie a lCuro]5ean we should ])ronounce 
him in a swU't decline. I hear that his great- 
est friend and favorite is his physician. .\nd 
no wonder, for he must need his constant care, 
considering the life he leads. How all the 
fabled state of the Oriental potentate palls be- 
fore such a lesson in royal misery! Tlie poor- 
est beggar in his dominion is happier than he ! 



THE BALANCE OF THE SEXES 

What maintains the numerical balance 
between i!ie sexc.^ : asks the Literary Digest. 
Does this balance hold good in the case of 
other living crcatin-os than man? These tpies- 
tioiis ha\c recently l)eeu stiulicd somewhat 
and it has been (iijcox ered that in sonic cases 
the numbers of one sex preponderate greatly 
at birth. This, ai^parently, is the case where 
the prcpondcring tcx is weaker and more apt 
to die before maturity than the other, and is a 
device of nature to iireserve the balance. Says 
a wi iter ill the Ke'-ue Scient i ficnie : 

"It is generally siijjposed that thei-c is no 
notable difference in number IjL-twecn the two 
fexes. This opinion is based especially on the 
.study of man; for in regard to the other ani- 
mals, observations have never been made on 
a sufficient number of indivrdu^ls. Never- 
theless, statistics on this point have real value 
only if they relate to a very great number at 
the moment of hii-lh, for after birth the mor- 
tality in the two se.xes is variable, the males, 
especially among the lower animals, being 
less resistant and having shorter lives than for 
females. With man, the ])roportion of males 
10 females is 103 to 100, in 10,864,950 cases 
studied. Ouctelet, from a study of the same 
ratio taken before birth, replaces this figure 
by 131. Darwin, in 25,560 norses of English 
breed, found that the proportion of males'was 
cj[).j per cent, of a toad, Bufo lentiginosui, 
Kinga connied 241 males to 259 females. 

"An American author, Montgomery, has 
been studying the rilimerical ratio of tlie sexes 
in a large North-American spider, the Latro- 
dcctus mactans. With uncommon patience, he 
has examined 41,749 young spiders neWly born 
and he has completed these observation's by a 
study of some other species ot spiders. He 
reaches the conclusion that the proportion of 
the sexes is different in different species and 
that it may even serve as a specific character. 
In the Latrodcctii?; the proportion of males is 
8.19; that is, eight males arc born for every fe- 
male. This fact will perhaps appear odd to 
naturalists, who arc accustomed to find iu 



collections rtiorc adult females than males, but 
this results simply from the comparative 
longevity of the females. 

"How is this high projiortrju of males in 
spiders to be explained? . . . Mr. Mont- 
gomery refers it to the theory of selection, and 
he suggests a complete theory of sex-origin 
along this line. : Iik- • 

"According .-? to ■•this'''jJitthbr, in time long 
])assed all individuals <?1l"ad "the same repro- 
ductive faculty, but this Was sunjccl to varia-^ 
tii.)ns or fluctuations.- There \v6re some 'hi 
dixiduals that possessed it in a greater degree: 
others in a less. \\ ith tlie aid of selection and 
segregation, the former became females, the 
other males. When there is excess of males or 
females, selection intervenes to equalize the 
proportions. 'When the two sexes . have the 
same mode of life, when a male can fertilize 
but one female, the proportion of the sexes is 
ecpial. VVhcn the males are more vigorous 
than the females, and can fertilize more than 
one, the proportion of males may fall below 
unity. PiUt when the males are less well en- 
dowed pliysicallv, and iisychically, for ihc 
struggle for life, when the}' die frec|uently be- 
fore reaching maturity, tiic number of males 
exceeds that of the fen'a'cs, and ;>uch is the 
case with s])iders."

.\ simj)le experiment whose study, carried 
on methodically may possibly lead to some 
conclusion in the hitherto little explored 
domain of telep.-ithy is described by a con- 
tributor to Cosmo.s (Paris), says the Literary 
Digest. If the fads are as stated by the 
writer. -Jicv certain!}- merit iiuestigation, 
thougli m<jst scientific men would reipiire more 
evidence than he gi\cs to warr.-'.iit them in 
concluding that any other a.gency than chance 
was at work in the matter, 'i'hc writer entitles 
his article "Mental Suggestion or Subcon- 
scious Audition?" He says: 

"A bag contains balls of equal size marked 
respectively with the letters .-X, E, L O, L', Y, 
the same number of bails hearing each letter. 
I'eter, holrling the hag, draAv:-' a hall at ran- 
dom and look's at it. Paul, \\-ith his back 
turned, tries to guess the letter :it which I'cttr 
is lo(Tkiiig. ... If chance alnne operates here. 
Pan! has one chance in six of guessing right. 
Of si.x successixe trials, one will pi'obably be 
successful. Of six hundred trials the probable 
number of successes will be one hundred — and 
so on. So says the calculus of probabili- 
ties. .... We may also interrogate experi- 
ence. W'hat does it say? 

"It says that wlien we operate under the 
ahoN'c descriljed conditions, that is to say, with 
knowledge by Peter of the letter that Paul 
tries to gne.'ss, the probable resiilt is always 
slightly exceeded in a long series of trials; 
not approached sometimes b}' excess and some- 
times by deficiency, but always by excess. 
Why this anomaly in one direction? If chance 
alone enters in, it is hardly, explicable. Must 
we supi)ose some subconscious articulation 1)}^ 
Peter supplemented b}' subconscious audition 
by Paul? This has been believed, but has not 
beeni^cpmpletelj' demonstrate. ■. Should we 
see here a- rudiment of mental transmission? 
The question is an interesting one. It has, if I 
remember aright, already been put b}^ C. Rich- 
ct and by the 'Society for Psychical Research.' 
These experimenters have found that trials 
with a probability of 1-6 are more successful 
than those made with; probability of 1-4, 1-8, 
1-12, etc. 

In a series of 5,940 trials carried out by the 
author, Avherc the probable number of suc- 
cesses would be -ggp,'^!^^^^^^ number was 
1,050, or an excess' 6f about i per cent. 




USTRALL\, stimulated no doubt by 
the recent- visit of, the United States 
fleet, is to have a fleet bf her- oavu. 

Speak mg on .Mr. Deakin's request 
■i:hot the Britisli fleet visit Australia, 
the .Standard Supplement of Em- 
pire sa} s : 

It is quite natural that Australia should 
desii'e a visit frou'i a povserful luiglisli fleet, 
and that Mr. Deakin, as we understand from 
tlic cable, should bp making in.quiries as to the 
possibilii}' of such , an event. .' The Federal 
Premier is especially anxious that, if his Avish- 
es are realized, the squadron shall be of such 
power and dimensions as to suffer no disad- 
vantage in comparison with tfie fine assemb- 
lage of ships which has been visiting Austral- 
ian waters under the American flag. From 
such an asi)iration it is impossible to withhold 
the fullest sympathy. Australian pride — and 
no country has a larger share of the Imperial 
feeling — must have been touched by the re- 
flection that the first great fleet to visit Aus- 
tralian ports for many years should be one 
fl\ing .\mcrican colors. To .-Vdmiral S])crry 
and his riien Australia acted to ])crfection lUz 
jiarl of a generous aiul cordial host. i\lr. 
Deakin and his lellow iMinisters, rightly re- 
garding themselves as deputieo of the British 
Crown and representatives of the British peo- 
l)lc, paid to tlieir .-Vmerican visitors all the 
courtesies due to the emissaries of a great and 
friendly nation. It u as natural that real cor- 
diality, instead o'i mere cool correctness, 
'=iiould have mariccd tlie recci)lion gi\-cii to 
Admiral .Sperr}- — a cordialit}' which mischiev- 
ous critics iiave not been slow to misinterpret. 
The libel that the fraternization ot Australians 
and Americans Avas symptomatic of a AA'eaken- 
ing of the tic betAveen Great Britain and her 
daughter country has been, almost unnecessar- 
ily, repudiated by Mr. Deakin. 1'he steps tak- 
en by the h'edera! Premier for a British naval 
\isit are in themselves sufficient to prove how 
l>aseless arc the calumnies which a certain 
])arty is not ashamed to invent for its own un- 
l^atriotic purposes. Mr. Deakin- is anxious- to 
silence those critics Avho are inclined to use 
the American -visit as an excuse for recalling 
how long a period has elapsed since an impos- 
ing Britisli naval force appeared in Australian 
Avatcrs. He recognizes fully the popular effect 
of a naval denionstration. To the exile under 
an exotic sim no sight is more inspiring than 
the entry into liarbor of a Jlritish sc[uadron. 
lie it in a small British colony or in a foreign 
port the si.ght of those dull grey monsters, the 
higiicst expression- of . human lorce, typical of 
the might and majcstj' of the race from Avhich 
he springs, quickens in the Englishnian feelings 
such as an antique Roman, settled -far aAVay in 
Dacia or in Spain, must have experienced on 
hearing tlie tramp of an Imperial legion. In 
Australia the position is not ([uitc analogous. 
The inhabitant ot proud cities such as Mcl- 
bourne'and .Sydney is never Avithout reminders 
of the grandeur of the Imperial idea, and of 
his part in the greatest political system of the 
Avorld. But even the Australian, little as he is 
inclined to a parochial view, Avould be glad of 
an occasional glimiise of Britain's naval poAver 
on an appronriatc scale. 

Nothing hr.t apiirov.'il, therefore, can be ex- 
pressed as lo Mr. Deakin's plan in the abstract, 
it is, indeed, unl'ortunate that the new disposi- 
tion of our r.aval force sliould liavc led largely 
to the neglect of those British States Avhich 
arc geographically far away, from the Home 
.Country. ' ^ .Titne .was when cvcvy^ part bf the 



Empire, however reniote, could depend on fre- 
cpient visits froni^men-of-wair, and could realize 
as by no olher- 'nieans;' the ' efficiiency ; vfith 
v/hich the British dominions Avere guarded. 
But times have changed. Without an enor- 
mous increase in our maritime force — an in- 
crease which would be difficult in the most 
favoring circumstances, and a reasonable ap- 
proach to Avhich is not to be expected from our 
present rulers — the, far-distant seas must be 
(Icnud'ecl of all.warships, beyond Ihe.small num- 
ber essential for police duties ahcl for emer- 
gencies. If a great struggle for naval su- 
pieniacy lie in the Avomb of the future, it is 
111 the waters of the Northern Hemisphere, 
.'Old not in those of the Pacific, mat it Avill be 
decided. Of the two great PoAvers nearest 
Australia, Japan is our pledged ally, the 
United States our very good friend. It is not 
there that danger lies. Australia's battles, as 
Avell as our OAvn, will be fought many thou- 
sands of miles from Melbourne and Sydney, 
'i'he tactical system so well suited to days 
Avhen the navies of Europe Avere feeble is 
obsolete in these times of gigantic shipbuild- 
ing i)rogr;mimcs oa the Continent. Our pow- 
er on tlie sea serious!}' compromised so far as 
the futuie is concerned, is not even nOAV so 
OA'crAvheliiiing, nor is the political aspect "of 
Europe so reassuring, that a great fleet can 
be spared for months on the other side of the 
Avorld. That these facts are, as a general 
proposition, appreciated in Australia we have 
little doubt. A sufficiently intelligent interest 
in naval ].)roblems, Ijoth of Imperial and of 
local dciencc, is not Avanting among tlic 
statesmen of the Conimonwcaltli, Avho are, in- 
deed, in that regard, in advance of; ;qitr; p>vn' 
Ministers, and Avc arc sure that tliey ' AVilj- 
recognize the facts in their true light, and' 
that no irritation Avill be felt in Australia if 
the Admiralty, as Ave expect, find it impossible 
li~ accede to tlie I''ederal Premier's proposal. 
It would, of course, be jjossible to send to 
Australia such a sipiadron as that wliieli Sir 
I'ercy Scott is to command on his mission to 
South A(nca. .. .But such a display of naval 
force wpitljl not be Avorthy of the Common- 
wealth. If Ave send a fleet to Austrajia at all, 
it must be tlie best avc can give. And for the 
present wc cannot spare it. ,

- It i.s confidehtly believed that there, is in 
store for this British visitor a brilliant political

Jispiratioiis thoroughly luiijcrstood by a man 
who will in all probai)ility have a hand in the 
shaping of the destinies o£ the empire and its 
component parts.

The advent of a 
Liberal Govcrnnicnf, Iiowevcr, will keep him 
at homo, for sonic years to conic. lie iiiav 
choose indeed to throw in his lot with the L'li- 
ionisj: party", and there are at least three of- 
fices 'iii the Brithl^ Cabinet for w^^^ he would 
be^ adriiirably suited, - tpi-d Milh'ei5,!s J..iiaiiie is 
fahiiliar enough to 'the TBritisli 'public^ bitt: per- 
sonally he lias yet to be introduced to it, for it 
is twenty-five years since "Alfred IVlilncr, 
Master of Arts," contested Harrow in the lib- 
eral interest. It cannot be doubted, however, 
that the more he is kiiown the more popular he 
will be. Certainly the Unionist party Avill gain 
in Lord Milner a valuable recruit to the num- 
bers of its 'first-class fighting men." 
'V Lord" ; Milner, as everyone knows, is a 
bachelor: ' .Hiis iiame' has never been associate 
ed,"'eVen'iri''' rumor,' with' any "not'imijossible 
she." Viscount Kitchener has been married 
again and 'again in popula:r report. • But gossip 
has becn'compelled to leave Milner' severely 
alone. It'is said indeed that he has never been 
in love. A stoiy is told how the subject of 
matrimony arose when Lord IMilner was once 
riding with a party of friends near Capetown. 
The'-High Commissioner surprised his fellow- 
cavaliers by saying "vyith a twinkle in his eye, 



"Well, you know I am engaged." Thereat 
(here was a general burst of ' spontaneous 
laughter. I<ord Milner turned with affected 
indignation on his friends saymg, ' What, do 
yow think I am too, ugly?" One httlc trait ot 
Milner's' personality |has never been mention- 
ed. He secms.^to^be en devoid of any 
taste in dress.; ''I^^^ of costumevhc 
seems tOj have not' the faintest concern. • He 
Avill wear . a frock coat and, a necktie withotit 
•any mutual kinship or congruity Avhatever. 
Many of his portraits illustrate this defect, 
which he shares with a large number of other 
distinguished men. VVell-groonied of course 
he always is, but his indifference to.r.^dress is 
quite remarkable. . . -.■ ; ' 

In, person Lord Milner .is .tall^ and sgtare, 
though not too, slightly bui^lt, r:The magnetic 
charm i whicli he- quite ujqcqtisciously exercises 
on all who arc brought into contact with him 
has often been remarked. During his ofucial 
life in London he seems to have been some- 
thing of a mystery. Tliose who remembered 
him, sa}' that there was soinctlung crvptic and 
reserved about his personal bearing, as llioutrh 
he were the repository of profound secrets 
which in no circumstances would he reveal. 
This, is not the impression, of the Milner as he 
was known in Soifth i' Africa Most people 
nuist-havc .been struck with, the : astonishing 
frankness, possibly, of course, a form of "new 
diplomacy," with which he would discuss all 
ihe prolilems of L:ipcrial pohiic.>. Nobody 
seemed to be less afraid of opening his heart 
and mind than the lii.gh Commissioner. 

Lord iMilncr Avas intensely hated by the 
Dutch as a body. But this hatred was entire- 
ly political. One could scarcely imagine how 
any mortal, whetlieir British or Dutch,' could 
feel any personal ^ 'diSlike ■qjf Lord Milner. 
Those' \yho heard jiim speak^-in the House of 
Lords must'liatc • ■been'' agfeeably surprised' 
\vith his oratoricaj ability. But m the capac- 
il}' of public speaker he was well known in 
vSouth Africa. Uc has a beautifully modulated 
voice, and his sentences, without being too 
literary and pedantic, arc always perfectly 
lurned. "I admit," he once said, "that there 
arc many cjucstions on which I have not been 
able to form an opinion at all ; and in that 
Greek State in which,, if I remember rightly, 
a man was bound toitake .* one -.side oi'jXtlje 
other, on pain of death,' I should have ha<1?'riiy , 
head cut off before I was twenty-five." 

Everyone knows that be acliievcd cxcejD-"' 
tional distinction at Oxford. But the great 
secret of Milner's life is that he has always 
been ready to accept and do justice to the posi- 
tions of honor and responsibility in which he 
has been successively placed. Llis iiuluslrv 
has always been remarkable. Work has been 
to him not only business but recreation. He 



seems to have been (|uite without hobbies, 
athletic, or musical or artistic. It is not cer- 
tain that he has ever played M\y game of any 
kind. In South Africa he rode much on horse- 
back: But even in this art he made very httlc 
progress; -He rddei-' it 13 true,- •vfearlessly-.^^^and ' 
recklessly, often to the^no small anxiety of thfc 
members of ' his staff who accompaiiied him. 
But his seat \vas"alvvays\of the loosest. • It is 
said that on one occasion, \vhen receiving a de- 
putation of Boers, he suddenly; ''fell from his 
horse, thereby spoiling the. imprfc^sive dignity 
of the oc'casion. ^ ' ^ if ' <

I\Iany stories ha\'e been told of his mode of 
life when he was Chaiiinan of the Board.of In- 
land Revenues/ .He would \vork;at his;pfiicial 
"duties fifteen or ■sixteen, j.jiours of- the ' day. 
Four or five hours' sleep .'Sufficed for him, and 
his only exercise was ai;brlcf early morning 
ride in the park. Hd' carried these habits witli 
him to South Africa, where severe application 
becomes more and more irksome, owing to' the 
climate, to ]iersons of European birth. Almost 
the first task he imposed on himself was to 
master the Dutch lan|;nagc, and to acquaint 
himself thoroughly with all the habits* 
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idiosyncrasies, and prejudices of the Cape 
Dutch. His conscientious devotion to this 
task aroused some anxiety among the Cape 
British. They suspected that it meant an un- 
due sj'inpathy on the part of the Imperial re- 
presentative to one section of His Majesty's 
subjects; Of course, nothing could be more 
absurd;) ; Sir ^iVlfred.1MiW was simply qualify-) 
ing hlinself -as-'usual'in Avay for 

the great responsibility he had assumed. 

Lord Milner owes his success mainly to his 
own abilities and industr3^ He began life 
without any advantages of birth or wealth or 
family influence. His father was a physician 
who had settled in Stuttgart, in Germany, and 
to this fact is due the statement, so often re- 
peate^d /by LordiMilne)^!s.,enemies, that; h^ 
German. ,HiSl:raotheriwas a;^ the 
daughter , of aa English MiajorrGerxf ral who 
was at one tirhc Governoi: of the Isle of Man. 
Both parents died long before young Alfred 
Milner had entered public life. lie had neither 
brother nor sister, and has, it is said, no near 
relative at all. 

Like other distinguished lucn, Lord ililncr 
served his apprcnticeshi|i to statecraft in the 
school of journalism. Thirty years ago Mr. 
Stead J and, Mr. Alfred Milner weret writing 
"Occasional Notes" for The Pall Mall Gazette. 
In those days iMilner was a long, thin, apathet- 
ic young 'man.- He affected no sports, such 
as an Oxford graduate might aspire to, but 
was an accomplished and persistent swimmer. 
Of the "copy" j\Iilner u.^ed to turn out ]\Ir. 
Stead says it was "the most untidy I have ever 
had to deal with. He sprawled all over the 
])aper." As a rule, r\Iilncr went about hi; daily 
tasks bareheaded. It is said that the onl}'- 
light article he ever wrote for the - newspaper 
was .the imaginary diary of a number of South 
Africahi^'sayages on a visit to Ldridon. He did 
it so well that many readers' considered' it the 
work of a savap^c chief. -r 

When I\Ir. Joseph Chamberlain resigned 
the Colonial Secretaryship Lord IMilner was 
asked to succeed him ; but he declined, believ- 
ing that his duty at that time was to remain in 
South Africa. 

Nearly two years ago now Lord Milner de- 
livered an important address -at -Manchester 
embodying a strong plea for Imperialism 'and 
Social Reform -vvhich it was instantly asserted: 
placed hinV in the front rank of British states- 
men. , 

The London Times referring editorially to 
the j\Ianchc.ster speech, 'said : 

"It is remarkable because at a time when 
party feeling runs high, he made no reference" 
whatever to the party polemics of the moment, 
for which he declared himself to have neither 
aptitude nor taste; and also because he dis- 
cussed the questions which really interest him 
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— those affecting the permanent interests and 
the very existence of the British empire — with 
a breadth of view, a gravity of statement, and 
a comprehensive sobriety which are only too 
rare among our public men.

GREAT PUBLIC SERVANT 

"'The late Sir lulward Hamilton was a dis- 
tinguished member of that silent hierarchy 
who, screened from public view, exercise con- 
siderable influence on our pul)lic affairs," says 
the Chronicle.

Mr. Gladstone watched over the national ex- 
penditure with the jealous scrutiny that a 
thrifty housewife gives to her household bills. 
Sir Edward Hamilton shared his passion for 
economy, and shared also his unselfish devo- 
tion to the nation's interests. lie was Gladr 
stone's private secretary during many strenu- 
ous years. The relations between him and the 
great statesman were ideal. Mr. Gladstone 
was an exacting and punctilious chief. But he 
was most generous in his appreciation of," "ef- 
ficient and devoted service. 'As to your ser- 
vices to me,' he wrote to Sir Edward Hamil- 
ton in 1885. 'they have been simply indescrib- 
able.' Sir Edward on his part cherished for 
Mr. Gladstone ah intense admiration, and he 
paid loving tribute to his memory in a charm- , 
ing monograph published in 1S9S. It may be 
said of Sir Edward Ilamiuon what he himself 
finely said about Mr. Gladstone, 'What he de- 
sired niost to find in men' was character ; in

LONG correspondence on "Ideals of 
^Marriage" has taken place . in the 
columns of the Daily Telegraph. In 
concluding this controv.ers_v, the 
Telegra])li says that "It has served a 
useful purpose. It has raised broad 
issues which- have remained .too long, .in., abey- 
' ance. It has set people thinking and talking 
on some of the gravest questions which affect 
the social and family life of this country. 
Above all, it has helped to bring home to the 
public mind and sympathy some faint concep- 
tion of the cnoriiKHis mass of married wretch- 
edness and misery u'liicli is ciiclurcd by sonic 
with patience — 'sad patience, too near neigh- 
bor to despair'— but by others with impatience 
and- indignation. No one can doubt that the 
latter class is in a majority, which is con- 
stantly increasing. The victims of unhappy 
marriages have l)e.Gfun to ask themselves why 
their chains should not he broken, and the 
usual answer relumed to them docs not seem 
■by any means conclusive. 

"The Lambeth f'jicyclical has i)roclainicd 
to the people of Ein;-laiul that the Church holds 
lu the strict letter of the Scrijnnre, and so far 
from consenting to countenance any increase 
of facilities for divorce, distinctly pronounces 
such -increase tip be 'terrible' and an evil to be 
fought -vvith ail the weapons at her command. 
Those whose hap|)incss has oecn wrecked 
must continue to suffer. Those who find that 
their marriage vows have bound them to part- 
ners with whom life is inloleraole must never 
look for escape. They must seek from religion 
strength to endure; they must practise a 
rigorous, and continual self-control. 'There 
lies thy cross j .beneath it meekly .bo.w'~such, 
is the answer of the Church to those who have\ 
turned to her for help atid . practical sympathy. 

"It will, indeed, be a lamentable, thing if 
over this question of the reform of the mar- 
riage laws Ciuirch and State find themselves 
ranged in open hostility. Yet tliat is Ijound to 
come if the Church takes its sfaiu! obstinatciv 
upon the ground that adultery alone is to be 
recognized as: the one .solvent of the otherwise 
indissoluble marriage bond. The general pub- 
lic opinion of our time — as is witnessed by the 
marriage laws of all other civilised and Ghrts- 
tjan countries — is against thar narrow view. 
•'Rarely, indeed, is anyone to be found in pri- 
vate life who refuses to admit that hopeless 
insanity ought to be considered a sufficient 
ground for the dissolution of a marriage which 
is no marriage. Desertion lasting over a cer- 
tain tei^m of years; confirmed drunkenness 



and confirmed ill-usage: who is there who is 
not in his heart convinced that tliesc arc crimes 
against marriage, whether considered cither 
as a holy ' sacrament or as a civil contrai^t, 
which are just a.s morally hateful and antir 
social as the sin of adultery itself? 

"The .fear of tJie Church, ;no doubt, has. al- 
ways been that if once the indissolubility 'b'f 
marriage is tampered with, there will be no 
stopping the loosening process, and lower es- 
timates of marriage will prevail with con.^c- 
tpicnt increase of scandal. We Jiave sufficient 
scandals of our own alrcach', as this corrcsijon- 
tieiicc has lirought to light, but the point is 
that the Cluircli, by its unbending attitude, 
promises to bring about the very evils which 
it deplores. The rightful place of the Church 
is by the side of the State in this matter— not 
in opposition to it. It should . guide the niar- 
riajjc law reform movement . in accorda.nce 
with the needs of suffering humanity, not set 
itself to thwart it. 

"The whole question of the marriaj^e laws 
is one of cxtraordinarv complexity — to pretend 
that it can be settled by declaring that adultery 
alone can sever the bond is to trifle with the 
facts. And . ihe complexity has been enor- 
mously intensified by the operation of the 
Summary Jurisdiction 'Act of 1895. The effect 
of that -A'ct has 'heen that in thirteen years 
some 80,000 separation orders have been 
granted hy the niagisiratcs, affecting, of 
course, 160,000 married peoi)ic. These per- 
s(Tns ha\'e been freed b\' the law from the 
active galling of their chains. The ill-assorted 
unions liave',been broken, liusband^ and 'vyiyes. 
now pursue, tllci.E, separate paths. ' But they arc 
debarred frdm.marryi ng again so long as their 
late- partners- are alive, and their freedom is 
illusory with respect to the tnost important 
step in which freedom can be exercised. 

"The .Act was passed through Parliament 
without adequate consideration, and it has 
brought into c.-dstcncc a new class of married, 
hut separated, men and women, v.'ho possess 
all the privileges of divorce save the freedom 
to marry again.: :>.V\^e. iindr men of magisterial 
e.xperience like' Dklf. 'Pldwlden urging that in 
these matrimonial cases citiicr full divorce 
should be granted or nothing, and .ficclaring 
that 'no big mistake would be made if the 
grounds which suffice for a judicial separation 
under the Act of 1895 were taken as the 
ground-work for obtaining a divorce.' 

"Such a jiroposition goes a long way be- 
yond what the moderate advocates of divorce 
law reform have been pressing for, but that is 



the natural outcome of ill-considered legisla- 
tion on important themes. Wc arc not at all 
sure that ]:)ublic opinion desires to see courts 
of summary jurisdiction endowed with the 
power of granting; full- divorce, > nor are.-we 
convinced that full di-vorce should be obtain- 
able on every ground for whica it is now'po.s- 
sible to obtain judici;il separation. But that 
the laws require amendment is clear. 

"Before they a'r6"atriehded, llMvevcr, a full 

inquiry shoul-'l be instituted by competent 
authorities, which should consider the whole 
problem from the \dew of the Church, and 
from the view of the individual. Whether 
these triple interests can be brought into har- 
niony one with another is, \v^ fear, tloubtful, 
especiall}' v.dien wc remember the references to 
divorce in the Lambe^}), Encyclical. It is not, 
in our opinion, a question of the exact interpre- 
tation of texts of Scripture, Imt of what is 
reasonably best for fr;ul humanity in this tor- 
tured world, when 'the. golden harp^ives out 
a jangled strain,'' afid ' Ipve Ti^s changed to' 
loathing." " , ' , 



Warning to London 



The Labor movement in English jiolitics 
dates back over thirty years. In the general 
election of 1874,, thirtecfli candidates contested, 
constituencies as direct representatives of trade 
unionism. Two — Alexander Macdomild and 
Thomas Burt — were successful. But with the 
repeal, in 1875, of the obnoxious Criminal Law 
Amendment Act of r87i, and tfic substitution 
of the Em])loyers' and Workmen's Act of 1875 
for the Master and .Servant Act of 1S67, tlu; 
movement appeared to subside, and altlioiigli 
:\lr. Burt has sat continuously for .Morpeth 
since his first election in 1874, he has been grad- 
ually absorbeddrtto- the Liberal party. In 1892, 
with the Liberal successes at the polls, seven- 
teen candidates directly representing Labor 
were elected, but lesv of these Labor inenibers 
survived the Conservative victory of 1895. In 
the parliaments of 1895-igoo and . 1900- 190G, 
Labor exercised but little influence, and except 
for Keir Hardie, who was elected to represent 
the mining constituency of Merthyr Tydvil in 
1900, there was not an openly avowed Socialis;: 
in parliament before 1906. Alarm and pa'-ic 
seized the Conservative party, and even nffectan 
Liberals, when in- Janiiary, 1906. the various 
Labor and Socialist organizations eighty- 
nine candidates into the field, and polled over 
half a million votes, h'ifty of these cnndidates 
were elected, thirty belonging to the Laboi 
party, which is avowedly Socialist, and the 
other twenty forming the trade union groups, 
which in the first two sessions of the present 
parliament sat and voted with tbc government.

NEFFICIEXT Londoners and how they 
are i^rodnccd is the subject of a very 
imi)ortant section of the Report of the 
Royal Commission on the Care and 
Control of the Fecble-minded-iri-Eng- 
land jecently. ' 
The commissioners made special inquiry re- 
garding the cases of 128 children (100 boys and 
28 girls), taken from remand- homes at hap- 
hazard, and in the case of forty children admit- 
ted to the residential homes of the Metropolitan 
Asylums Board. The results of these investi- 
gations present almost with brutality the social 
conditions from which fceble-mindedness pas.s- 
ing into pauperism and crime is bred. 

"Out of the hundred boys," says the com- 
missioners, "thirty-seven were graded as be- 
tween 'backward' and 'mentally deficient.' Out 
of the twenty-eight girls, sixteen were so grad- 
ed.- If these proportions are applied to the 
number of girls treated year by year as juvenile 
ofJendei's the seriousness of the question be- 
comes apparent. If we 'take the girls at the re- 
mand home who were under seven years of 
age, in the tlireo years they numbered thirty- 
two, of whom fifteen w-erc living in immoral 
surroundings ; and of .girls thirteen years of 
age, ninety-! hrec in all, fifteen were charged 
with stealing and larceny, ten with living in 
immoral surroundings, and thirty-six with wan- 
dering, etc. .As. me^itally defective, after six- 
teen or later, '-ihore than half .of these would be 
likely ^to come/iipon the ipitblic, authorities, dr. 
qiVyoluntary 'charity, for ' support. The same , 
would apply- taoy^r o'.ne-third of the boys under 
scven-^fofty-fwo' jiV'lall — of whom nine we're 
living in immoral surroundings and twenty- 
eight charged with, 'wandering'; while at the 
age of thirteen, in the three years 1902 to J904, 
there were 397 in the remand home, 11 1 charged 
with stealing, fifty-three with felony, six with 
living in immoral surroundings, and 139, with 
'wandering.' 

"Forty of these cases Iiave been specially 
investigated, and were put before us as illustra- 
tive of the conditions of degradation which arc 
thought to be productive of feeble-mindedncss. 
In the forty cases, fourteen fathers (35 per. 
cent) and ten mothers (25 per cent) were 
known to have been heavy drinkers. In two 
cases (s per cent) death took place as the result 
of drinking. Phthisis was found in eleven 
fathers (27.5 per cent) and seven mothers (17.5 
per cent). In ihe case of five fathers and one 
inother.it was aggnivatcd by alcohoHsu-i. Thus, 
of the total cases, 60 per cent were those of 



drinkers, ai,id 30 per cent of phthisical persons. 
Flagrant immorality was charged against si.K 
fathers (15 per cent) and seven mothers (17.5 
per cent). Of the 127 children under care, 
nineteen (14.9) were illegitimate, and seven- 
teen were deserted, many of -whom it might 
reasonably be concluded were illegitimate also. 
Eight fathers (20 per cent) had. been insane, 
and four mothers (10 per-c,eiit),.;of whom one 
had died in an asylum. Scyenifathers (17.5 per 
cent) and, /^ve mothers (i2,sJpeH cent),.had suf- 
fered frorn ; nervous disorders, V^^^^ '^^^^^^ 

"This evidence seems to the' commissioners 
to be conclusive on two oir three' points. The 

children charged with offences are juvenile of- 
fenders form a group large enough to merit 
special consideration. They should be exam- 
ined at an early age, and if mentally deficient 
should he kept under such conditions of educa- 
tion and supervision as -may, as ;far a4pdssible, 
prevent their ultimate, deperidefice' pn^ the cpm- 
mutiity. On the part of those .ch'arged with this 
dtity there should' be fco-operation with every 
other authority that may possibly know their 
history and home already. The circumstances 
of the family should be taken into account in 
any decision that may be adojited in regard to 
their future; and their education, from the point 
of view of self-control and habit, should com- 
mence early. Evidently they are not likely to

.siderable devcloi.>ment in the executive control 
of railways. 1-icre we have relied on competi- 
tion, and the Knglish lines were on the whole 
among the -best i£ not actually the best in the 
■world. " "But," he continued.' "competition is 
an instrument that is at this moment breaking 
in our hands." 

In Anglo-Sa.xon democracies neither State 
ownership nor State control had been over- 
r^uccessful. The best result could be attained 
by the eventual control of an enlightened pub- 
lic opinion, but in this country, unlike otiiers, 
V; we had no school which dealt with the trans- 
portation problem in its broad, economic, and 
I)olitical aspects, lie appealed to some of the 
younger jnen to come forward and stop the 
gap and enlighten ])ublic opinion. 

"Professor VVm. Ridgcw.iy. the President of 
the Anthropological Section', had very striking 
things to say to our legislators. 

"Within the United Kingdom itself," he 
.= aid, "there are not only different jdiysical 
lypes, but very different ideas respecting' mar- 
riage and. diyorca embodied in. the Jaws regu- 
lating- those fundamental institutions in Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Ireland. If such funda- 
mental differences exist in that most important 
of social institutions they might well expect 
that the natural laws which differentiate one 
race from anotiier may be at work within 
every comnuinity in the United Kingdom. 
,Yet though the world had been ringing with 
the doctrine of 'natural selection' and the 'sur- 
vival of the fittest' for nearly half a century no 
statesman ever dreamed of taking these great 
jirinciples into consideration when, devising 
any scheme of education or social reform. 

"On the contrary, it was a fundamental, as- 
.sumption in alh our educational and social re- 
foi ■ms that all men arc born with equal capaci- 
ties; that there was no difference in this res- 
pect between the average cliild of the laborer 
and those sprung from many generations of 
middle or upper class progenitors, and it was 
-held that all that was necessary to make the 
.children of the working classes equal if not 
superior to the children of the bourgeois is 
ihc same food, the same clothing, and the same 
educational advanta.ges. Jf the jjrcsent policy 
of our legislation is afllicrcd to, the moral ;uid 
the physical standanl of the I'.ritish citizen 
will steadily tleterioratc, for the ])u])ulation 
\\\U gradually come to consist of the posteritv 
of those who are themselves sprung from 
many generations of the most unfit. Should 
this unfortunately come to pass it will be the 
result of human pride refusing to apply to the 
human race the laws which inexorably regu- 
late nature." 

"Are we li\'i;!..'.;' on a world healed through- 
out by radio-thermal actions?" asked Profes- 
sor John Joly. This (juestion, one of the most 
interesting which has originated in the dis- 
covery that internal atomic changes may ])rove 
the source of heat, can only be answered (if it 
can be answered) by the facts of geological 
.science. Assuming' the case of a highly- 
licatcd interior of the earth, ho saw nothing* 
■to lead to a rejcctitni of the view that the 
present loss of earlli heat ma\' be r.carly oi- 
quite supplied by radium and future cooling of 
the earth controlled mainly bv llie deca\' of 
the uranimn. Judging from the surface rich- 
ness in radium of the earth and the present 
loss of terrestrial heat, it appeared not im- 
])robable that the earth Jias attained, or nearly 
attainecl, the final stage of cooling. 

Sir I-lorace Plunkett's address was on 
Science and the Problem of Riu-al Life. Me 
desired to establish the claim of a,griculture to 
;i wholly new jiosition in the domain of 
science, and the claim of science to a more in- 
Iclligent regard from those who applv its 
teaching to their industry. The problem of 
rural life was clamant for solution. The city 
captured increasingl}' the best elements in the 
country, iand this detcnninatioivof blood to' the 
|,i]iead became more ami more a threatening 
■'''System in our national life. The ])roblcm de- 
manded proper attention. The British Associa- 
tion depencled not upon its hi.gliest achieve- 
ments in the re.gion of ])ure science, but ui)on 
the degree in which it establislied and main- 
tained a mutually heljiful relationship between 
science and productive effort. Farmers were 
more backward in business than iii technical 
methods. • They wanted " organizing, but ,'co- 
operatibu for agriculture hat! a far higher aim 



than immediate business advantage. Its hcar- 
ing oh small holdings was a most important 
question. 

Everybody admitted that agricultural co- 
operation was beneficial in inverse proportion 
to the economic standing of the farmer, and 
that the isolated small holder would have a 
very doubtful prospect to face. Yet neither in 
Great Britain,"VvhereTsmaIl^holdings werc being 
multiplied, nor iri'Irelaiid; Avhere' the people 
were on the land, but where vast numbers of 
them had to be resettled on new holdings, had 
nearly sufficient thouglit been given to this as- 
jiect of the question. It was a matter of im- 
mense importance to consider whether the fam- 
ily should be the unit in our schemes for recon- 
stituting our rural social economy or whellier 
it would, not be sounder to treat communities as 
units. Otherwise they might preach co-oper- 
ation, but it would not be practiced. 

' Discussing why our chemical industries had 
proved a failure, Mr. F. S. Kipping gave these 
reasons: (i) The unSlatisfactory condition oi 
secondary education; (2) the nature of the 
training which is given to chemists in our uni- 
versities and other institutions ; (3) the insuf- 
ficiency of the time and money de\'Oted to re- 
search in the manufacturing industries ; (4) the 
lack of co-operation between manufacturers 
and men of science. "The shadow of the 
cypress rests upon our • chemical trade, and 
manufacturers do not see their way to employ 
chemists; students are not attracted to chemis- 
try as a profession because there are so few 
openings; without an ample and increasing sup- 
])lv of such students chemical industry must 
contiiuie to declin

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HERE has just occurred in Paris an 
event unprecedented in the history 
of the world, says Public Opinion. 

A man in Paris was talking and 
another man 310 miles away heard 
wdiat he said. If there had been a 
■vvirc stretched .between them we should have 
— no, not understood it better, but should have 
been less surprised. But they were connected 
only by that which cohnccts all tilings in the 
universe, the ether, and it was by iTieans b£ this' 
that they conversed. The man in Paris'ispoke 
into a receiver joined with some wires strung 
up the Effiel Tower. The other man was just 
as far away from him as he could get to the 
westward, at the jumping place of France, the 
cape of Raz de Scin, near Brest. How the mir- 
acle was accomplished is explained, in so far 
as it can be explained, in the Independent, by 
one of the men who accomplished it. 

"Nowadays inventors do not rest on tlieir 
laurels. Simultaneously with the announce- 
ment of this triumph, the French naval officers 
who have achieved it express their intention 
of doubling the distance within a few months. 
The new Metropolitan Tower in New York, 
the tallest building in America, is being fitted 
up with apparatus for conversation with its 
only superior in the world, the Eiffel Tower in 
Paris. But our minds have been so rapidly ex- 
panded in recent years by a succi..-..iion of mar- 
\ els oi increasing magnitude that nobody ques- 
lioiis 'whether.' and all that is asked js 'when?' 
Yei this is a inuch more wdnderful thing than 
the catching of the dots and dashes of artificial

Still, wireless tcle- 
pliohy is not- much behind wireless telegraphy, 
and may overtake it.

W'o must return to 
the okl beliefs, the old sanctions. \Yc must 
restore the wijrd 'duty" to our dictionaries and 
text books and 'Thou slialt not' to our deca- 
logue. Every crime of violence of which the 
motive is either obscure or trivial is in itself a 
condemnation of the principles on which the 
character of the nation today and tomorrow is 
being trained and formed. 

"r«y all means let us orgaiii/.e an efficient 
detective jsysteni. I!y all means let us study 
degeneracy and the means whereby it may be 
counteracted. But above and bevond all. let 
us not flinch from teaching that man is a rc- 
siiunsible animal, with rights conditional on his 
respecting the rights of others, and that the 
life of man is a sacred thing, since man is niMilc 
in the imiige of ( iorl. It is the religious, not 
the mere ethical, sj)iriL on which we must relv 
if civilization is not to relapse into cultivated 
barbarism." 

So wriles the Observer, led thereto by the 
v^e\'eiioak's murder. 

"W'e re(|iiire," thinks llie (Observer, "a 
central bureau to which lull information of anv 
crime should at once be ftu'warded, and which 
should have the duty to lake the case in hand 
without awaiting the appeal of the local police 
for assistance. And a main function of this 
bureau should be the study of criminar psy- 
chology, in order that the all-important ques- 
tion of motive may be scientifically studied. 
Rather than the deductive methods of Sherlock 
Holmes, we require sound inductive reason- 
ing on a basis of Lombroso. ' 

"It is when motives arc cither entirely 11011- 
e.xisleut, so fru' as is known, or arc of so trivial 
a nature that mankind instinctively feels it im- 
possible thill the awful guilt of murder can lia\'o 
l)ocii incurred on so small a teniplation that the 
best detective in the world, unless he has ap- 
])roachcd the subject of crime from its psycho- 
logical side, may well be baffled," adds the Ob- 
server. "It is just this kind of crime "\yhich Ave 
believe to be on the. irtcrease, arid . just this 
reason which we belieyc to opierate'ih the-im-- 
punity with which it is committed,' . , , . 

"A generation intolerant of resti*aint, im- 
lialieiit of di.sappointmcnt or denial, taught to 
regard self-advancement in material good as 
the chief end of existence, deprived, to all ef- 
fectual extent, of the responsibility imposed by 
reli.gious belief, holds, as it may be expected to 
hold, human life a great deal cheaper than it 
has ever previously been held in Christian 
countries and in Christian times. It is not the 
burly brute, callous to suffering of men or ani- 
mals, who is the most common type of mur- 
derer today.' It is rather the clerkly stripling, 
cduoited'at the cost of the state to the point 
which makes him egoist supreme. Woman is

"l.itlle'by little the law .has been ad justed. .to 
the various tra<rcs; -That. operation -has not 
taken place without considerable friction and 
some agilalion. The inconvenience, however, 
causetl by the new slate of things has been 
singijlarly exaggerated. 

' "Parisians have now and then discovered, 
with some anno3'aiice, that the nearest post- 
office was closed, and that to send a telegram, 
they had to go a little further than usual. But 
they soon found out that the list of offices 
closi'd and of those kc\)l o[)en had not been 
drawn up arbit raril\'. but according to a regu- 
lar M'stem to which it was easy to adapt Ihcir 
iuiliiis. They had the satisfaction, besides, of 
feeling that the measure by which they had 
been teniporarily inconvenienced was likely t"o 
result in the lowering of the statistics of mor- 
ality from consumption among some of the 
most sorely tried servants of the State. 

"Again, foreigners in Paris may have felt 
some regret at seeing the traditional gaiety of 
llie town considerably dimiuislied on a vSun- 
day. The aspect of the boulevard at ju'csent 
diii'in.g the daytime on Sunday is virtually that 
(if a pro\'iiicial eapilal. The I'aris .Suiuhn'', as 
fai- as the life and nio\'eiiicnt the streets is 
concerned, is now ;dniosl :is dull as the ],on- 
don Sinuki)'. This may be a disappointment 
to some tourists, but a moment's reflection 
tempers their regrets Hvhh the thought that 
thousands of Parisians arc enjoying an outing 
at Meudon, at Saint-Germain, or in the Forest 
of Montmorency. ' 

"In the very heart of Paris, however, one 
vast agglomeration of workpeoi^lc had not yet 
satisfactorily benefited by the law. BasL.'\pril 
the I 'refect of Police si.gncd a decree deciding 
that the fruit and vegetable stalls at the Ccn- 
tr.'il Markets should be closed on Mondays, 
from Sept. 7 to the first Monday in i\Iay, so 
as to give the market employees a weekl}' 
holiday. Middlemen and the grape-growers 
protest against the application of this mcasurei 
But the authorities are now used to protests of "

ERHAPS the ' paper of most gen- 
oral- interest at the Brhish As- 




sociation," thinks the Observer, 
"lias been that of I^rofessor 
Ridgeway, who, speaking in the 
.'\ntbropological section, added 
one more to the many warnings recently given 
against the tendencies of modern socialistic 
legislation, which fall ' witlj especial severity on- 
the middle class---'whicli^in 'airvages has been 
the mainstay of evcfy%tia.te'— at'^;once discour 
aging marriage and restricting the birth-rate' 
among the class which, from the eugenic point 
of view, il is most des'irable lo perpetuate. The 
lecturer could foresee no other end than the 
steady deterioration of the race. 'Should this 
unfortunately come to pass it would be the re- 
sult of luinian jiride refusing to apply to the 
human race the laws which inexorably regulate 
all nature.' 

"The conclusion is very pessimi.stic, and we 
do not learn from the repoHs that Professor 
Ridge\vay has taken much account of the fact 
thai this jirocess of the gradual recruiting of 
the middle and upper classes by the lower-^and, 
as he would say, the less fit — has been going 
on during llie whole course of Western civiliza- 
tion, il is notorious that the House of Lords 
is, in the heraldic sense, a modern assembly ; 
lhat, in spite of every inducement which wealth 
and case can offer for the perpetuation, of its- 
ranks, it is invariably tending to die out, and 
would die out but for the creation' of ^ncw peers 
of middle-class, or even of lowly, bngin. Yet 
it would he difficult to maintain seriously that 
on the whole the I'.nglish race of today is not 
an improvenienl on what it was a century or 
five centuries ago. 

"I I is certainly vain f(.u' Professor Ridgeway 
to entreat us to jiermit the huv of natural selec- 
tion to have fair play in the social organism. 
The proposal is incompatible with everything 
wo mean by civilization.'. It would meari' the 
shutting up of hospitals and workhouses ; it 
would encourage war and accentuate its barbar- 
ities ; it would wipe out that half of the statute 
book which is designed to prevent oppression 
and cruelty; it would even render the practice 
()f medicine an anti-social j^rofcssion, as lend- 
ing to keep the unfit alive to be a burden on 
their stronger neighbors. We have elected to 
dejiart from a state of nature and to recognize 
laws of superior validity to those which regu- 
late the brute creation. 

"Professor Ridgeway advises legislators to 
'conform to the principles of the stock breeder 
anxious to rcaV;. the fin'eist horses, cattle,' or 
sheep.' But ' when" a 'man breeds horses he 
breeds for a particulap quality-^4-streiigth or 
swiftness. No doubt, if we sct-oUr^elves'to prb-^^^ 
duce a race of Marathon runners, or of prize 
fighters, we could do it. But what we call a 
high, typo of human being is a creature so un- 
certain and elusive, composed of elements so 
unstable and contradictory, that he could not 
possibly be produced to;"^p5^.^{|^||[t|j!)!guId. be ■ 
easy enough, by the ruthless' niearis^'which'Tro- 
fessor Ridgeway seems to countenance, to im- 
prove the physique of the race enormously ; but 
would the result of the experiment be men or 
only muscular brutes?"

/"The interior . of the earth still appears tin- 
conquerable, the greatest lacuna, of our know^ 
ledge.

We have only 
scratched the surface so far, and can merely 
guess at the wealth that may lie beneath us.

The hero of the latest experiments in wire- 
less telephony is Lieut.-Connnander Camille 
Tissot, of whom the Independent writes thus: 

"Lieut. -Commander Tis'sot, of the French 
navy, is one of the most highly educated sci- 
entific officers of the French navy. While 
still a youngrnan,,and in active service he look' 
a university master's degree in the physical 
sciences, -which subject he teaches at , the 
French Naval School at Brest. As early, as 
i8g6, and while still ignorant of what Lodge 
and Alarconi were doing in the same field, he, 
was busy on the problem of wireless tele- 
graphy, and in 1898 succeeded in establishing 
couimunication between the B'rcnch coast, and 
the Island of Ouessant, in the vVtlantic, thus 
creating the first wireless station in France. 
In 1900 he provided the French men-of-war 
with apparat'as which enabled them to com- 
municate with one an'other at-ai^tlistance of 
some sixty miles.- Since then hVh'as b'^eiri con- 
tinually at work in efforts to improve the 
methods for the measuring of soxtnd waves. 
In 1902 he was awarded a prize by tlje,. French; 
Academy of Sciences, and in 1905 'the'^^'^'tlfiii' 
versify of Paris gave him the degree, on cxam-^ 
ination, of Doctor of Sciences, summa laude. 
Mis most recent scientific ^york has been in 
what he calls '.Syntony,' whdre he has obtained' 
remarkable results." -• • ^ ■

No country in modern times has had 
n more favorable opportunity for occupying 
the liigiicst point in national greatness as 
i.pccdiiy as is now open to Japan, wlio appears 
to command all the elements of success. As 
the world judges greatness, a nation can onl}^ 
b.ejjQfiie .powerful .and influcntnii (i) through 
siiccess in war, and (2) by the development of 
its natural resources and the hidividual capa- 
bilities of its people. Japan has secured the 
first of these prizes, what of her pros|)ect of 
gaining' the second, without which sh.c coidi! 
not hope to retain licr influence m tlie Far 
Easlf? 

It is extremely difficult to >!istitutc a suit- 
able basis of statistical comjiarison between 
Japan and Western nations, with the. object of 
reaching a clear conclusion as to their res- 
pective situation on moral questions. The 
■same may be :'.aid of any effort to institute 
such comparisons among Western nations. 
^„ The moral condition of a comnuniity can 
■'- hard'y he gau;;{cd by the average number of 
crimes it commits, as such comparisons pro- 
duce, astonishing inconsi.stcnclcs. fn suicide, 
for instance, the delightful city of Dresden, 
,<".;di1rtin'gtushed ■among-t-tlic cities of Eairdpe .fbr 
Gttltiii-c, educatidii/'stience' ahdl- art, almost 
holds the record, while Lisbon, in so many 
ways inferior to Dresden, is almost exempt 
from this crime. If the proportion of convicird 
criminals in a population be taken as the 
.standard, then \\'estcrn civilization, as rc]jre- 
sented b}' several European nations, nnist be 
pronounced a failure. Japan presents a niost 
favorable record in all such .respects .as cbni- 
paired .i^vith' other Povycrs, although thejjyritef

, . •■filndividuals and.iijations must be judged vby 
the larger good.jimithelrtjCOQiposifeionirrather' 
than by the lesser evil.. It riiay'vbe possible to 
agree upon a national standard of recognitioi! 
on other lines than its [)rowcss in Avar. Thus, 
has a nation a.i opportunity of cxjircssiiig a 
Iiealtiiy public oj^inion arc its statesmen liigh- 
minded and honorable; is legislation and the 
general administration of public affairs calcul- 
ated to improv'e the conditions of the great 
ni£tsseS;Of the people; are the public'itfeals as- 
represented by the Press and rlic educational 
systerir; calculated to awaken the better na- 
tures of the people? In these respect.-' Great 
liritain, the United States, (icrrnany, I'rancc, 
and Canada, .irc not found lacking. And one 
can say, without fear of contradiction, tliat in 
ever}' one of them Japan is equal 10 any of 
these countries. The Japanese authorities arc 
determined to crush out any laxity of commer- 
cial morality in mercantile circles, and they 
arc receiving the imanimous- -co-operation of 
the Chambers of Conmierce and the manufac- 
turers' associaiions. In an infringement of a 
Avcll-known trade mark, although the i)laintiff 
failed on a legal teciuiicaiity to establish his 
claim for protection, the Patent Office admin- 
istration stepped in and protected the, rights of 
the foreigner. This act of good faith on the 
part of the Go\'crnmcnt shoidcf lie accepted as 
CA'idcnce of a desire to "do unto others as yc 
woidd that others should do unto you." 

■ Itiis unnecessary to make further reference 
to Japan's magnificent educational system, ex- 
tending from the primaiy schools, which con- 
tain a larger percentage of children than those 
of any other coiuUry in tlio world, nor to the 
technical grammar schools, colleges, and im- 
perial University, which are crowded. The 
statistics of crime bear most favorable com- 
parison- with- an _v Western nation, from the 
freedom of insult, even of nnattenrlerl women, 
in atiy part' of Japan b}- day or night, to llic 
absence of offensive or objectionable conduct, 
dnmkcimess or (pnirrelling upon the |)ul)lic 
streets, from the uniform res|)cct with which 
foreigners are treated everywhere, to the recog- 
nitiou of Civil LaAv as the paramount aitthority. 
This condition of public affairs exists notwith- 
standing the irritation created by the insulting 
references to Japan which have appeared in so 
many Western papers, apd arc cabled to the 
Japkrieste Press from tim.c to time. 

I may be asked whether there is not an in- 
creasing anti-foreign sentiment in the empire. 
There are marked differences of fi]nnion on 
•'..this question. The Ja])anesi> thenisehes will 
not acknowledge the existence of any such 
feeling, ami, as a niatlci' of fact, there is no 
evidence of anj'thing of the kind in ordinary 
social, commercial, or official life. .Persistent 
inquiries amongst the Japanese meet with the 
studiously polite suggestion that p0rhap.s .the 
foreigner has mistaken the national s'clf-as- 
scrtiveness for an anti-foreign feeling. 

A national self-assertivencss is uutlonhtcd- 
ly evident. There is a general desire to trans- 
act, the business of the empire, and to manage 
..all local and domestic affairs without the con- 
:Hrol of foreigners. No reasonable critic will 
presume to say that this is not' coirinieiidablc. 
Foreign firms have been cstablirihcci in Japair 



for half a century, and enormous fortunes 
have been accumulated, by foreigners ^inv7,;thc 
transactioii of^busine'ss Ijctvveen, Japan andlthe 
outside Avorld. ' Yet it can hardly be "argued 
that an uninterritpted monopoly for a' titiic 
shall extend to perpetuity.- The Jap>mese are 
learning to manage their own business. If 
they were not doing so, there would probably 
be less anti-Japanese spirit ainong certain for- 
eigners. It is not unlikely, hnwe\er, that the 
expression, "Japan for the Japanese," is find- 
ing a place in the thought of all classes in the 
empire. '.^,T|iis^is, pei;fe^^^^^ .view ..,of 

tiie. fact that a stmilinshibBolet^ ut- 
tered in many other .countries, hipre especially 
during the discu.ssioh bttlie' Japanese question. 
Thoughtless demagogues who liave apjiealcd 
to nali(mal prejudice in their own country 
must be prepared to accept . the consequences 
that ma}' overtake their fellow countrymen 
elscwdiere. 

In view of the prcjuilices Avhich for various 
reasons are running riot just now against Ja- 
pan, it Avill be inatter for thankfulness if a 
strong anti-foreign sentiment is not called in- 
to existence as a serious factor in the national 
life of the empire. "The urijust criticisms, the 
offensive sneers and innuendoes, the absolute- 
ly tnifoiuuled statements, the (leterniincd ef- 
forts to pl;icc a stigma of inferiority on the 
race — such contluct, if continued, is n(.)f un- 
likely sooner or later to have a serious influ- 
ence on tlie minds of the Japanese masses. 
Those' responsible for provoking such retalta 
tioiT are incurring a serious responsibility. It 



tcrprisc, and serious financial difficulties might 
llaye■'ensued.^^■^SMch<;a1 result must obviously 
have sei'iously'ia'ffectedi^t general' interests of 
the empire'. , . '' 1 

This Avas particularly the case with those 
Avho had embarked upon the somewhat treach- 
erous enterprises connected with shipping, 
Avhosc coniijetilion was resented by those al- 
ready in tlie field, and a combination of foreign 
influences might easily have crushed tlie'Jap- 
anese out of existence. This would have been 
a national misfortune, which the. government 
could not tolerate, and it'thercfore-came to the 
assistance of H'arious doimestic steamship coin- 
l)anies by means of subventions and subsidies 
on the basis of tonnage, general accommoda- 
tion, and distance journe3'ed. The result has 
been eminently satisfactory, inasmuch as Jap- 
anese steamship lines , to F.uropc, America, 
Australia and yVsiatic ports have become es- 
tablished upon a ])crnianent and .satisfactory 
basis. Not unnaturally .the Japanese lines 
have a special attraction for their OAvn people 
who desire to -see their own. companies suc- 
ceed, and consequently patronize them, other 
things being fairly equal. But the Japanese 
will not prefer the local lines unless they are 
cfpial to the foreign .■steamships in every par- 
ticuhnv In that their jjatriotism is no stronger 
th.in oin- own. They arc f|uite as human as 
the peojdes of the ^^'est, If the foreign com- 
panies keep up the standard, and ofl'cr as fa- 
vorable rates, they will find there is an ample 
share- of the trafhc yet Avithin their reach, no 
matter Avhich flag may : be^rcarried;:-.' " .Foreign 



nection with government assistance to private 
enterprises in Japan. There the maximum .ad-c- 
vantage has been Avith the public, and not \vith' 
those to Avhom government assistance has been 
rendered. 

Upon the question of steamship subsidies, 
which form a special subject of anti-Japanese 
criticism, it may be said that France, Germany, 
Austria-Hungary, and .Russia do likewise — all 
their shi])ping policies being based on an ad- 
mirable system of subsidies to their own'-':»nar. 
tional lines. This is not done so .much'jin 
providing fast mail services, , as, ^idvia,!iiV5bw; to, 
meet the more necessary cdtiiiriercial 'feiquii'e- 
ments and encouraging the expansion of for- 
eign business. That Avhich Furopean govern- 
ments have done for years, and which has had 
not a little to do with the expansion of Euro- 
pean trade in the East, may surely be done by 
the government of Japan. For the i-nost ob- 
vious reasons, it is imperative that Japan shall 
possess an adequate commercial fleet. Cir- 
cumstances may arise under Avhich her fate 
might depend, upon the control of great mari- 
time interests being centered in the govern- 
ment of the da}'. Over foreign shipping the 
necessary authority — necessary to the life of 
the nation — could not he exercised. Thus, 
outside the purel}' commercial aspect of the 
case, [lublic interests demand an early ex- 
pansion of Jap.anese steamship services. 

Why should Japan not assist her own peo- 
ple- to the fullest possible extent that may be 
necessary to promote their oavu commercial 
and .mercantile interests?. Is she unde.r any 
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is charitable to lio|)c that they do not realize 
the foi-cc or effect of their ac;itation. Jaf);ui 
has clone nothing to deserve such denuncia- 
tion at the hands of any community in the 
world. The empire has repudiated none, of its 
international obligations. The government of 
the country has committed no political crime. 
The only change in the conditions existing 
when the first Japanese loan was issued, in 
the beginning of luistilities with Russia, is that 
llic einpii-c has ahuiulanliy proved its ;il)ility t'l 
e.'irry its war-debt. Ja])ancse statesmen. |)uh- 
lie rc])rcsentatives, and the press lni\-e all |ire- 
servecl a dignified altitude in the face of tiie 
campaign which has been so assidtiously or- 
ganized against the nation. They have pur- 
sued the even tenor of their way, unmindful of 
the efforts to destroy confidence in the na- 
tional honor. 

The interest that the aulhcjrities are ac- 
cused of taking in the efforts of the Japanese 
engaged in extending the trade of the empire, 
is a subject of considerable criticism, and is 
regarded as an unpardonable affront by West- 
erners. \\'hate\'er else the a<lniinist!-at ion 
might be justified in doing, it is ru-gued tiiat 
the line should be drawn at the point of active 
particijjation in the S])eeial iiUcrests of their 
own pcfjple. l''orc:ign critics, by inference ;it 
least, ])ro])ounil the ge'iier.-il principle tli;it the 
Japanese govci-nnient has no right to eiicoui-- 
age and assist the individual efforts of iai>an- 
ese, who should be left to the tender comi)cti- 
tive mercies of foreign cqmpanles or traders 
who have monopolized Eastern trade for so 
mai-iy years. 

It would be ipterestin^ . to meet a single 
substantial argumpiit virhy the Tokio govern-, 
ment should liot do all in their power to assist 
their own people in establishii]g..'thclr business 
connections, either flomestic or foreign, upon a 
prqfitable basis. Until a comparatively recent 
pcriddi cai)ifal was confined to ;i very limited 
circle in Jai)an. With the start which these 
few sectired in the earl}- histoi-y (jf the cni[jire 
un(h;r the iicw conditions, it was nc^t iniprob- 
able that their wealtli would increase Ijeyoiid 
all reasonable comparison with that of the 
general community. 'Unless the government 
had' come, to the rescue of those otvtsidc this 
limited plutocracy, Avhose capital Avas insuf- 
ficient to meet the cnonnonsly increasing de- 
mands of trade c.Ntcn.sioii, foreign competition 
would have swaniped every new national en- 



shipowners have a remedy in their own hands 
against any assistance afforded by the Japan- 
ese government to Japanese lines. All they 
have to dojs to keeii pace with the, demands of 
the times. 

There is no reason wliy this rpicstion 
should not be ilcalt with in perfect frankness. 
Various reasons arc advanced why the Japan- 
ese government shotild not assist their own 
people, even when the fiucstion means so 
much in the genera! progress of the empire. 
The suggestion that governments should re- 
frain from rendering assistance in legitimate 
expansion is naturally a Avidc question. Par- 
liament, enacts high customs duties in the in- 
terest of manufactures; or, perhaps, sul)sidiscs 
the construction of a public mode of convey- 
ance, or advances a loan with the same object 
in view. 'I'he general policy ihril. Parliament 
should not be a i-ncdium for the creation of 
private fortunes shcnild lie accepted ^vithout 
(piestion. Yet one country may go farther 
than .-mother in the .-ipplieation of the i)rinci- 
ple of government i)arentalism. flow far Ja- 
jiaii should go it is not necessary to say. The 
Japanese must settle that question, themselves. 
The government.has sent young.men .o£ prom- 
ise to Europe and Awerica to be initiated into 
every phasrofrindustrjal life. When they have 
returned and commenced operations in Japan, 
llie .government has. patronized them for re- 
(piireinents that may hitherto have had to be 
imrchased in foreign countries. For a new 
country this can scarcely be said to be mijus- 
li liable, ('.overnment everywhere is carrieel on 
in the general interests of the subjects of each 
])articular state, more especially when by any 
possibility, the ^ir.ect'pteresls of .the subject 
conflict',\yith^th6sej.of "tlj^^ foreigner.; With 
that pri'tKiple :.it' Js^dlfficult^ 1:o , quarrel. All, 
contending poliiical parties in every country 
have the same object — the .special protection 
of the individual interests of their own coun- 
trynicn — although there may Ijc differences of 
o|iinion as to how that p.-U'tictilur end is to be 
reached. It .sometimes ha[)pens, under these 
circumstances, that shrewd manipulators take 
advantage of the times, and use the occasion 
to advaiice their persoiial intei^estS!Un,d.er ..ythc 
guise of promoting publiij nece.ssities.' Parlia- 
ment then becomes a medium of public rob- 
bery. •Fortunately for the honor of all con- 
cerned, however, there is no suggestion that 
anything of the kind) has taken place in con- 



obligation to allow all domestic enterprises to 
be subservient to the interests of foreigners? 
There can be no questioit but that' she has ex- 
hibited rare judgment in taking advantage of 
the accumulated experience of other countries. 
'Phere is also no doubt that foreign nations ap- 
preciated the compliment that Japan was pay- 
ing Western nations in the adoption of so 
many of their customs. If, however, she liad 
assumed no responsibilities toAvard the out- 
side world, it might have been quite in order 
for the government to allow f(.ireign nations to 
continue to exploit the Imsincss of the empire; 
but Ja])an has assumed tremendous financial 
obligations in the money markets of the Avorld. 
The prospect of meeting thcin depends on the 
de\-elopment of all the .-ivailablc resoin-ces of 
the empy'c at the earliest possible period. And 
this can be accomplished much sooner by the 
government rendering assistance, in some 
form, or another, to their own people. The 
])ractical side of the question must be left to 
the wisdom and judgment of Japanese states- 
men. So far, they have greatly minimised the 
commercial crises which frequently follow in 
the train of enormous wdv e.;;)cnditurc. Ill 
this, also, Jaj).'!!! has learned a very useful les- 
son from Furo])e. P>ut unfair criticism might 
conceivably destroy public confidence in her 
financial stability, and bring about the very 
evils so far ha])pily avoided. It is extremely 
difficult to be patient towards the concerted ef- 
feort to weaken the commercial and monetary 
institutions of Japan, 

As already explained, her future depends 
upon the expansion of her industrial life. With 
the utilization of domestic products, the impor- 
tation of raw material, and the discovery of 
markets for her manufactures, Japan' sfinancial 
stability is uncpiestipnably involved. The gov- 
ernment, among other things, is assisting to 
find thfse markets, in both East and West. 
Other countries arc doing likewise, notably the 
United States and Canada. I have met: repre- 
sentatives of the former, actiA'ely engaged in 
the jM-osecutioii of their official duties, through- 
out Europe, Africa, .Australia, and Asia, whose 
rei)orts keep the mercantile life of the republic 
in touch with commercial possibilities every- 
where. 

My own country, the Dominion of Canada, 
has long been profitably engaged in searching 
foj favorable markets for Canadia^i products. 



This.quest was made necessary by the tariff 
C enacted at.tWash by Mr. McKinley's ad- 

ministration; 'clesighed as it Avas to protect, the 
people of the Western United States against 
the competition of Canada, Avhich practically, 
closed avenues for the sale of Canadian com- 
modities that had been open from time im- 
memorial. This action of Congress forced the 
Canadian government to seek markets else- 
where in order to avoid a sevdrc financial cri- 
4sis . whicho,wpuld,-haye;; carried • disaster in all 
.directiprfe^jiSin'ce^^ Parlia- 
, ment, laas'iAroted iappra^^ -for the 

purpoise- 'of sending represfentatives to every 
continent in order to find openings for Cana- 
dian products. And the result, taken in con- 
nection with the active emigration policy, is 
the enormous addition to the trade and com- 
merce of the Dominion of the last few years. 
No one will contend that Canada Avas not jus- 
tified in adopting this policy in the interests of 
the agricultural and ihdustrial life of the coun- 
try. 'And if Ave are justified in directly pro- 
moting the individual interest^ bf Canadians, 
suVely Japan cannot reasonably be blamed for 
adopting a similar policy, only varying in de- 
tail, to promote the interests of her own peo-' 
pie. Wc can stirely afford to acknowledge 
that those of a man's household have the first 
claim on his consideration, and if this is true 
as applied to individuals,' it" is equally applic- 
able to nations. 

History teaches us that many serious wars 
have arisen from exceedingly trifling circum- 
stances. Individuals or communities, Avho as- 
sist in fanning .the smouldering embers of na- 
tional hatred:intpfa,lurid;:flatnc,-, might better 
pray for the : mountains and'rocks. to fall on 
them,, than that they should continue their 
dangerous agitation. Fortunately, in these 
times, no matter how loud popular clatnorvniay; 
be, or how intense national anger, riespoiisible' 
statesmen shrink from adopting any course 
likely to lead to the appalling arbitration of 
the sword. It may suit the sensational news- 
mongers of the world to allege that Japan is 
inclined to a bellicose policy, but no one can 
enjoy ail ^ intimate acquaintance ' Avith her ji 
statesmen -Avith'bvit being convinced that noth- 
ing but extreme necessity Avill ever prompt a 
departure from the policy to exhaust all the 
resources; of : civilization before engaging in 
another w^'. 

Yet one can never tell when war clouds 
may appear on the horizon! The surest . pre- 
ventative in any case is to get read}'- for the 
storm in times of peace. Japan is doing this, 
like every other Great Power. She dare not 
be any exception in this respect. There is not 
the least danger of war between Japan and 
any Western nation on the question of racial 
equality. Statesmen and diplomatists Avill 
prevent, that. ; B,ut_therc are ebullitions of na- 
tional sentiment, which neither statesmanship 
noY diplomacj^^can control; When one nation 
endeavors to place a stigma of inequality on 
another in an offensive.Avay, a inost unpleasant 
international situation is likely to arise. In 
some Avays this is even more disturbing than 
actual Avarfare. War lets loo.sc rival passions, 
but the explosion is followed by less national 
bitterness than if the feelings had not been al- 
lowed expression. A circumscribed antipathy 
that festers like a cancer in the public mind, 
only finding expression in commercial warfare 
and national boycptting, :niay:.be,p£,such far- 
reaching magnitude 'in its' indirect "results, as 
to be almost as deplorable as Avar. Such a-; 
situation is not subject to the control of. 
statesmanship or diplomacy. It is a possibil- 
it}' which commercial interests everywhere 
demand should be aA'oided at all costs. 

The defensive alliance between Great Bri- 
tain and Japan is more likely than almost any 
other incident of modern times to preserve 
the peace of the Avorld. Neither of the great 
contracting parties could have entered into an 
alliance with any other nation Avith such cer- 
tainty of result assured, and it is an alliance 
of Avliich every loyal subject of King Edward 
has reason to be, proud, Jaftan possesses an 
army of renowned vejt.erans, aM is safe to 
say that no people will wilfully seek an oc- 
casion to force these soldiers' on 'the field of 
battle ag.ain. On the other liand, the British 
navy remains supreme among the Western na- - 
vies. It Avould be impossible to effect any 
other combination of national strength having 
a force and power equal to the united naval 
and military forces of Great Britain and Japan. 
P'or that reason there is justification in the 
statcnient that the Anglo- Japanese Alliance is 
essentially calculated to preserve the Avorld's 
peace. 

From every standpoint, it seems to me, the 
paramount duty of the West lies in cultiA-^ating 
a spirit of generosity and appreciation tOAvards 
Japan. As a race we shall then justify the 
claim that our Christian civilization is founded 
on the principles of kindness, justice and hon- 
or. In doing so we may hope that the influ- 
ence of this ancient nation, under its new con- 
ditions, shall not decline, but rather widen and 
increase, and belicA'e that the empire in its 
progress to the highest form of .national life, 
may prove a brilliant example which Eastern 
Asia:;shall.vacccpt. — W. T. R. Preston, in the 
National Review.

A collar band of linen, or lawn, with a jabot Is the 
best ncclcwear for every da.v. The country hat must 
be one which will stand wind and weather, and often 
the most becoming hat for this sort of wear are thoso 
originally designed for motoring. 



WOMAN AND THE DOMESTIC ARTS 

The ordinar.\' nmn and woman are somewhat In- 
clined to utter sentiments without considering the 
sentiments upon which they are based. 

Of this luiture is the exhortation to women to 
cease striving In the market place, and to cultivate 
tiie domestic arts in her iiomc. This presuppOHP.s 
that tlie gencruiity of women have a homo of their 
own, and that when thero they can exercise their 
abilities In . domestic arts. 

But these assertions are almost without founda- 
tion, for two reasons. First, the majority of women 
who work for their living, or -for the living of those 
dependant upon them, either have no home of their 
own or are forced to, •spend thfelr day away from it. 

Charwomen and •factory.-, hands, ^elementary., and 
high school teachers, clerks, doctors, and professional 
women of ever.v degree, and tho rest of the army 
who strive in the market place, cannot possibly re- 
main at home without relinquishing their work, and 
this would mean for tho greater number privation 
amounting to,' semtrfstarvatlon. ■ 

The second ■ assertion Is still more alien to the 
real facts. 

Wh.at are the domestic arts that our grandmothers 
practiced so successfully',' 'J'hoy were found in the 
still room where lierb medicines anil essences were 
compounded; in tlic home brewer^■, where October 
ale and wines, such as cowslip and elderberry, wore 
skilfully made; in the laundry, wlierc the houseliold 
linen was washed; in tlie kitchen, where curious and 
wonderful preserves, Jams, pickles and bread, as 
well as the cooker.v of dally food, were made in or- 
derly routine; they were found In the weaving of 
cloth and woulien-s. and of the linen for the bride; 
and in tlie diiiry. In cheese-making, butter-making, 
and tho like. These by no means exhaust the cat- 
egory. 

Gardening, nursing, teaching young servants, lilled 
up our ancestors' time, and might bo instanced, but 
the above will suffice. 

'Wheic, It may bo asked, are these arts now? 

And again what Is left to the mother and head 
of the household today? Very, little, for the arts 
have gone to the factory, or to the specially trained, 
workers. -^l . , , . , i.-.^ , 

. ^The' advent of machinery has , swept the houses 
of all biit the smallest portlori,-and oven tho sprlng- 
cloanlng Is being, 'dona by machines tliat suck our 
carpets of dirt, as a child 'sucks an orange of Juice. 
"When It was economically satisfactory for each 
household to bo practically self-sufficient, supplying 
Its own wants, there w.as pltnity of interesting work 
for women to do, but gradually tho arts slipped away. 
Today Jam Is compounded by the ton In factories, by 
mctchlnery, ^stead of being preserved by each house- 
wife according to recipes inherited in- many ^eases 
from many generations. 

nread is supplied daily from bakeries; weaving 
lias vanished forever from the boiiseliolds; Instead 
of fifty famllits making tlieir home anioll of soap- 
suds, the clothes of tbi-se nft\' families are washed 
at the laundry, and the smell Is confined to one 
building; Instead of llfty servants and perhaps llft.v 
mistresses being emiiloyed separately |ji washing 
tlie family linen, a few laundry bands wash tlie wliolu 
(and as often as not tear the whole to ribbons by de- 
grees, whereas It. lasted In the old days from gener- 
ation to generation; this, however, is merely "In 
liarenthesis"). 

The change, whether in laundering nr Jam-mak- 
ing, is oconomically for the better, but it tuidoubtcd- 
ly removes the work, and "the arts" from the women 
of the household, , . ,. 

But the economy of time, money and energy Is 
undeniable. 

One trade reacts iipon another, and It Is partly 
due to the disappearance of the arts from, tho home 
that smaller houses have been- built In' such .large 
numbers, and that- the old-fashlpned "family man-- 
slon," ivlth its dairy, bakery, laundry, large stables 
and rambling galleries Is rapidly becoming a thing . 
of the past. » 

"Why build a. dairy when ,the mlll^ Is supplied more 
ooondmlcally ; and with greater regularity." from . tho 
milkman? * • 

Why build rooms for twenty servants when five 
aro enough? 

There 'Is nothing for so many servants to do 
nowadays, when domcBtic jam-making, jilckllng, 
house-cleaning and the like, Is done more cheaply and 
better by scientific methods by specially trained peo- 
])le. -Vli these considerations have inlluenced bulld- 
er.s, and hence the surburbnn villa and flat have 
superseded the famll\- mansion, liut to the majority of 
working women "home" means oJie or perhaps two 
rooms. 

It does not mean even tho tiniest Hat. 
A woman Is forced Into the. labor market In order 
to support herself, or perhaps an Invalid parent, or 

tiny child. 

AVhetber she Is a maid, wife, or widow, it is 
liosslble that beings more lielpless than lierself may 
depend on lier for bread, and she is lucky If she can 
got worlc at a rcnsonable rate ot ijay, which keeps 
the small household in food, warmth and lodging. 

To talk to such a woman, who supports a great 
economic burden of staying at hon)o and cultivating 
the domestic arts, is slieor nonsense, and to my mind 
very unkind into the b;irg;iln! 

Tlie domestic arts, thougli she may not l<no\v it, 
have boon ronoved from the lionie by the greatest 
of all forces, tho force of economic pressure and in- 
vention. In order to obtain the necessaries of life, 
she must go out into the market place and strive for 
her share. And whether, the rank in high or low, 
whether the worker. Is highly trained, or not, the 
arguments holds good. The day ot.'tlie, home arts has 
almost .passed, and centralization has alniost swept 
the home bare. Tt Is iiseless ' to coipplain, and it. 
exhibits., historical Ignorance to blame . 'wom'en, for-'^ 
the oausQ -Js, Jlar deeper, and lies beyond any In-, ' 
dividual ..control,. It Js a phascj of evolution. ,» . 



. "MINCE" 

I remember to tills day, with disgust, a dish 
which, under tlie name of "nilnce," made its appear- 
ance regularly every Thur.sday at .1 school to which I 
went as a day board(M- for a abort time, in the days 
of my youth. On a largo Hat dish lay a mass of sonio 
sticky grey compound, fenced in liy a row of spikes, 
formed of sodden toasted bread. Tliis is the style of 
"mince," that has very Justly brought discredit ujion 
.in Invaluable preparation of meat. Compare tho 
compound which I have just described, with a in-o- 
perly made minco; neatly and finely cut dice ot meat, 
in a rich brown sauce, enclosed within a wall of mash- 
ed potatoes, decorated with sippets ot crlap fried 
bread. 

Onl.v the niost inveterate luitcr of "mado-up- 
diahes," can object to the occasional appearance oC 
such a "plat;" and if ho liloos object (for It is certain 
to 1)0 a "ho" man) ho should bcproparod to provide 
an extra housekeeping allowance, for It Is impossible 
to cater economically If mince in all Its forms Is for- 
bidden, and a succession of freshly cooked Joints and 
birds required. 

Mince,, composed either of dice o? meat, cut by 
hajia,';X)r.7 ^ v'ar. more ^ ,flnely;;<^ut;'jnjeai- prepared in the 
miricing machine, mb-y bo s<jrveds In. d 'number of at- 
tractive guises, such as'iirlssolesit'krombskies,' crous- « 
tades, coqulllcs, ahepords pler'-spuftleB, and qu'endles/^; ,5 
tlinbales, and so forth, and,' except In tho'caso of liit ■ 



vallds, there need bo.no fear that twice-served! meat 
Is not sufllclently nourishing, as In these dishes the 
meat should not be re-eooked, but merely rer warmed. 
For all dishes of mInco the first preparation is 'the 
same. 

To Make Minoe 

Cut any meat, fowl, or game, available for tho iiur- 
pose, .awa.v from the bone, and carefully remove 
every scrap of skin and gristle, and most of tho fat. 
If tho moat is to be served as a plain mince, cut It 
into neat very small dice, using a very sliarij knife, or 
it preferred use a mincer. As a rule, however, a 
plain mince is merely qut into. dice, while for ris- 
soles, etc., it is of -thelfl'her pulplcr'..Qrder produced by 
a mincer. 

Tlie Sauce. 

I'or this minco a small onion, a niushrooni, if .^uu 
hav(! It, and fry botli in oz. of cUu-iflcd tlrii)plng 
until brown, sjjrlnkle in ',2 oz. of flour and coiitiuu<3 
to fry until the mixture is a deeper brown. Add !i 
pint of stock and stir well. Urhig to tin; boil, and 
stir lliorouglily. Rub through ;i wire sieve, llavoi- 
with salt and pepper, and heat tho meal in it. .Vote 
that the sauco lias been allowed to cool before the 
meat has lieen put in It, and that it should iint bo 
allowed to boll after, or then the meal will bo twice 
cooked and bard. The proi/ortlons given are for half 
a pound of minced meat. It is worth the trouble of 
jjuttlng the sauco through tho sieve, as then tho 
flavor of the onion is all preserved without any fear 
of coming across , a- piece of it which so many.'^people 
greatly dislike. 'If a white inihce of chicken or Veal Is 
required, proceed In the same way but use a good 
white sauce (melted buttier made with •mlllc and en- 
riched with an eggi for exatnplo). Serve In a silver, 
or pretty ' chlna flrc-proof dish, with wall of potato or 
rice, and sippets of crisp fried' bread;, . 

Rissoles (Hot) 
T<il<e the prepared mince and season wltli iiepjier, 
salt, and minced parsley. Prpfiaro the following inl.\- 
ture: Stir over tho tiro one ounce each of lloiu- and 
butter, and when thoroughly mlxcil ami free from 
lumps stir In one gill ot milk or stock, or liiilf of each, 
a little, minced par.sley, pepper.-.salt.'nnd. a little finoly 
grated lemon peel; when thoroughly blended.' mix, In' 
the mince off the Are, turn It ou,'to.'a".d|sh, and leave 
U to get cold, JThen roll It Inlb-balls or; any shape 
you please, vwltJi ;w«lUflourea hai»os;?):egg';p,hd ' bread- 
crumb- tbentrandj-fry^lh; enough' boiling fat to cover 
them; drain well;;and aerye garnished with fried pars- 
loy.'-rjjPbtato.br Tlpa.:,mayll)e,U8ed adding this after tho 
meat' Is minced and proceeding In exactly the same 
manner as before. 

Croustades 

Cut a slice of bread ahoul 1! or ;;',i In. tbicK off a 
stale loaf, stamp out rounds with a paidry cutter, and 
again stamii these rounds with a'small cutter to v.-itli- 
In In. of tho base. Turn the cutter round two or 
three times, so that tlie crumb in the middle can 
easily be removed. Then fry In plenty of hot I'at. till 
a golden, brown,. turn t)io cases upside down on paper, 
and dry' thenitbefore the fire or'in the oven before 
using. Flirwith mince and make very hot. 

Timbale of MacoaronI 

Boll some maccaronl till soft enou.^li ti.> iiandlo 
but not to break, drain well. lUittor a idaln tin inoulrl, 
and line it with the maCcaninl,. starting from tin; cen- 
tre of the bottom, and going round and round in la,v- . 
ers, then till up with mmie mince, to wlilcli lias been' 
"added some egg yolk (one egg ydlk to lacli half! 
pound), to bind it well. Cover with a butt e:rMl iiaijepi 
and steam for one hour Cor-each i)int. If liked n liidng', 
of sausage or forcemeat may be placed ne.\l to the 
maccaronl before adding ihe 'mlnce, bnt care must be ' 
taken not, to move tho maccaronl. , 

Stuffed Pancakes (Hot) 

Make some rather thin savory pauc;i!;o.u, lay them 
out flat and j)lace on each, one or two .spoonfuls of 
any ni)nce. Roll up the pancakes, press the edges 
together, cut into even Icn.^'ths, la.v them in a frj'ing 
basket with tlu- folded edge downwards, and f|-.\-. then 
drain; them well, and servi! garnished with parsley. 
The pancakes can be prepared beforehand, and cut 
Into even lengths when cold, the nilnce being first 
rolled. Into a .thin slice ot fat parboiled bacon and 
then j>laced In the pancake egged and breadcrumbcd, 
placed >In a biittered flre-;proof baking dish, unCL fried 
a delicate brown. 

Kromeskies (Hot) 
Prepare some mince, as for rissoles, li;jve read,v 
some, very thin slices of fat bacon, and put .1 little of 
the mixture on each of these, roll up the bacon, taking 
:care to close up the ends well, dip each in frying hat- 
ter, and fry each a golden.brown la plenty of boiling 
fat. Drain well and serve! grarnlshcd,.wlth fried pars- 
ley, j 

Croquettes (Hot) 
Kor these have ready some short )).isle. rolled out 
\-ory thin, cut into small si|iiarcs. niid on to e.ieii put 
a spoonful of mince, us for lissole.s wet t'nc ed.ge.s <.d' 
the paste, fold over, and press together, then fry plain, 
or egged, and dipped In vermicelli, and drained well. 
Servo garnished withofrled parsley. 

Scallops (Hot) 
Hutter some china, or -silver shells, afid i)iit 'lnto 
these some mince, moistened with an.^' good sauce; 
.■sprinkle tlie top with breadcrnmb.'--. :-:;lt, pepper, grat- 
ed cheese, minced parsley and. If liked, minced chives. 
Bake till the crumbs are nicely browned. 

Cannolon (Hot) 
Mince 1 lb. of. underdone roast beef, and mix with 
it rather over six and a half ounces of minced ham, a 
.sprinkling of tho grated rind of lemon.^Bomo parsley, 
a little thyme well minced, lahd a seasoning ot salt 
and pepper, and work In.one small egg. Shape It In 
tho form oC a roll, wrap It In buttered paper, and 
bak<> in n moderate oven for .about twenty minutes. 
When ready take off the papei-, and serve very hot, 
with a good sauce over it. Any meat can oe USQd< Ih'' 
this way, only, of course, chuosc a suitable sauce. 

' Papprica (Hot) 
Peel and chop three large onions, and fry them 
very slowly In throe ounces of butter until a delicate 
brown and quite soft, iiuss them through a slovo, put 
them back Into the saucepan again, add a small tea- 
cupful of milk, or better still cream, and add any 
white meat, cut up small and simmer very slowly, for' 
three-quarters of an hour.*' Serve very' hot on a J>or- 
der of :rlbei',"''and .daintily' gkmlshed with parsley.^ : 1% 
think ' you ' wiir owil that these above recipes 'are ' 
slightly different from my flrst gloomy picture of 
"mince," In fact many of them are really delicious 
dishes for entrees, or savories, and the KromeaUles 
are so good as breakfast dishes. ^ -

Sensi- 
bl,\- eqtilpned, the iiac" room will stand the depre- 
dations of even careless visitor's without losing Its 
apparent ^fr.cshnes8, , ; ; .y. 

The time Is almost hero when' 'summer' curtaIti«F',i 
must be taken down and thick ones s|,ibstltuted~ for,'. 
Ihem. I always counsel this 
Ins for economy 'as well as 
and saints ■ ffom;- w.lntor's tires

materials, ;whlch make for comfort in winter. Kor 
use during the winter months only, ser.i,t: is liard to 
bent, for curtaii>ing dining rooms, smoking tind "use- 
ful" rooms. The' islain ;irt serge trimmed with ball 
fringe .always looks well. Plushette Is always a fjopu- 
liir , material for winter curtains, and it liangs In 
nice folds, wears;' excellently, ^ and Is not expensive. 
This matei'Ial In 'moss-green;' or Indian red -Is par^; ■ 
ticularly ' pleasing. ' ' " ■ ' ':' 

Th'-re was a time when it u'us considered correct 
to lun-e •'V'lything in pairs — a iiair of vases on tlio 
miintleidece. a pair of ligurcs, a fiair of "gentle- 
men's chairs," a i)air of "ladies' i.'hairs" (tliougli 
why llu'r.> should be any difference hetv.-oen these 
It Is bard to ima.ttiuc). But the disappearance of 
the "drawing riiom suite" fortunately brought in a 
less formal ;:t>U' of arransement. And most people 
liave i'eali;;"ii that a thing b..-is only half Its decor- 
alive' viiliic wiii'ii It Is I'Xiictly duplleuted.

The'bwner 
of the room congratulates herself on having secured 
"such a good match," but the vlsjt'br wlth'a'-cllB- 
crlmlnating eye longs to hang the windows; \vlth 
plain green cassia cloth as ' a foil to ' the flowery- 
walls. Again, tho possessor of a "patferny" car-, 
pet, perhaps pink sprigs' on a green ground, searches 
till she -finds a wall paper in the same two colors, 
and s'o achieves a wearying monotony instead of the 
harmony she might have worked out of such mater- 
Inls R-s a rose-i)ink stripped paper and plain jveeh' 
damask curtains. 

It is quite possible to have all the materials in a 
room of an artistic and desirable luiture, ami jet for 
tho room to be an utter failure, because the thing.-; 
all war one agaiu.it aiiotiicr. In the same way for 
the comfort of tlic impecuniuus but tasteful, a de- 
lightful room can" lie planned out of the cheapest 
pbsslb'c Insrcdients If only they are all harmonious.

It is refreshing among the feeble fiction that has 
been so lavishly Issued this acason to find such a 
readiible novel as "Tho Littles Brown Brother," by 
Stanley Portal Hyatt, a story of the I'illpino revolt, 
thoroughly well consti-ucted, ami with Interest and 
excitement sustained at high pressure from begin- 
ning to end. A vivid impression is given of liio guer- 
ill.'i. warfare anil of the civil and milltury intrigues 
that rendorcfi tin; campaign so exasperatlngly dif- 
ficult, while tlie romantic element is provided by the 
i'higiish hero and heroine, who, , like all the -other

"An Kmpt.v lieritagc%" by Violet Twoedale, is a 
story of modern iiolicnila, with a complicated and 
far-fetched plot, concerning tlie accession of a dis- 
reiiutablc iniiividu;tl to an Impovorlsliod peerage?. 
Sylvester Cowoll, fifteenth I'arl of Harborough, was 
ri'all.v an aliominable scoundrel, or would havg been, 
if he luui ever (;xlsted, but neither he nor any other 
of the ]ieople have an.v semblance to life.

.■\rter Mackenzie, the (Irst expbu'er to eross the, 
Roc-ky .Mountain.s. was James l'"iudla,\-. In 17!i7 h<^ 
explored the two great tributarii's of the Peaei- River, 
the I'arsuiji .-ind the l-'indlay, lOiglit .\ears later tho 
Xiu-lhwesl Co. dcti-rmiiied to senil their fur trader.s 
to occiip.\- the latol.\- discove'i-od countr.v and to cx- 
pbu-i^ to its nimitli tiie great river wliose dillicult and 
dangerous I'ourse .Mackeir.'.ie liad thought it best lo 
.■iliandoii. 'I'he man ehosi'ii to lead those who were to 
undortaiic these arduous task.i was ■Siiiuui fraser. He 
was a ])artncr of the comjiany and was. in ISO.'j, in 
charge of Ii'ort Duiivegan on tho Peace River. Uii- 
lik(^ most of the olllclals of the great fur trading com- 
riaiiies. Eraser was not a natl.vo ot Scotland. He was 
the son of a Loyalist Who had joined the Ill-fated 
.inny'of B.urgoyne. and died soon after its surrender. 
His widow .'had' taken Jier ydiiing.son to Cornwall, Up- 
per Canada "and' wh'en lie was -old enough he had 
obtained employment in tho Northwest Company. 
There were fow achools..in Western Canada In those 
early days and tho widow's son had not received a 
good education. His temper, too, was far from ami- 
able but he was bravo, adventurous and experienced 
in the arts by which tho furtradors overcame tho dlf- 
ncultles and dangers' of life aiid travel in the nor- 
thern wilderness.. .. 

If'rasor bullf Rockji* Mountain House, now calhul 
Hudson Hope, at tho eastern end of tho Peace River 
Pass iinil there began his preparations for his joui-iie,\-. 
His principal colleague was Stuart. After spending 
tho winter ,of„1805. -in; getting .supplies Fraser left tho 
Rooky ,M.ountaIri hbiise-'and with throe canoes set out 
towards tlio ; end- of. ilitay. He explored tho Findlay 
River iind (then -turned; Into tlio south branch of tho 
Peace Rlyer-^tho ^Parsnip, and. near the end of Juno 
reached Moljeod, Lake .by a branch of the Parsnip. 
Here. In ,1805. Eprt .McLood had boon built. 
■.;^i;.Thr.6ughl;stfea,ms' .and lakelets the explorers 
threaded their. way till, on the Hrst of July they reach- 
ed' the. dividing ridgo or height of land that separates 
tho waters that flow into tho Peace River from those 
that enipty Into tho Eraser. Then, carr,\ing thair 
cnnoos about half a mile, they embarked In the cur- 
rent that boars the snow-fed' atreaina of tho northern 
mountains to the mlldor shores of tho Gulf of Georgia. 

Descending the . Fra'ser," till they reached tho mouth 
of the Ncchnfi6,';;Fi;AB&i;i>and Tils companions turned 
their course to t^d-lnbrtliweHt. When they camo to 
.Stuart.:Lal<dl:thoy'''bUinv*Eort-S tho most Im- 

;p6rfaht;'f Urrti'^ding:,1statlcmUh';thlH' roglonl Tho samo' 
yedt Stuart began to 'build Fort Fraser and in JS07, 



Fort St. George was erected at tho confluence of the 
Neohaco and the main stream. .\11 this time Frasor 
had been collecting supplies as well as building forts, 
and e.xpIorlng streams. On May 26th, ISOS, ho.'set out 
on the last and most difficult Journey. Tho: expedi- 
tion consisted of Fraser, Stuart.'. •QuesneL- nlnotoen 
boatmen and two Indians in four canoes. Fcwi If any, 
more dangerous voyages have over been nttompted 
than that upon which Eraser and his companions were 
now embarked, (^^ataracts and whirlpools were so 
frcfiueiit that it Is a mystery how tho daring boat- 
men escaped destruction. When even these hardy 
lellows could no longer venture their boats in tho 
boilliig surging stn-am their journey along tho edges 
of the precipices which hcnimod it in was scarcely 
less perilous. One cannot help admiring tho simple 
courage with which Fraaor and his men faced tho 
dangers that thej' mot at every Step.' arid tho cool per- 
severance by which tliBy overcame the'^' dlfflculties 
tlnit lay in their jiath. 

As tiicy jiasscd tlio mouths of the principal tribu- 
taries of tlie Eraser they named them. One on the 
right lho.\- called Shaw'.s river after one of the part- 
ners of tiic Company. Another on the left still pro- 
serves tho name of Quosnel. Yet further south tho 
volume of tho river was increased by a great stream 
that jioured into it from the north-east. This Fraser 
n.uiied after the fellow-explorer who was then tracing 
tho course of the Columbia, the Thompson. • 

. Near th.o coast .Fraser met . unfriendly Indians. 
There seems, to bei sondd .doubt' as to how near ho 
canio to the ocedn.'but Andersdn, who had the best 
opportijnitles of learning ,ther truth, thinks he reached . 
the present site ,bf Now'.'.JW^tminster on JulyrZiid.,'^ 
1808.. Fraser, afterwards occupied several po'sitidns'in 
the service of tho Northwest Company. When he 
gave up the life of a fur-trader ho went to llvo at 
f3t. Andrew's, Upper Canada. Ho died In 1863, flfty- 
flvo years after the exploration of the Frasor, at tho' 
age of ' eighty-nine. .,

THE OLD RELIABLE GORGE 



(By R. L. Pocoqk.) 




'here is a good deal of truth in 
the old sa vv, "Go further ind fare 
worse." "\¥heii anglers are com- 
plaining of the scarcity of fish in 
a river, to reach which they have 
to talcc a railway journey of sonic 
hours, with possibly another in a 
rig or on ri bicycle or even on 
foot before they can wet a line, 
the knowing ones suggested, "Try the Gorge." 
' In the good old summer-tinne when the pleasure 
boats are numerous, and the picnickers, hilar-" 
ious and noisy in the enjoyment of their open- 
air recreation, the water is too disturbed to al- 
low the angler to ply his craft in that ijcace 
and quietness whicJi is essential to good sport. 
The feeding grounds arc churned by the pad- 
dle wheels of pleasure steamers, the sculls of 
rowing boats and the paddles oi canoes ; con- 
sequently the angler who wishes to take fish 
has few opportunities to. cast a line on undis- 
turbed .water and without the fear of catching 
his flies in the finery of some passing damsel 
escorted by her swain. 

Now, however; that the chill of autumn is 
in the evening air^ the Gorge begins to lose Its 
popularity with the crov/d of outdoor pleasure- 
seekers and the angling enthusiast has his 
chance. 

It may not be known to everyone, even of 
the old-timers, that the Gorge still holds its 
own as a first-class fishing ground; but that 
this is the case I knov/, as I have tried it. I 
do not mean to say that a man can go there 
any time- he likes and fill a basket without any 
difficulty, as that is hardly the truth of the 
case, but, if he watches the tides and sallies 
forth so as to catch them at the right stages; 
he stands a very fair sporting ciiance to take 
home a brace or two of very useful fish, which 
will not average at all light in weight. 

!Most excellent of all, the fish there will 
take a fly, and take it greedily at times, though 
perhaps the man who is keener on getting a 
big basket regardless of the means of capture, 
may find it easier to accomplish his object: 
with bait or spoon. \ , - " 

The Gorge is easily, accessible, being right 
at the end of the. car line, and, indeed, it. is 
probably owing to this very accessibility that 
it is so little fished nowadays. Even as a pro- 
phet in his own country is without honor, so 
the bulk of the angling fraternity seem to think 
that they must go further afield in order to get 
the best trout-fishing. - 

The trout of the Gorge is a lusty fellow and 
• a vicious fighter withal, and lie will run in 
weight anywhere from one pound up to. three 
and a half or over. The best time to catch him 
is when the tide is about the middle of the ebb, 
the next best when at the middle of the flood, 
but. there is a sporting chance of trying con- 
clusions with him at any time, as, when the 
water is undisturbed by boats, a careful watch 
will generally result in the spotting of a rise 
or two, while, occasional]}-, a giant among the 
small fry will fling himself clear from the wa- 
ter to alight with a splash which cannot fail to 
send a thrill through the watcher if he l)c a 
fisherman, and will make him vow to l)ring 
his rod the next opportunity he gets, and do 
his best to bring one of those patriarchs of the 
finny tribe to basket. 

'The feeling is fresh in the writer, as only 
this' morning lie kept a firm resolve to break 
from the fetters of sloth and rise with tlife early 
bird to try and circumvent the wiles of the 
Gorge trout before obeying the call of di;ly in 
a city office. Surely it needs to be an enthus- 
iast to overcome them. Of a truth there arc 
discomforts attending an early .start in the 
sleepy hours. Rising from a comfortable bed 
at four-fifteen, it is annoying, when you are 
walking about in your stocking feet looking 
for your boots, to have the electric light sud- 
denly cease, especially when you have not had 
. the forethought to arrange your tackle over- 
night and you have to grope about in the dark, 
stubbing your toe at every other step, to dig 
up a rod in one room and a pair of boots in an- 
other. But once you are started the recollec- 
tion of discomfort speedily vanishes, and is re- 
])laced by the ])leasure of anticipation.' 'J'herc 
is a keenness in the morning atmos])hore \vhich 
is very bracing, and it is worth it all when at 
la.st you have arrived at the water's edge ami 
are fast into a fish which will test your tackle 
to the utmost and leave no device untried to 
break it, rushing, leaping, and boring, shaking 
and twisting, before you can draw it exhaust- 
ed above "the landing net which should always 
be brought along, when fishing nere. 

Sport for' kings— and a splendid tonic easy 
to take for the jaded city slave of modern 
civilization. It was even more- of a wrench to 
leave the scene than it was to emerge from the 
warm blankets at the start, and it came as a 
rude shock to be jiassed on the way home by a 
party of night birds in an auto speeding home 
after the night's debauch befouling the pure 
air of the early morning with a pestilential 
reck of petrol and patchouli combined. 

THE TYEE SALMON— AN UNAPPRECI- 
ATED ASSET 

Familiarity breeds contempt; because we 
liave such a plentitudc of splendid game fish at 
our very doors, we are apt to underestimate 
the value of the supply. Commercially, the 
value of the salmon of the Pacific has been re- 
cognized and utilized, of course, but, though 
we hear quite a lot about the value to the pro- 
y'lncc of the big game of the country as an at- 



traction to visiting • wealthy, sportsmen, the 
fish resources have been comparatively little 
emphasized. ^ . . „ , 

;;There is a big:cla^;.df- :w:ealthy folk, en- 
thusiastic sportsmen'who devote the best part 
of their time, to the pursuit of game and fish in 
various lands. They arc ever looking for new 
fields to conquer and in these days of luxurious 
travel distance is no bar. Other countries ad- 
vertise their resources in this line but B. C. is 
a little slow in this respect; we are accustomed 
to capture all the salmon we want with very 
little trouble and we are apt to forget that in 
otliei: huuls, where they arc less easy to obtain, 
they are more highly , thought : of ;-: tell these 
men of' the magnificentfsport' that awaits them 
in the furthest west of the 'British Empire, and, 
if you tell them a little less than the actual 
truth, so that they may be more likely to be- 
lieve you, the expense and trouble necessary 
to reach the happy hunting ground will not de- 
ter them from coming from all quarters to par- 
ticipate in the good thing that awaits them 
here. In the T3'ee salmon we have a drawing 
card of the highest importance; just now there 
is a discussion going on in the Icatling sporting 
paper of the Old Country regarding the record 
salmon, and doubts are cast:, on, ; the reputed 
- weight of several historical whoppers. " ' Be- 
tween seventy and eighty pounds seems to be 
the agreed weight of the heaviest fish yet 
known to have been caught in the Old World, 
and doubts are expressed that there will ever 
be weighed in a salmon that will kick the 
beam at one. hundred pounds. I have myself 
seen a hundred-pound salmon weighed in Van- 
couver, caught ui the gillnet of a 'Fraser. rivcr_ 
fisherman, but I suppose I must^recoiicile. my- 
self to being called a liar-an polite.; language , if 
I write home and say '/so. " Siill," ' seriously 
speaking, there is no doubt .'that as the great 
size anil splendid fighting 'qualities of the 
'J'3'ee salnion become more widely known 
among loreii;n s])ortsnien, this fish will prove 
a strong magnet to draw them to these waters.

At the sound of a boat's keel 
grounding on the shingles 50 yards away, men 
rise and stroll shorewards to note the success 
or otherwise of .some belateii fisherraarii It is 
all very pleasant, and veiy lazy wprk,>{br. the 
fisherman sits in his boat until Jie h'o'oks-.a fisli 
that may take him half an'hbitr or a cbujsie of 
hours in the killing. 

"One fact upon which the present Govern- 
ment is to he congratulated is the stern retri- 
bution inflicted on an organized gang of Jap- 
anese poachers, who for several years openly 
defietl law and order at Canqjljcll River and 
jjnaclicd the salmon with every conceivable 
device, from dynamite to a succession of il- 
legal-meshed nets. Public opinion, stimulat- 
ed by the strongly worded complaints of many 
anglers who had travelled half around the 
world to enjoy the sport at Cam]ibc!l River, 
at last caused the authorities to take some ac- 
tion, and the scries of handsome fines subse- 
quently ini]50se<l has ])ractically clicelccd this 
indiscriminate jioaching since 1907. The con- 
seciueiit result is very gratifying, for not only 
has the run of big fish this season been earlier 
ami more numerous than before, but the av- 
erage of size of the fish has been far higher. 
In the following brief notes 1 no mention is 
made of fish under 50 lb., for the 30 and 40 
pounders have this season been very numer- 
ous. 

The largest authenticated salmon up to 
date is a 64-pounder, taken by Mr. Greswolde, 

of New York, though a 74-]iounder was re- 
ported as having been taken early in the 
month b}^ a hand liner. This latter fish, how- 
ever, failed to pass the jury of experts at the 
official scales on the beach below the hotel, so 
must be taken cum grano salis. The officers 
of n.M.S'. Algerine did very well, and her 
crew enjoyed many a good meal off some fine 
5o-])ounders.- Colonel Appleton took several 
very near the record, and Mr. J. G. Millais had 
one of 52 lb. But for the nocturnal "attentions 
of the hotel cat there is little doubt this speci- 
men would have subsequently graced Mr. 
j\Iillais's interesting collection at Horsham, 
vSussex. Alessrs. Bailey, Stern, and Powell 
took fish up to 56 lb. Amongst the most per- . 
severing anglers this season v/as Sir John 
Rogers, who, though an ardent devotee of the 
fly rod, trolled successfully against the best of 
them, and took several bordering on the 60 lb. 

"Grief from deficient tackle was even more 
than usually conspicuous this season, possibly 
the principa Ireason being the absolute neces- 
sity of a line of more than 100 yards in length. 
Immediately a 60 lb. Tyee salmon feels the 
hook he lashes off on one initial spurt for at 



: least 100 to 150 3'-ards. It is therefore; obvious 
that to be prepared for this invariable charac- 
teristic the fisherman must be provided with 
not less than a cquple of hundred yards of line, 
or disaster will be inevitable. One fisherman 
early this August scorned the idea that he 
could not hold a 50 lb. salmon with 100 yards 
of line on his reel, and he started out with 
confidence to prove the truth of his assertion. 
That evening a sadder and wiser man returned 
minus two expensive waterproof lines, each 
100 yards in length; together with their accom- 
panying leads and spoonbaits,,. Had these two 
lines been spliced into one of the full 200 yards 
there is no, doubt ;disaster would have .been 
easily averte^V. f ' j 

"There is. every .pVobability that the hotel 
at' Campbell River will be considerably enlarg- 
ed next season to accommodate the rapidly in- 
creasing number of visitors who now make 
their visit an annual affair, and in this connec- 
tion it would be as well to inform those who 
jirefcr less civilized surroundings than at pre- 
sent obtain at CamphcU River, .that equally 
good sport can be enjoyed at the Nimpkish and 
Salmon Rivers, a few. miles further north. 
Camp outfit would be required at both these 
jivers which are, however, both . very accessr 
ible. Boats an<l gillies would also have"to' l3e 
taken up from the south. 

At Campbell River the gillies receive 12s. 
a da}', which, added to the fisherman's hotel 
bill and incidental expenses, docs not leave 
much change out of a round $10 a day. The 
young and energetic angler iSj '- however, 
strongly recommended to liireX'stiitable- boat 
from one of the many boat .J builders dn -'^ani 
couver, ship it to Campbell Rivef/ Or Avhatever^ 
point he intends trying, on one of the coasting"- 
steamers, and then row himself. The difficul-- 
ties of playing a big fish and managing a boat, 
at the same time are b}^ no means iiisurmount-r 
able, and afford a pleasant relief to the tedium 
of sitting hour after hour in the stern sheets of 
a boat propelled by an extensive and often in- 
competent gillie. Suitable boats can be hired 
for $15 a month, freight would not exceed ^3, 
. thus' effecting a saving of not less than $75 a 
month over the- hotel , boat and gilhe. l also' 
vstrongly recommend-;.the;'fisherman to add a 
small' billy or'kcttle'fO'hiS'Oiitnfci' together with 
a cup and the usual small etceteras. vShould 
an ant,der wish to make an early start, he can 
with' hisMittle outfit be independent of lazy 
Chinese hotel cooks or yawning waitrcsse.-. 
There is unlimited dry tinder on the beach, 
and in five minutes we can be enjoying our 
boiled eggs and tea, while the remainder of 
the hotel guests are, still/clamouring^ior the 
blood; of xkp^i^yi^^vfsy Chinamal;'- /Early 
starts 'are- essentidj^-'^^^^^ so perhaps my 

'advice may"' fee ^'ap)pfe'ctate(l. 

Before closing these brief notes there can 
now be no reason for withholding the news 
of even finer fishing grounds nr the mouth of 
the Kitiinaat River and AfcCallister's Bay, at 
the entrance to Gardner Canal. These two 
points are some 400 miles further up the, coast 
than Campbell River, and can be reache'd hy 
steamer to Hartley Bay, or direct to Kitiinaat, 
once a month. The fish at both these sta- 
tions run far larger than at Campbell River, 
and the best time is the latter half of May 
nnd the month of June. Alt\^allistcr's Bay 
lies fifty miles from Kitimaat, and could only 
be reached by launch or canoe. Kitimnat is a 
considerable village, and excellent accommorlu- 
tion could be obtained there by writing to i\Ir. 
Robinson, Kitinisat^^B. Cj, wiip.^vvoMld make 
all arrangement^ for ^the lilrfe '61 an', Indian gil- 
lie and canoe, and quarters in the village. \\c- 
Callister's Bay would necessitate the use 
of camping outfit, to.Q'cthcr with stores ami 
provisions from the outside world, for houses 
are few and far between up the wide Gardner 
Canal. Fish we took in McCallister's Bay 
when bear hunting in May last made our 
Campbell River friends of August look like 
babies in comparison. There is no doubt 
whatever that a fortnight or more spent in 
these virgin waters would result in the 
authenticated capture of a salmon 100 lb. in 
weight.

REARING THE SILVER FOX 

One of the \\\os\. valuable furs in the world 
is that of the black variety oi the Ameriean 
red fox, whose jiclts in tlicir best estate often 
exceed .'i;500 in worth to the trapper. 'JMic rarity 
of this fur combines wdth its extreme beauty to 
elevate the price to these high figures. It has 
therefore long been the dream of Canadians 
and men in the northern United States, who 
have observed bow easily the ordinary red fox 
is kept, and^produces young in captivity, to 
rear this precious dark variety for the sake of 
its fur. T am aware that experiments have 
been made at various times in this direction, 
but such inquiries as I have been able to inake 
have been ver}^ unsatisfactory, largclv for the 
reason that unsuccessful men were not anxious 
to advertise their failures, while the few who 
had succeeded were in no haste to encourage 
competition. Aided ,byv:.the>,: resources of the 
government, the UriitVd States Biological Sur- 
vey, however, has had better success, and has 
gathered a quantity of facts which show what 
lias been done, and how others may succee^d.in 
this novel but extremely profitable industry.'- 
To this informaion I have recently had access, 
and am able to sketch the outline of it for the 
Field. 

The northern American fox is most often 
clear fulvous, except restricted black markings 
on the feet and cars, and the white tip of tiie 
tail. From this phase to the next the black 
increases in extent, 'until in the typical "cross" 
fox the black predominates on the under part.s. 



while fulvous overlaying black covers most of 
the head, shoulders, and back. In another 
phase the fulvous entirely disappears, and the 
entire pelage is dark at the base and ovei-lain 
with greyish-white. This is the "silver" or 
"silver-grey" vari:ty. Finally— in excessively 
rare examples— the color is unbroken black, 
save the always persistent white tail tip. -iThe: 
pelts of these purely black foxes are almost 
priceless; those of the silver fo.x (average 
skins) bring .'j^so to "^2^0, and of the cross fox 
$4 to .'n.S, while fair red skins sell for about 
Jj52.5o. These rather low quotations exhibit the 
relative values of the three color phases. These 
varieties are liable, to '. occur anywhere, and 
are, of course, scientifically only cases of me- 
lanism. They are, swamped ;in nature by con- 
stant interbreeding with normally colored 
forms; but there seems 110 reason whyiin cap- 
tivity the black and gre v varieties .should' '^not 
be perpetuated true, if proper attention is given 
to selective breeding. jMendel's law will 
doubtless hold good here, as elsewhere. Really 
good results as to cpiality of fur can be obtain- 
ed only in the cool climate of Alaine, Uie Mar- 
itime provinces, northern Ontario, and the 
Canadian Northwest, or in some high level of 
the .Rcjcky.Mpimtains. -A I'avorable climate 
'ha'ving been 'asstifed,' few precautions are ne- 
cessarv as to place, nor is any great space 
needed, as half an acre will accommodate six 
]):iirs, which is quite as much as anyone is 
likely to have as a bc,ginnin,g. Some yards 
have done well on perfectly open ground, and 
others in thick woods; but apparently neither 
extreme is so good as a place iurnished with a 
fei\v'bushcs. and. trees, which give the animals 
■shkd,e*,*;irid"ia nioUbn 'that they can hide them- 
..selvds'^' . ■■y.: ' . ;^ 

.• ; The.. maki'ng"of' t'he' ihclosures is of prime 
-, irapbrtance. These need not be more than 40 
: feet- square, and should be built of a woven 
wire fencing formed of No. 14 or 16 wire, with 
meshes not more than 2 in. in oijcning. This 
fencing should be not less than 10 feet high, 
and sunk 2 feet into the ground. The top 
must be further gua.rded by a horizontal screen 
■of wire 2 feet wide, laid ujjoii arms from the 
summit of each post. Foxes are great climb- 
ers, and- this.precaiition is imperative, especial-, 
ly in winter^ ■iv'h'^'n ' snowdrifts give ■ them a' 
cliancc to jump v.ell toward the. top. .;Of _the 
fence. These fenced inclosurcs should con- 
sist of small yards about 30 feet square, in- 
tended for sin,gle fo.xes or pairs, each provided 
with a small ti.ght kennel, which they will soon 
become accustomed to use instead of digging 
burrows. There should also be one or more 
larger inclosurcs as running grounds, in one of 
which llie iiiales can be segregated. The whole 
can be surroyndedfby^Janpther. tights fencer' -or 
hedge, si:i tliat the^foxes'/nay-not be -disturbed 
by visitors or- other";aninjals. - Peace and quiet 
are of great irapOrtance^in successful breeding 
operations, and- all.' the/pperations connected 
wdtl-f them sliblild' keep, tliis in view. 

Wild foxes cat a great variety of food, and 
hence for captive ones a mixed diet Is better 
than one exclusively of meat. AVith some 
meat should be .given bread, do,g 1,)iscuit, table 
scraps, etc. Bones to ,gnaw- at arc as much a 
dcli.glit and benefit to them as to our do,gs. 
I'ersons who live near the sea coast find fish 
and shellfish a satisfactory diet in large part. 
Care should be taken not to give too much, 
and a regular, ration.,onGe a day seems. best.. A 
fair daily allowance- is a. quarter of a pound of 
meat and a Imndfill of v scraps or a 'quart of 
skim milk ''a day: The cost is' trifling. Fresh 
drinking water should be supplied abundantly, 
of course. Too much food will stop fertility. 

Apart from the anxieties connected with 
their propai;ation, keepin,g foxes in confine- 
ment is a sinqile matter of such care as a kind- 
1}^ common sense would sug.gest. They are 
healthful, and apijareiitly happy, and exhibit 
many interesting traits. To the all-important 
(luestion of breeding Mr. Osgood, the depart- 
ment's agent, gave particular attention, - and 
gathered the results of a wide experience. 
iFoxes breed but once a year, and mate during 
February and March. The period of gestation 
is fiftv-oiic (lays, so that the youn,g are born 
ill April or 3.1av. on the avera.ge five to a litter; 
.At first it is advisable to handle the foxes in 
]-i;iirs, but they should be kejit separate from 
I\fa.rcli until the next December or Januar}^ 
'.riie femaJes should be ke\it in .-^mall inclosurcs 
continuously, but the males may be allowed 
to run together in a larger one, except during 
the rutting season. 

I'oxcs vary much in respect to their bi-eed-? 
ing in confinement. Some can never be in- 
duced to mate ; others mate, but remain bar- 
ren. These irregularities are probably due to 
the fear which can rarely be overcpnie:.;j,ij,;a 
single generation. This suspicious timidity of 
a wild thing prevented from attempting escape 
in a natural way from the supposed terrors 
that surround it ma}^ cause the female to re- 
fuse the atti.'nlions of the male, or, having re- 
cei\'cd them, she may prove infertile, or she 
may become so excited as to injure herself and 
give birth prematurely. But, worst of all, even 
after prQducing/a.litter of healthy, young, she 
may be' so solicitous for their isafety that in 
her effort to get them out of imaginary, harm's 
way she maltreats or kills them. ' Often when 
her 3'oun,g are just born or a few da^^s old she 
will carry them about the inclo.sure all day, ap- 
parentl3'- seeking a i)lace to hide them. Per- 
hai)s she di.gs a den in the ground and removes 
the 3'oung one by one from the warm box to 
the cold ground. Thus tlie3' ina3'' be moved 
successively to a number of freshly dug dens, 
and to and from these and the box, until the;yi 
little thiii,gs arc so mauled and exposed thai "■ 
they die. ■ 

Nothing could better illustrate the power 



of the instincts, and the intensity of the accom- 
panying anxieties, belonging to motherhood 
among wild animals, nor better enforce the 
..counsel- that the breeder ought to do every- 
thing in his power to soothe the fears and gain 
the acquaintance and confidence of his'jfprispn- 
ers. They should be jealously excjuide'df^.^pm 
chance visitors or fright by strange dog^',c>r 
'-cats. The same keeper should attend to/ttterti 
regularl3'-, and upon the choice of this .main, 
and the amount of close and judicious personal 
care given, depend almost entirely the result 
of the experiment. "Careful observation and 
a faculty of intuition," remarks Mr. Osgood, 
"enable a good keeper to anticipate the moods 
of the animals and to interpret their actions at 
critical tinies, so as to act quickly and. withput. 
violence; He knows just when the foxeis' .are 
getting too much food, just when the sexes 
should be together or separated, when the' fe- 
male becomes pregnant, wdien the young 
.should be born, when they need special atten- 
tion, and when they ma}^ safely be left to the 
exclusive care of the mother. lie is not over- 
inquisitive as to the number of young t'^aWare 
born, and seldom needs .to., disturb the .arijqlus 
parent." . '. 

■When properly, ca'red[ for in respect to food, 
sanitation, and quiet, foxes s'eem subject to no 
disease, and cold or snow has no terrors for 
them. In alternately freezing and thawing 
weather, however, they will injure their fur 
h}^ lying where it freezes to the surface, and 
breaks off or pulls out when they change their 
position; hence, in such weather, they should 
be shut away from that danger. They will 
stand transportation in a suitable crate, some 
examples having been shipped hundreds of 
miles without harm. ... .~ ,v;: 

'We come now to tlie important question of 
breeding true — that is, the ability to produce, 
and preserve a breed of dark-colored foxes. 
The ambition of every breeder is, of course, to 
raise a strain of wholly black foxes, since these 
are the most valuable. Thus far, the silver 
foxes bred in confinement have almost invari- 
ably produced silvery young alone. jMoreovcr, 
it is believed that in silver foxes known to be 
of red ancestry, the tendency to red offspring 
may be bred. out in a few generations, in ac-~ 
co'rdance with' Hen'delian principles. One re- 
corded experience may be cited. Beginning 
with a red and silver male, five pups were 
reared — -two red, two cross, and one silver. 
The silver produced from this mating was then 
bred to an unrelated silver, the result being 
two cross and one silver. The silver thus pro- 
duced was then bred for two seasons (thus 
far), and gave birth to seven 3'^oung, all silver. 
Wbcthcr, selection of the darkest parents, gen- 
er^tibn aftef 'gen'eratibn,'''.\y'Otil^^ 
totally blackt'breed remains. to;be seen."';'l*herii' 
has not been niuch'intelligent' wcperimehtatibn 
in this direction yet", owihg' largely 'to the fact 
that breeders have been'.unable..,-:vtO ':. resist the, 
temptation to sell their produce as' fast:as the 
fur was perfected. 

As to the question of expense and profit, 
not much can be said with exactness. The 
many failures have been due to ignorance, to 
lack of personal care, and to failure, through 
lack of capital or patience, or both, to persist 
long enough. The cost of preparation (fenc- 
ing, etc) is small, nor does it cost much to 
feed and' conduct the""iEarm!"' The "expense of 
getting breeding stock is, however, corisider- 
able, a good pair of silver foxes costing -"novir 
from $500 upwards. At present, indeed, the 
most profitable results of the business are ' to 
be obtained by selling live foxes to breeders! 
A fair silver fo'x-skin will always bring up- 
wards of .$100, and the market will take three 
times as many as it gets annually without af- 
fecting this rate. The total annual sales re- 
ported in London, where nearly all- these furs 
are disposed of, barely reaches 2,600, perhaps 
10 per cei^t. of which, are pure black, and one' 
of these last, sold in 'the London attctions iti'- 
1907, brought £440 (,$2140). 

It would seem, therefore, as if there was a 
.good opportunity for animal-lovers to invest 
time, brains, and money to excellent advant- 
age. — Ernest Ingersoll, in the Field ."' 

CATCHING A BEAR CUB

the cub, and finally did start up, but when he 
got near the cub it went hi.gher until he climb- 
ed up where the tree looked to 111c to be about 
as large as a broom handle, and it began to 
bendxw,iith>,th ,the -Indian.

down. Pie was bound to get the little . bear 
and said he could "get him." He climbed up 
the mountain until about on a level with the 
cub and taking careful aim fired, and I saw 
the bark fly just above the cub's head, and the 
little fellow measured dowii the tree a:"' few" 
lengths. The guide fired again with the same 
result, hut the next shot the cub did not move, 
as he was getting used to it. Now^ I said,

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N the oi.tjhlieth birthday of Toysto)', 
observed recently, much more was 
said of the man's religious opinions 
than of his great work as an author. 
The l^ondon Times gives the fol- 
lowing appreciation of Tolstoy, the 
genius: ■ ■ -;^%t.-:*"iv. 

There arc few writers, even among I he 
greatest, whom their contemporaries can with- 
out misgiving rank and compare with the mas- 
ters of all ages. Leo Tolstoy, alone of the 
writers of our clay, has this undisputed grcat- 
i-ness. Michelangelo himscli, had not a higher 
eminence while he lived nor one more certain 
not to be abased by time. The very fact thai 
Tolstoy writes in a language which few under- 
stand except those, whose native tongue it is, 
makes us the more secure in our admiration of 
him. Since wc can only read his works in 
translation and robbed of jill their native graces 
of execution, wc know that thoy do not beguiU; 
us with any miessential ov transient beauties. 
it must be some greatness in the man himself 
that exalts the bare sense of what he writes 
jtbovo senkc and style logethor in the works of 
lesser men. But it is only in some of his writ- 
ings that this greatness is apparent t(j all. only 
as a novelist that bo is an undisputed master; 
and therefore it is of his novels alone, and in 
jiartichlar of "War and Peace" and "Anna 
Karenin," that on this occasion of his eightieth 
birthday wo propose to speak. I lis mind in its 
strange and troubled journey towards a, goal 
that is hidden frorri us and perhaps from hini- 
ii^elj^ has left his novels far bchiiid; and he has 
*come to think little of literatitri* in comparison 
■vvith preaching. He may be right ; Init here wo 
are concerned only with literature, and wc seize 
this opportunity to say something, of these two 
Ifeat;' works. ■ • • 

Though Tolstoy's genius is so plain to all, it 
has no threatening sublimity like the g-emus of 
Michelangelo. His works move us like epic 
poetn-; but they arc written in (|uiet prose, as 
far removed from poetry as any good prose 
can be. They do not overawe us with their 
greatness, but gently persuade us of it. They 
do not make us impatient of reality, but recon- 
cile us to it. Nothing seems to be heightened 
or.varranggd iri their world, which, though it is 
Russian, grows more familiar to us than the 
world of Antony TroUope. They arc full of de- 
tails, which if related by any one else would seem 
tedious or absurd, but which, as Tolstoy tells 
them, have an inexplicable significance, work- 
ing upon our minds like the great passions and 
events of tragic poetry and by a processSvhic|i, 
if it is slower, is more sure. 

We take it for granted that prose is inferior 
to poetry and the novel to the epic or the 
tragedy; and, indeed, nearly all novels, even of 
the greatest writers, are inferior; for they have 
not altogether found a law of their own, but arc 
still 'to some extent subject to the alien law of 
the theatre or of narrative poetry. Either they 
aim at dramatic cliiiiaxcs and a dramatic sym- 
metry of plot, or else they are controlled by a 
poetic principle of selection. Hut ToIsIdv has 
justified the novel as a form (jf art, and placed 
it upon a level with epic and tragedy by free- 
ing his plots from all dramatic climaxes and 
svnnnctry, and by working upon his own prose 
principle of selection. The novel in his hands 
does not try to do what can be better done in a 
play or a poem. It does something different ; 

.and it reveals advantages to compensate for its 
inherent defects. It is impossible that a novel 
should express or comnumicate so intense an 
emotion as an epic or a tragedy; but the emo- 
tion of Tolstoy's novels, if less intense, seem 
to be more reasonable and more closely con- 
nected with life as wf know it. There is not 
less of it. but it is more ditYused. In all poetry 
most of the routine of life nuist be left otit. We 
see epic and tragic characters, even Hamlet 
liimself, only at carefully chosen moments of 
exceptional experience. iUil we see Levin, in 
"Anna Kareniii," engaged in the very routine 
of life, doing things that could not be described 
in poetry. We sec bim packing u\) before his 
■wedding, anil nio\'ing. not like an ci)ic hero to 
tlu! admiration of all bis binds, but rather in- 
(litTerently. Now, it is (juite true that routine is 
described in other novels, but very seldom so 
as to move the reader to a serious emotion. 
Either it is made fjm of, or else it is only in- 
troduced because it is necessary to the machin- 
ery of the ])lot, or else ii is merely dull. No 
other novelist has Tolstoy's ])owcr of investing 
it with a profound significance, because none is 
so constantly moved to emotion himself by all 
the details of life. .And this emotion in Tolst<)y 
is never scntimontal. He does nut fori'c it for 
the purposes of his art; he does not pretend to 
see more in life than he does see, nor affect any 
]ircternatural sensibility or sagacity. He writes 
ns if his readers were his equals, and as if his* 
his business was to supply thcni with facts, not 

with emotions or perceptions, just as we all 
find it difficult to be just and wise and calm and 
entirely serious in dealing with the f)rdinarv 
routine of our li\-es. so novelists have the .same 
<lifliculty in ilealing with routine in fiction. I'.ut 
Tolstoy is (juite linp]>y with it. lie seems to 
have experienced it with the sensibility of a 
poet, with the calmness: of a philosopher, and 
with , the attention of a man of business. His 
knowledge of all kinds of affairs is immense, 
and he never displays it as if ho had acquired it 
for the purposes of bis art. He writes of war 
like a soldier, of [)olitics like a politician, of 
farming like a farmer, yet never wit hlhe nar- 
rowness of a specialist, but as if he saw the re.

in them. And it is the same with his''diaractcrs. 

In nu)St good ncjvels there ;ue one or two char- 
acters that seem to come out of the writer's- 
jiersonal experience, to l)e auti'liiugrapliical, 
while the rest arc only the result of external ob- 
servation. But nearly all Tolstoy's characters, 
male aiul female, important and uuimpoilant, 
seem to be autobiographical, and not conjcc- 
■tured; but known. He does not write, even of 
his inost delightful girls, even of Natasha or 
Kilty, as if he were iu.',.love;witli ;;|hcm, but' 
rather as if be had once becii a' delightful girl' 
himself. There is never any of the excitcnu-nt 
or romance or mystery of se.x in his Ircaluirnt 
of women ; but only the romance and mystery el 
life. And thus ho is as unich interested in the 
old mother as in the young girl, and gives her 
equal rights in his story. ,'-^o!net imes even lie 
fails with his characters, l/ashiou is the one. 
thing be canniJt understand or endure.' Thus 
he makes nothing of Helen; the wife of his' her", 
TVter, in "War and 
I'eace." He dis- 
likes her so nmeb 
that be does not 
even wish to un- 
derstand' her. And 
Vronsky in "Anna 
Karenin" is only a 
kind of Steerfortli 
executed Av i t li 
more care but less 
s])irit. One can- 
not believe that 
.Anna could Iia\c 
fallen in love Avitli 
him. Then he has 
an obvious preju- 
dice Against doc- 
tors and jihiloso- 
()hers and Na- 
|)o!eon 15onaparte ; 
and when he yields 
to this the great 
world of his crea- 
tion fades away 
from him an<I 
lea\es him jjreacli- 
ing. lluL he never 
attempts to ei.in- 
ceal his preju- 
dices: and they 
(jul}- make him un- 
just in hi.s own per- 
son, not in his con- 
duct of events. 
Though they may 
iuterrujjt his nar- 
rative for a little 
^vllile, they dri not 
pervert it. lie soon 
gives over •jn-eacb- 
ing,. aiid becomes 
the uiirivalled nov- 
elist again. 

Complaints ba\e 
been made lli.it 
tbri-f is no elcir 
a u (I ci"insecuti\ e 
story in his novel'-, 
and particularly in 
"War and f^eace. " 
And, indeed, mj 
reader ean be 
drawn tbroupii 
I hem by a desire to 
lea 1 11 what is goin,'-;'

For in them we an; 
interested in what 
is happening. Jt 
never occurs to us 
to speculate about 
the future, since 
we are absorbed in 
the present. \\"e do 
not ask ourselves 
Avhal Tolsti ly is gi i- 
ing to do v.itli 
Peter or Levhi ; we 
watcii to .see what 
they are doing with 
t beuisi'h'es. Tlu; 
s i g 11 ificauee o f 
llie-^o bookN is not 
in the story but in 
t he eliaraeiei's. wbi > 
seem to cuntnd 
whatever s t o r y 
there is. Thus, 
when a character 
appcTirs, our inter- 
est in him docs not 
depend uiioii his re- 
lation to the story, 
and is not, siisj K'lid ■ 

ed till that relation is e.^tablisbed. Tiie iiioiiieiil 
he is introduced we watch him for his own sake. 
Whatever he says or does holds our attention, 
not for the light it throws ii|ioii the idol, bni 
for the light it throws upon bim. Tin' eharae 
ters, wdietluT they ])ersist all through the book 
or onl,\' ajipear once or tw ice, ha\e an indepciul- 
e.iit life of their own, lilvc real men and Woiiu'ii. 
Ill iii:arlv all novels we know that when some- 
thing hap|)eus it \s'ill be used to furllier tin; 
story; and thus we are on the lookout I'or bints 
as to how the story is going. We e;ui foretell 
the course^.pf .events far better. than in- real life, 
for wo'kiibw the ways of novelists better than 
those of' Providence. But in Tolstoy's novels 
this prophetic povver fails us. We cannot tell 
how events will affect the i)lol or whether they 
will affect it at all. They are not cunningly 
linked together in an artificial chain of cause 
and efl'ect; and if we trust to them to. hold our 
attention we shall be disappoinlei 



novels that we are free from this artificial chain 
of iron iiecessitv. though we may l,>e bewildered 
for a while before we get used to our freedom. 
Ju particular, it is delightful to find that the 
eoiiseipiences of a wrong or foolish act do not 
attend the nnfortuuale doer of it all tln-ough 
the story. In other novels, even if the circum- 
stances of retribution are lyxciting, they often 
irritate, us, because wo feel •■that thc; retribution 
is more ;cx4ct. than in real life.; And, after all, 
,who" is.'.tlic -.novelist that he should ' pretend.4P 
know the "just punishment fbi- alt of-' 
fences, e.si)eeially Avhen he uses ' that 
punishnient to make his plot? Keal lite 
is often troublesome enotigli ; but it would 
'le mure I ri niblesi Miie if it. ;iiways luiii- 
isbed ;iiid rewarded according to human ideas 
of justice. Whatever Tolstoy's ideas of justice 
may be, lie does not lot' them control the story, 
lie is • content to. leave venjfeanccTo God, and 
will not tamper with probabilities to hasten it.'

that IS only that he' may find an excuse to have 
done with them. In tragedy there is a real end ; 
and destinies arc settled, at least for this world, 
by tlcath. Hut Tolstoy feels that there [s a 
g'reat deal in life of va'st significance besides 
tragedy and besides^Avhat is conducive or sub- 
ordinate to tragedy.' You cannot say that "War 
and Peace" is'a sad'^bpok or a merry book, any 
niore. than yoi'i cair say that life in general is 
.merr)' or sad. ', You feel as you read it that life 
is'nbt'to'^bc'jtidgecl by its pleasures or pains, 
nor by anv ordinary standard of failure or suc- 
cess. It lias some unseen goal, and men ani 
moved l>y some unknown force towards it, and 
bv iiiex)dicable passions when they think of it. 
Every detail of the book, liOAvcvcr trivial it may 
seem, is chosen to illustrate the Avorking of that 
force and of those passions. For Tolstoy; though

of men, but also in 
all that men do 
-when they seem to 
be the slaves of 
circnnistancc and 
of :their OAyn habits 
a lid terror:^ and ap- 
petites. ■ 'The scien- 
tific conscience is 
s o predominant 
now that some- 
times it seems to 
threaten art and 
even morals. In 
Tolstoy's novels, it 
is the friend and 
willing servant of 
both; indeed, his 
art, bis morals, 
jiiiil his science 
seem to be ail one, 
or only different 
aspects of thc same 
])OAver in Ivirn. His 
incessant arid iin- 
partial observation 
of fact has not 
\^cakened his sense 
of purpose, but 
eon finned it; and 
his realism has uot 
made his books 
squalid or incoher- 
ent, but only.,givciT 
them a beauty 
more reasonable 
and secure, a unity 
more natnrai ;iiid 
unforced. As avc. 
read them avc feel 
that that they tell 
thc .Avholc truth 
about life, Avilh 
nothing extenuated 
and nothing set 
down in malice; 
and at thc end we 
are more in love 
with life than ever 
l)eforc. Thc great- 
tragic poets shoAV 
ns the glory of 
life triumphing 
e\eii in death, 'foi- 
st eiy does what is 
even harder and 
comforting. 1 1 e 
shows us the .glory 
of life Iriunipliing in the midst of its own fail- 
ures and squalor and Avcari.sdmc routine.

.According to David Clarallan, a Avritcr In 
'flic Upeii Court (Chicago), Tolstoy con- ■ 
denses his Christianity into "five mainly nega- . 
tive doctrines," naniciy: "Be not angry"; * Do ' 
not commit adultery;" "Do not take an oath;'' 
"Resist not' evil , by violence "Do notyinakc 
Avar." ' Says an editorial writer in- the New 
York Smu: • . . , ' 

"The author of 'My Religion' repudiates 
ecclesiastical organizations, elaborate church 
edifices, and stereotyped forms of prayer. 
His inoiie of worship is that Avhich in the New 
Testament Ave sec practised by Jesus of Naz;ar- 
eth. He believes in temples not made by, 
bands. He does not believe, that Avails, -organ, 
and puljjit constitute" holinessj'vor, conduce to:' 
it. To ■Tolst03'''s mind, wherever pity, sym- 
l>athy or charity is felt, and-Avhercvcr an act o£ 
self-sacrifice is done, the ground is holy, 
AVhercvcr a prayer is uttered or thought, or 
wherever a voice of thanksgiving is raised to 
the Giver of all good, there is God's church, 
and he needs no other. So far, then, ns out- 
Avard forms are concerned, Jt is a religion re- 
duced', to the lowest' te'rms that Tolstoyj 
preaches." 

"Of all men," asserts thc New York Inde- 
pendent (undenominational), "Tols.tOY <Joes 
not deny thc Savior," nbr is' h<S-a:'j>a^aii;*r'?{!/t^^ 
quote further: 

"The fact is that it is thc Russian church 
which he despises and hates for its unfaithful- 
ness to Christ and to religion. He is over- 
literal in his following of thc Bible, to the ex- 
tent of non-resistance in case of injury. done 
him, arid ' thiis' takes an anarchistical position 
in affairs of government. He would remove 
all authority in State as well as church, .abolisli 
not only armies, but police and con.stables as 
Avell, and trust wholly to thc law of love. That 
is nonsense, but it is not pagan, and is quite. 
cohsistctitjjvith';Chris'dan-^"c^^ belief. 
Wc haA-c 'not 'inuch respect' for Tolstoy's lit- 
eral exegesis and application of Scripture, but 
he is a better Christian than tliosc Avho have 
coiidcinncd him. Prophets must expect that 
treatment from the old ccclesiasticism." 

C)n thc other hand Zion's Herald, a .Meth- 
odist paper published in floston, takes a view 
of Tolst03-'s theology Avhich would seem to 
lend some support to the action of the Ploly 
Synod. We read : , 

"Epr nineteen hundred years thc Christian 
church has had' to fight for _its existence 
against implacable foes. No foe is so deadly as 
the man avIio professes to find the inspiration 
of his religious life in the Gospel of Christ, 
who proves his profession hy a close conform- 
ity of his life to the teachings of Christ, and 
at thc same time scorns the organir^cd church 
mutilates the laible, rejects miracles, denies 
the Deity of ;Ghrist, and refuses to beUeyc.in 
lier.sonal immortality. IwCO TPlStPy's 'car'cful- 
ly-thought-out creed puts bim squarely Avitli- 
eiut the pale of any church that history records 
He can find a place in neither the JcAvisli. the:

ehurcli. In all the imiltiplicity of Protestant 
cliurches, ranging from; evangelical' to tlie most 
latitndinarian, there is not one that coulci make 
concessions broad enough to render it pbssible^

Zion's Herald adds, however, that '".Polstoy 
is "a venerable man of blameless life who has 
conscientiously carried out so far as he could 
the teachings of -Christ as .he understands

".\ Chinaman's impressions of the Kaiser 
are jinblished in the latest Pekin Gazette, and 
have been translated liy an linglish ]irofessor 
of Chinese," says the .Mail.

It is authoritatively stated that the popula- 
tion of the city at the present time is :J.So,ooo, 
and the ^'isitor who beholds the dense throngs 
, of iiCO])le on the streets of the business S('c- 
tions and travels for hours on the street car 
lines through miles upon miles of residential 
areas readily accepts this as conservative es- 
timated 

This up-building of a .great city so closely 
adjacent to the border line which separates 
Canada from the United vStatcs possesses a 
sjiecial interest to the people of Victoria and 
\'aneonver, inasiiuicli as the excellent trans- 
pc)rtati(.in facilities which are now enjoyed 
have served to bring the two jjeoples living 
on either side of an iniaginar}' boundary line 
into ch.ise social and commercial reUitions. 
. To. the observant visitor who comes !u 
vSeattle with the idea of attempting to aiialyzc 
the causes which have been responsible for 
its marvellous progress, two things immediate- 
ly api)eal as striking and important 
factors in the situation — the total absence of 
all class distinctions in all matters ])ertaining 
to business rel;itioiis, and the "pull toi^etlun-" 
I'lniicy which is invariably followed wheiic\'ei- 
any pi-ojcct is mooted calculated to advance 
the city's interests.

Reference has been 'made (o the fact that 
Ihc widespread financial depression seems lo 
have retarded btit little the growth and ex- 
pansion of Seattle. If one had not read the 
newspapers about the disastrous smash on 
Wall street of a year ago and its subsequent 
ill-effects throughout the continent, certain it 
is that he would never become cognizant of 
it by what he witnesses in Seattle. In the 
(lo.\vntown sections maimnolh sky-scrapers . 
;ir(' Iieing reared in such intnd)'.'rs and in. such 
•ipparent li;isle ll'iat one cottid well believe 
that tlic Sotiud. metropolis iti in the tiirocs pf 



a boom; and in all of the residential areas of 
the city . houses arc being- erected as fast as 
the builders can do the work. And one sees 
but few houses to let. 

The manufacturing plants ajjpcar-to be 
busy, the railwav' and steamship companies 
are increasin.g their terminal interests, the 
city itself is spentling- hundreds of thousaiuls 
of floUars in th.c Avork of rcgrading — 1 caring- 
down great hills in the process. In short, 
Seattle- seems to be expanding -with an im- 
petus which is simply irresistible. 

Great hopes arc entertained that the 
yMaska- Yukon-Pacific exposition, which opt'ns 
in June of next year will result in a tremen- 
dous .-'idvertisemcnt, not only for Seattle, but 
for the entire state of Washington. Splcndiil 



progress has been made with the work of pre- 
paring the grounds and- erecting the buildings?, 
and there is every assurance that all will be in 
readiness for the o])ening at the appointed 
tiiiK^. The buildings are all very handsome 
structures. Tiiose erccteil by the federal gov- 
enunent and the state are of a permanent 
character and are to remain the i^roperty of 
the city. Oregon's building has now been 
completed and it is one of the handsomest 
structures on the', grounds, - Calif. ornta's 
building is expected tp eclipse it in architec- 
tural beauty. ' ^ 

■Very great satisfaction ha's been expressed 
by the people of Seattle at the announcement 
ili.-it Canada is to make a comprehensive ex- 
hibit at the h'air. The .government has acted

School Director Asks for "White Canada" 




R. 11. J. .MACKINDER, late di- 
rcctgr of the London School of 
I'"cononiics, writes from Canada 

a very interesting and important 
letter to the Times, which is 
really a ))lea- for "a white Ciiniula," 
and a warning against a possible conflict of 
races, says I'ublic (.)i)inion. 

.\ir. .Macicindci- says that "a pariigrii])h has 
n.-cently appeared in mimy Canadian news])apors 
ill which si-n1enccs are (|Uoted from certain 
:i',nglish journals, notably the Statist and the 
Siicctator. iM-om the Statist .are tak.eh the fol- 
lowin.g \\?ords : •■ ' ' 

"'Canarla, with a populjU'iiijh about the size 
of Luiulou, occupying, or pretdhding lo occupy, 
u territory nearly as big as luirope, takes upon 
itself to exclude Indian felK.iw-subjects, equal 
in munbcr to the whole population cjf l':uroi)e. 
The Canadian ])(ioi3le have no right lo lake up 
this -attitude, except tin; right of mere brute 
forcc.'^ 

"Aly^aim is humbly to remind British 
speakers and writers that their most sweeping 
and least, guarded sentences are likely lo be 
selected for thc ca.ble, and .that they will l)e sen t 
in ull'tKeir''i\ak'eyriiE:ss intp every corner of Lar- 
ada under some such biting title as 'What Lbn-^ 
don Thinks.' You cannot blame intellig'ent but 
-busy Ciuiadians if they do not always stay to 
question the representative character of opin- 
ions vouched for by British journals of serious 
and well-established fame. 

"Sentiments such as those which I- have 
quolcil strike the average Cantidian as both, 
ignpratit and .uii5y,mpulhctic. In an ncailcmi*: 



seii.se they may no doubi present an aspect of 
the truth, but niiu iy-nine out of a hundred Can- 
adians arc in uo iiiuud for mere dialectic. Men 
who are busy with work, not words, look to the 
temper and ijrejudicc which undorlie an utter- 
ance. for they seek its practical outcome. .A 
young nation yhicli is siraining it.i very soul in 
the effort to command the material resources 
at its disposal, and is conscious of making giant 
strides in the task, is not likely to see- either 
truth or sympathy in the statement that it is 
merely j)relending to <.iccupy its territory. 
Such ii nali(ui. when lold in the same breath 
that it has no moral right lo prevent itself frcjin 
- b(;ing (.j'. erwhrlnu'd |]\' an incxhaustil.de slock 
of alien race and civilization, must not be 
blamed if it concludes that there is a widi^ tingle 
between tlu' points of view 01 Ihe Alolhcr 
Country and liie Duminion. 

"Canada lias beside herself an object-lesson 
lo which she camiut be blind. The long-drawn 
tragcd): of black and white in the great Re- 
public is not near its endt though it^cost four 
years of civil w'ar, AVith her western province, 
moreover, Canada faces the enigma of an 
awakening Asia. If there is one object of 
l)olicy on which ihinkiii.g Canadians are firmly 
united it is that of ;i white Canada. Mixture 
of races must result either in intermarriage, 
wdth phvsical and moral consequences whicii, 
to say the lea.st, are deeply uncertain, or in a 
caste system fatal to denlp'craticadeaISi, Brute 
force is no doubt a t(3tT)li)le]arbitclf'"a^^^^^ the im- 
morality of all war is an arguable thesis, but 
if force be 'cvt;r justifiable it must surely be 
fpr the preservation of the very, texture of 



social order, woven during long history. 

"British statesmen will have to reckon 
with tliis fact if the Empire is to be held to- 
gether. Nor need they be involved tficreby in 
insoluable difficulties with our Indian fellow- 
subjects. No one seeks to exclude the 'intel- 
lectuals' of any lace or religion. JAir them 
let us have the most Imperial scope and hos 
pitalily, more sincere and better organized 
than they are today. The balance of advantage 
m the intercourse of educated and responsible 
though differing men will undoubtedly be for 
good. Such men have in their material cir- 
cumstances and their mental c(pnpmeiit out- 
v.-ork's which, in some degree at any rate, serve 
lo i)roteci their essential personalities. The 
vast maj(.M-ity, on the other hand, of every 
race, the manual workers, arc not so condi- 
lioncd. Narrow resources and dense popula- 
tion place them — ^ind- 'their Avives and chil- 
dren — very much at the mercy of the average 
society around. Neither Japancise, nor Chin- 
ese, nor Indians Avould welcome into their ven- 
erable and civilized societies 'an inroad in mass 
of white workers, with habits and ideals good 
in themselves, but destructive of the very bases 
of Japanese, Chinese and Indian moralities. 

"Let the i)rol)Ifm be faced with forethought 
and the impenrling great conflict of races may 
be prevented. This, I venture to think, is the 
greatest, the most deeply moral task before 
the Imperial statesmanship of the United 
Britaiiis, Perhaps we shall find our way to, 
a policy of separate white and Indian colonies 
within the Empire. That is a suggestion 
which was lately, supported by Mr. Churchill 
and others," ' i

The 'Victorian sojourning in Seattle nicets 
many people who display an amazing- ignor- 
ance of Canada in general and British Colum - 
bia in particular, -which su.ggcsts the thought 
that The Tourist y\ssociation of Victoria need 
not go far afield in the effort to better make 
known the attractions and resources of the 
cit}^ and Vancouver Island. The writer met 
a number of people, ^apparentlj^i .^widely 
traveled and -vvell-irifbrhied, Vhb knew iittlc'or 
nothing about the .system of government 
which obtains in the Dominion; and when it 
came to the matter of the size and resources of 
Vancouver Island, why, tlicy knew as little of 
that as of conditions in Tibet. Possifdy the 
reason fen- this is that the average American is 
too busy to bother with absorbing information 
cp|ic(?.rning cqiuitriesvl^ outside the borders 
of the" Uiiited States. ' 

While there are some beautiful residences 
in Seattle, keeping in mind the difference ill 
the size of the two cities, Victoria quite 
eclii)scs the Sound metropolis in the matter of 
pretentious homes. Here, while the swcl.l 
residences are often of im])Osing architecture, 
the "Inline effect" as it is to be noted in Vic- 
toria is niissiiig,-i.:,bcca.u^ an absence of 
sjiacious grounds arid a wealth of shrubbery. 

Ill a recent issue of the Colonist tlie sUile- 
nicnt was made that the tourist travel to YJc- 
toria this year had broken.all records,. arid tijat 
Seattle had contributed a greater nunib^r of 
transient visitors than any other i)oint. As 
Victoria's atlractions during the summer 
months arc irresistible, and as the y\niericaus 
are notoriously a holiday-loving qicople, it -yvill 
be apparent that some special effort ought to 
be ei^lJCiiclecl by the public bodies in Victoria 
to clfavv' 'ilpon, ihe half-million people in the 
Sound cities for a very large proportion of the 
tourist travel. 

One needs to go awa}' from Victoria to- ap- 
preciate what a great advertisement the.' city 
has :-eceivcd in the erection of the Empress 
hotel. The writer met many i)eo])le who 
knew comparatively little about Victoria., 
beyond the fact that it was a most charming 
city with "one of the finest hotels on the 
contincnl|." ■ ■ jC. A. .GRIIG.Q, 
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F all the little friends whom 
Lewis Carroll loved none were 
dearer than tlie three dauijh- 
tcrs of Dean Liddoll : Loriiia, 
AHcc, and Lditii. They li\ 
on the same side of the ([uad- 
rangle with him, but at the 
opposite corner; that is, they 
lived at the cast end of the 
nortli walk and he lived at the west end. so 
that the}- could run along' the flags and ^■lsl^ 
him and have a cozy time, even on a rainy dav. 
'I'iicir father was dean of the cathedral, and 
one of the authors of tlie great Greek diction- 
ary which your older brother knows very well, 
no donbt. The deanei)' is a beautiful old home 
with ivy and trees and a fine garden at the 
back', and this was the home of Alice. 

vShe was not the oldest but the second 
daughter, and in the verses at the beginnint( 
of the Wonderland book she is called "Sc- 
cunda" f Second) ; Lorina, the eldest, is cahcd 
"Prima" (First), and little Edith, the youngest, 
is called "Tertia" (Third). For these three 
children, Carroll had a never-ending fund of 
istories which he told them at all sorts of 
times; in his study, in the garden) while walk- 
ing in the country or rowing on the river 
which runs at the' foot of the college groinuis. 
And one of the greatest treats that the sisters 
could possibly have was lo go boating up the 
river to Nuncham or Goclstovv with Lewis 
-Carroll, have tea on the banks,and come home 
■leisurely in the early evening, to Christ 
;iEjiurch,. ^their host entertaining them all the 
way with -delightful fairy stories. 

"Alice in Wonderland" was one of these 
stories, begun as they rowed along the river 
on a Fourth of July and in the year 1S62, when 
our country was in the midst of the great 
Civil War. Lewis Carroll himself did not 
.seem to think the story a wonderful one. In 
■■'his' diary for that day he wrote: 

"I inadc an expedition up the river to God- 
stow with the three Liddclls ; we had tea on 
the banks there and did not reach Christ 
elhurch till half past eight." Later on, he 
added to' this : "On -vvhich Occasion I told tHdm 
tile fairy tale of 'Alice's Adventures Under- 
ground,' which I undertook to write out for 
Alice," The entire story Avas not told on a 
single dccasibh, as you may well believe; but 
cn many occasions the adventures were resum- 
ed, and a chapter narrated, now on tlic river, 
now in the study, now in the garden, now af- 
ter tea in the Meadowsw in the cozy' drawing- 
room facing the street. When it Avas finished, 
Alice begged to have the story written out for 
her, and the indulgent friend copied it carc- 
ful!}-- in his neat handwriting, and presented 
the valuable manuscript — how \aluable the 
child did not dream and the author did not 
realize — to the dean's littic daugiitcr. Tlie il- 
lustrations of the manuscript copy were also 
made by Lewis Carroll, and were the result of 
much care, particularly the picture of the 
Gryphon. 

j\Ir. Dodgson had no thougiit that tlioii- 
.sands of other children in all parts of the worlfl 
v;ould soon be reading and laughing over liis 
story. Indccfl, he seems to have given the 
niattcr very littic consideration, and probalily 
believed that the work which he was doing 111 
teaching geometry and trigonometry to the 
yoimg men of Christ Church was far more im- 
portant than the fairy story which he. had 
written. 

One diiv, he sliowcd the manuscript to 
George Macdonald, tlie novelist, and I\Ir. .Mac- 
donald was charmed with it and urged him to 
send it to a pubUsher. Such a bright and orii;- 
inal story had no difficulty in finding a pub- 
lisher. And on July 4, 1S65, exaclh' three 
years after the first instalment of the story 
had been told to the Lithiclls, the first edition 
of two thousand cojjics was printed and .'-cut 
out to tlie work!, 'i'hc title had been, at first, 
"Alice's Adventures Underground"; this was 
changed to "Alice's Hour in Elfland" ; and, 
finally, to its present title, "Alice's Adventures 
in 'Wonderland,''' though seldom is its fuli 
name used by child readers. 

So littic did the author understand what a 
AvondcrfuU}^ ingenious and fascinating liook iie 
had written, tiiat he did not expect tlie first 
edition would ever be sold. But the two thou- 
sand books were very quickly disposed of. 
Everyone wanted to read "Alice," and to have 
his friends read it. Not only littic children but 
grown people enjoyed it, and edition after edi- 
tion has been ])rinted and .sold, and today it is 
even more sought after than when it was first 
published. It lias becoiye a classic and holds 
a place on children's book-shelves with "Koh- 
inson Crusoe" and iians Christian An<lerscii. 
"There is not a spot in the civilized world, not 
a library with any pretension to literature 
where the Jabbcrwock and the Cheshire Cat 
arc unknown.'' 

Queen Victoria w-as so pleased with the 
first''".Ahcc" book that she asked to have other 
works by tiic same author sent to her, and was 
more surprised than pleased, we are told, \yheu 
a great package of mathematicil 'trcatises ar- 
rived, the works of the lecturer in matiiem- 
atics. 

A few )'ears ago a in-omincnt L,oiidon daily 
paper sent out an iiK|uiry as lo the tweniv 
bpoks most popular with children, and tiiou.uli 
it was after thirty years since "Alice in .Woii- 
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dcrlaiid" had fir.--t appeared, tliis was the book 
\\ hicli headed tiie list. 

Hundreds of c(jpies of the nonsense books 
were sent by tiic kind-hearted ,:author to the 
sick and' crippled children in tlie hospitals of 
London, for iiis licart was evel- tender to the 
"T Iia\'e i)ccn distributing copies to all the hos- 
pitals ;m(l cfinvakscent homes that 1 can lie.'ir 
unfoi tnnate. lii a letter tn .a friend he says: 
of, where there are sick children caj)ab!c of 
reading them and though of course one takes 
some pleasure in the i)0]>ularity of the books 
elsewhere, it is not nearly so pleasant a 
thought to nie as that they may be a comfort 
and relief to children in litmrs of pain and 
\\ cariness." 

It was his delight tu iirescni copies of his 
honks In little friends wlmin he iiK't while 
tra\eling nr .at the seashore were he spent his 
Inng summer vacations. Often he wrote 
.imusing letters with the book. One lady says: 
■'( )iir accpiaintancec began in a somewhat sin- 
gular maimer. We were playing at the h'ort 
;it .M:n-;.iate, and a gciilieman nn the seat near 
aski.(l if we cnidd in;d<c a pajier boat with, a 
seat at each end and a basket in the middle 
for fish. W e were of course enchanted with 
tiic idea, and our new friend, after achieving 
the feat, gave us his card which we at once 
carried tb our mother. lie asked if he njight 
call where we were staying, and then present- 
ed my elder sister with a copy o^ "Alice in 
\'\'(in(lerland." 

The "Alice" n[ l.i-wi.^ (Airrnll's sl(ir_\- was in 
him just what .'i little ,L;irl slnuild he, an ideal 
child, delicate and ret'incil, truihl'ul ami sincere. 
A very real litle girl, .Mice must have been 
to her author. "What were ihoii, dream- 
Alice, in thy foster-father's eyes? Mow shall 
he picture thee? l.nviii;^, first, and gentlr: 
loving . . . .and L;entie as a f:r.\';i ; llicn cniir- 
tcons. coiu-leniis tn ail, lii-h or low, ur.aml or 
grr)tes(|uc: kinj;' n;' c;iierpill:ir, (■\'(mi ;is though 
she were a king's daughter and her clothing of 
wrought gold; then trustful, ready to accept 
the wildest impossibilities with all that utter 
trust that only dreamers know," 

The story of Alice has been translated into 
French and German, Italian and Dutch, and 
"leather William" has even .appearcii in .Arabic 
though it is difficult lo understand how t'lc 
\-erse could be amusing in any InngnaLre but 
that in wdiich it was written. The l''rench 
translalion bears the rather heavy title. ".Ad- 
ventures d'Alicc au I'aj^s dcs Mervcilles"; the 
German title is easier, "Alice's. .Abenteur in 
Wunderland." It would be of interest to know 
whether they amuse iM'cnch and German 
children as ii;ey do Ivnglish and .'American, 
children. Mere is that wise remark of the 
Diiclicss v.diicli yon all ri"membet;, ih the amus- 
ing conversation with .Alice: 

"'Phe moral of ih.at is." said the Duchess, 
"be what you seem to be: or, to put it more 
simply, — Never imagine yourself not to be 
otherwise than what it might appear to others 
that \vhat mu were or might have been was 
not otherwise th.aii wh.al _von had been would 
liavc appeared to liiem to be otherwise." 
-If you visit beautiful Oxford- toda:y, you 



will not find there the three little friends lor 
whom the Alice story was written. Alice her- 
self and her older sister, Lorina, have married 
and gone to homes cjf their own. Another' dean 
lives in the beautiful deanery. Edith,; the 
yoiHigest sister, slcejjs in a ([uict corner of the 
churchyard at the back of the cathedral, by her 
father's side. She died suddenly, after three 
davs' illness, and soon after her marriage en- 
gagciiieiU had l.ieen announced. If you go in- 
to the south na\'e aisle of the cathedral, you 
will sec a window at the east end wdiieh is 
dedicated to the mcn?ory of this sister, and 
just outside the window her grave was made. 
I'or many years, a beautiful altar-cloth made 
by the three Lkldclls was in use at the cathe- 
dral altar. 

("h.arles Dodi^son, who called himself 
Lewis Carroll only \vhen he was writing non- 
sense l)oi)ks, was born in if^,',^ — his father, the 
Kev. Ch.arles IJodgson, ludng a clergyman in 
Cheshire, l/,ngl;uid, at a small place called 
Daresbury. The family lived in an (ild-fash- 
ioncd parsonage, a mile and a half from the 
village. Their life in the country was so quiet 
that even the passing of a cart was an event of 
interest. But a happy life the children found 
it, and in one of his last, poems, Charles wrote 
of it ;is 

'J'he i-slaiid farm, 'mid .si'as of corn 
Swayea by the wandering bi-cezo of morn, 
Tlio happy spot where I was born. 

His nephew tclis us \\n\\ the boy io\'cd to 
climb trees :ind explore i)i,irl])ils ;ind amuse 
himself with toads and snails, ami Imw he tried 
"lo (>iu-o;!ragi: ci\'ilized warf.ai'c .am<)ng earth- 
worms by supplying them with small pieces of 
pipe with Avhich they might fight if so dis- 
])osrd." 

( )ne o! the bi/^-'s earliest treasures w;is a 
letter wri;ten to him by his mother during her 
brief absence from home, which the boy kept 
with the greatest care. To protect it from the 
l;:mds of the younger children — he was the 
oldest — he wrote on the back: ".Vo one is to 
touch this note for it belongs to C,L.I3." 

I le was the oldest of eleven children — seven 
girls and four hoys, and so, you sec, had 
])lenty of playmates and a hapjjy childhood. 
Charles was a sort of Director of Games and 
Sports, and contrived a number that-were orig- 
inal and iiiferiSstifigl He liked to play'a't being 
conjurer, and had a long white robe and a 
brown wig which he used to 'put on and play 
all sorts of tricks to amuse the j'ounger 
children. He contrived some marionettes and 
a small stage, \\'ith the carijciitcr's help, and 
while he pulled the strings which guided them, 
he recited ])lays which he had written. 

When Charles was eleven years old, the 
family removed to Croft, a much larger place, 
in the north of England, three miles from 
Darlington, and went to live in a large and 
pleasant rectory. The picture shows it a beau- 
tiful home with plenty of ivy and trees, and 
tiicre was a large garden at the back with 
fruit trees and flowers, among them a night- 



blooming Cereus. The children were delight- 
ed with' the' new home, and made niaiiy new - 
friends here. The father became Archdeacon 
of Richmond,. and, in time, a canon of Ripon 
Cathedral. 

The large garden furnished all sorts of op- 
portuni|,ies for games. At one time, Charles 
contrived a small railway train, the cars con- 
sisting of a wheelbarrow, a small cart, and a 
barrel. lie sold tickets to passengers and 
took them around the garden to the various 
stations, where refreshments were provided. 

In his vacations, Iierc, and later, the Dodg- 
son childreii kept up a home magazine, chiefly 
written and illustrated by the older brother. 
The first was called "Useful and Instructh'c 
Poetry": one was "The Comet," another, "The 
Star,"' another, "The Rosebud," and one 
of, the latest, "The Rectory Umbrella." The 
latter ^ Ciontainetl; among' otliers:; good things, 
"Two Lays of ' Sorrow,'' - one 'bf ^Vhich seems 
to have been written concerning a brother wdio 
was taking his first lessons in horseback- 
riding, though the steed is represented as a 
doiikc)'. 

Puzzles were the delight of Charles's 
youth as they were of his manhood. J lere is 
a puzzle wdiicli first apjiearcd in "The liectory 
Umbrella" :

So you've conlmdlctcd your.self once. Oli, but you 
sa.v, what's the use of Its being right twice a day 1£ I 
e.-in't toll when the time comes? Why, isupposo' the 
clock pointH to eight o'clock: don't you see that the 
clock Is, right at eight o'clock? Consequently, when 
eight o'clock comes, your clock Is right. 

"Yes, I see that," y>u reply. / 

■Very good:- then you've contradicted yourselt twice, 
now get out of the difflculty as you .can, and don't 
contradict yourself again lf'5'oii can hclp lt. 

Prom the Richmond school Charles went 
on to Rugby, and, when he was eighteen, to 
Christ Church . College at , Oxford, where . he 
graduated in 1854. along through his 

school and college life he seems to have been 
quiet and studious, and one would never have 
guessed the wild and wdtty things that were 
to come out of his brain some day. He always 
took honors in mathematics, his favorite study, 
and made no trouble for his instructors. He 
was one of the most famous men that ever 
came from Rugby, but even here he was, as a 
-youiig man, grave and solemn in appearance 
and onlj'' opened his rich store of humor to 
his intimate friends and especially to children, 
of whom he was always fond. Mis heart was 
\'oniig and boyish aiul innocent to the very 
last ; but in outward appearance he was grave 
and dignified and. always shy alpout; meeting 
strangers. 

n./Now ■ivc'come' to "the years when l\lr. 
DbUgson,' graduated witlr honor from college, 
a young man of twenty-two, was asked to re- 
turn to his college as lecturer in matiieinatics, 
which was, of course, a great honor for so 
voiin.g a man. lie accepted the offer, and all 
the rest of the forty-four years of his life he 
lived at Chri.st Church. He was ordained dea- 
con^ a. fc?v years after graduation, but was 
never consecrated as a priest because, it is- 
said, of his shyness and a tendency to stammer 
when speaking; though he o£ten preached ac- 
ceptably at Christ Church and elsewhere. 

He had two homes in the great cpiadrangle. 
That in wdiich ".Mice in Wonderland" was 
written was on the ground floor in the north- 
west angle. Six years after "Alice'? was writ- 
ten, he moved to the upper floor, directly 
above the old rooms, where he had a cozy 
establishment of seven or eight rooms. 

13ooks and pictures and cozy couches and 
chairs, and <a glowing fire in the grate wdien- 
ever it could jiossibly be excu;se(l, gave it an 
inviting homelike appearance. The wide bay- 
window which looks out into the street is not 
shown in the interior view, but is on the op- 
posite side to the fireplace. 'Tt was cozily 
cushioned in red, and at least half a dozen 
children could sit on it at a time. 

The fireplace is a very interest- 
ing one , and unlike any other, 
for it is surrounded with tiles v.'ith pictures 
from the different nonsen.^c books, especially 
"The Mnnling of the Snark." 

I sujipose you remenilior the vSiiark story, 
liie worcl snark being what Lewis Carroll 
called a "portmanteau word," having ^two 
meanings packed into one, and in this case 
the two words are "snail" and "shark." You 
remember the Bellman who steered the "ship 
and who selected his crew for the imrposc of 
hunting the dreadful snark ; and how one of 
them was a Bak-er whose uncle had warne{i 
him to beware, for if the snark were a "Boo- 
jum," the Baker, on seeing him would iiistant- 
,iv ;uid softly vanish from sight forever. Mr. 
Dodgson said that the idea of the story canio 
to him in this way: 

*T v/as walking on a hillside alone one 
bright summer day, w iien suddenly there came 
into my inind one line of verse — one solitarv 
line — 'For the snark was a Boojinn, you see.' 
I knew not wdiat it meant then: 1 know v.dtat 
it means now. hut I wrote it down and some 
time afterward the rest of the stanza occurred 
lo me, that being its last line." ^\ ' ■ 

Mr. Dodgson liked ,tb expiaiu .the; fit^epjace 
tiles to the children who came to see hinil One 
of the chiIdren^tells about; it in Mr. Colling- 
woocl's boolc; '" ' ^ ■ : ; ' , 

The central tile atvtlie top shows the shi]) 
that the Bellman ste'ered'.' ■ To the right is the 
h'aglet of the Caucus-race in "Alice,'' and be- 
low it is the Gryphon. On the left side arc 
the Lory and the L')odo of the Cancus-racc. 
'I'he low'est tile contains the fawn that had 
lost its name. Air. Dodgson used to liavc these 
creatures engage in amusing conversations 
with each other, for 'the benefit of his child- 
friends, and "Tlie littic , creatures in the in- 
tervening- tiles used to squirra-.in at intervals." 
(One bird, represented as running his. beak 
through a fish, and the dragon which is hiss- 



ing defiance over his left shoulder, Mr. Dodg- 
son used to say, indicated the different ways ' 
he had of receiving visitors. 

All sorts of puzzles, games, music boxes, 
theatricals and tableai;x were invented by 
Mr. Dodgson to amuse his child guests. Pic 
was an excellent photographer in the days be- 
fore kodaks had been heard of, and left a great 
store of photographs of his friends and ac- 
q uaintances"^ which he carefully finished -'in 
his studio on the roof. To amuse the chil- 
dren, he had a variety of gay costumes made 
in which he used to dress them as Turks, 
Chinamen, knights and ladies, and photograph-, 
cd them, to their great delight. 

/ Aniong other inyentions<:\yere/a; numljer of 
musi cal toys ari'd'j miisic ; bpxtisf and ' an organ- 
cttc which, he tqld- the-childixt^^ to be fed 
on paper tunes, sbmetimes as 'maiiiy as a dozen 
a day. 

Jn order to vary the performance, says one 
of the child friends, he sometimes put in a 
j)aper tune wrong end first. "Then ihcy had 
a tune backward, and soon found themselves 
in a (lay before yesterday. So they dared noc 
go on for fear of making her so young that 
she would not be able to talk." 

In appearance, Mr. Dodgsoii was very 
int:ch like his picture, which, in some respects, 
resembles another great teller of stories foi- 
cliildren,. Hans Christian Anderson. He was 
slender and delicate, but erect, shy, and.Tetii'- 
ing and, though grave and somewhat' elderly, 
in appearance, he seemed full of life and good 
spirits to the very last of his life. He lived 
much alone and disliked the intrusion of 
strangers or any compliments to his nonsense; 
books, fde wrote a great number of interest- 
ing and amusing letters to children, and seem.s 
to have preferred writing to talking. No 
doubt when all these letters have been collect- 
ed they will fill a large volume. 

To a little girl named Adelaide, he sent a 
copy of "The Hunting of the Snark," with 
this acrostic : 

"Arc you deaf, Fiilhor William?" the young man said, 
"Did you hear wiiat I told you just now? 

Excuse nin for .shouting! Don't waggle your head 

]_,ilie a blundering, sleepy, old coiv! 

A littic maid dwelling In 'Wallington Town 

I.s niy friend, ao.'I. beg'to'rehiark:, ;- '. i j . .' 

Do you think' sh'e'd bo pleased' If a' book were sent 
down 

Entitled 'The Hunt of the Snark?'" 

"Pack it up in brown paper!" the old man cried, 
"And seal it with olive and dove.

But to quote all the interesting letters that: 
Lewis Carroll wrote to children would be to 
quote both the books that his nephew has 
written about him. The last days of his life 
came suddenly and unexpectedly to every one. 
His Christmas holidays were usually spent at 
the home of his sisters, called The Chestnuts, 
at Guildford, in Surrey, and he went down this; 
last Christmas of his life, and kept the festival, 
apparently in the best of health and spirits. 

few: days . later :^i^^^ developed, and on 

' tlie ' fo'iirteenth ''of Janiiary, 1898, came the 
close of his beautiful life. 

He was laid to rest in the churchyard at 
Guildford, not far away from the "sisters' 
home. Beautiful wreaths of flowers, one or 
them from his early friend, "Alice," were sent, 
and today a cross of wdiite marble bearing his 
real name and his pen-name marks the place 
where he sleeps. 

'In a London hospital for children a "Lewis 
Carroll Cot" has been established. by the con- 
tributions of a great number of the friends^ 
and admirers of Lewis .Carroll, and in that cot 
many a poor and suffering child has found rest 
and comfort. 

A few weeks after his death, I stood in 
the deserted rooms in the quadrangle where 
so many bright hours in the life of Lewis Car- 
roll had been passed, so many friends wel- 
comed, so many - books writ.ten.- F'or thirty; 
years it'had heen his home. Piles of photo- 
graphs, boxes of gay children's clothing, 
books and pictures, the quaint fireplace tiles — 
all told the story of a life which had ever 
been young and joyous, kind and helpful; and 
on my table today is the worn old quill pen 
which was the last used in Oxford^ by Levyis 
• Carroll. . . , . ; .. i 

But the merry, dainty fancies .of. his/fahy,. 
tales will hve on and on arid -win friends so 
long as children's hearts are pure and sweet, 
and so long as older children retain their love 
of innocent laughter and nonsense. — Helen 
Marshall Pratt, in St. Nicholas. 



MR. ROBERT HICHENS 

Here is a charming glimpse of Mr. Robert 
Hichens, tj^e novelist who has done so much 
to make the desert knowrt to English people. 

Here is how one of Mr. Hichens's best 
novels, "The Garden of Allah," was suggested. 
"On one of seven visits to the desert he had 
previously visited a Trap[)ist monastery, and, 
drawn by the perfect restfulness of the place, 
said how much he wished he could stay there 
for a while. 'Wc take guests,' remarked the 
lay brother who was showing him round. 'We 
should be glad to have yoti if you do not mind 
living very simply.' So for three weeks Mr. 
Hichens lived there plainly and frugally, 
sleeping in one of the small, bare cells; later, 
he went out into the desert v/ith the Arab. poet 
whom in the book he has named Batouch for 
his guide, and as they stood one evening gaz- 
ing across the eternal sands towards the sun- 
set, a chance phrase of Batouch's touched him 
with a first dim thought of 'The' Garden of 
Allah.' 

" 'This is the garden of oblivion,' said Ba- 
touch in his ustial dreamy monotone. 'In the 
desert one forgets everything, even the desire 
of one's soul.' Somehow his saying called a 
vision of the secluded, prison-like monastery 
back into his hearer's mind, and with it came 
a fancy to bring one of its mute tenants out 
here into the desert, and in this garde nof obli- 
vion let him forget his views, his hopes, his 
God, and be willing to lose his soul for the love 
of a woman."

H ^ EAN BAPTISTE IN.LONDON" is 
Lhc title of an article by Chas. 
Lewis Sliaw in the Winnipeg Tele- 
gram, and a few of the adventures 
of tiie French-Canadian voyageurs 
who participated in tiic Gordon 
Relief Expedition up the Nile in 18S4-5 are 
amnsingly described therein. The article says: 
Once upon a time there were fortv Cana- 
dian rivernicn, with ninety pounds "sterling 
respectively in their .pockets in London, and 
London — great, throbbing, cosmopolitan, popu- 
lous London — staggered for one short "week 
under the blow. VVc were the last lingering 
renniant of the Canadian contingent of four 
hundred vnyagcurs who had been guiding the 
".fortnues of the Gordon Relief K.xpcdition 
•■through the troubled;- waters of.- the Nile;.in the 
winter of 1884-5.' The forty were wliat \va!s 
left of the fraction of the Canadian contingent 
which had vohnitecred to sec tiie campaign 
through to a finish, or as Jack Doyic; who" is 
now following a river or two in the Yukon to 
their source, said : "To go on with the trip as 
far as the road was cut." • 

The trip to London had been part of the 
contract of re-enlistment. Our entertainment 
in ]<ondon was, however, after the day when 
ati official at the Avar office had handed out 
to us respectively the sum of £90 and some 
friendly advice as to its disposal, left entirely 
to ourselves. The niyrniidons of the war of- 
fice arid' the slow moving, pipe-clayed denizens 
of the Horse Guards found it difficult to keep 
up with us, for. the week that followed was, a 
busy one. 

To see London in a week, with its several 
thousand public houses and several iinndred 
music halls and Westminster Abbey, the 
Tower of London and Hampton Court thrown 
in as side lines, keeps cven\ the energetic Can- 
adian^ rivernian on the move. ' , 

Forty Canadia:n riverrfien with a hundred 
or so dollars .in their pockets will in two da^^s 
and three nights convert the lower towns of 
Ottawa and Quebec into "'wrecks of their 
former ijclves.'! It required every dollar of 
'the'«$450 that each shantyman possessed to 
make a dent ph old London. But we were in-,

Nine months of isolation and hardship,, and. 
the opportunities of London had their reason- 
able effect upon the ill-disciplined natures of 
the rivermcn of the woods, and the popular 
Cockney impression in those days that Cana- 
dians were wild Indian^ was deepened. 

The wilderness :bf L'bndon Avas not such a 
tangle to ' the Canadiari backwoodsrhen' as 
might be imagined. .It was remarkable the 
comparative ease with which the timber 
rangers of the Ottawa, Petewawa and j\'iad- 
waska could find their Avay about London 
with almost unerring instinct and if the exi- 
gencies of an occasion or nightfall interfered 
with their lodging finding, to them a night 
under the trees in the parks or on a bench on 
En embankment, was of little discomfort. 

"Whcre'd you hang out last night, Jack?" 
Doyle was asked one morning when his cloth- 
ing displayed more than the customary signs 
of havin.g been severely slept in. 

"Li the busli at the end of that clearing to 
^he northwest there. Queen's park 1 tliink it's 
called. I got turned round when we separated 
Jast night, and I thought as it was late I 
wouldn't bother foolin' round huntin' the 
boardin' house."

■ "Oh ! These old churches and towers arc 
moth eaten," said a. somewhat typical iCnglish- 
ppeaking boatman. "Give me for appearance 
and. situation the parliament buildings at Ot- 
:tawa."' ' " 

"Yes, it may be," said Jean Baptiste re- 
flectively. "De ])arliament buildings of Ottawa 
great and beautiful, but dey have not some- 
I'ing dat dese old church and tower have. I 
clunno what, but fley have not cet." 

With a flarin.g dasli in river work that no 
man on the Nile surpassed, Jean Baptiste had 
a skill with paddle and"tiller..and a knowledge ' 
of tiie Avoods, of rapid or cataract that few 
equalled. As recklessly dissipated as any 
other rivennan after pay day, there Avas how- 
ever, in the makeup of Jean Baptiste Gagnon, 
Komethin.g that the majority of us of the Can- 
adian contingent of tiic Nile expedition lacked. 

A Highland vScotch Canadian was telling 
Hon. Frank Oliver a fcAV years ago, after the 
former had made a long trip through the 
French Canadian and French .halfbreed Settle- 
ments of the North Saskatchewan, of the many 
people he had been with for the last month.

|(|{P^^^ HERE Avas a bonfire outside"' the 
Fordsburg Alosque yesterday af- 
ternoon," Avrites the author of 
"The Asiatic Danger in. the Col- 
onies" to 'the^JJailyVMail of Aug. 
17- 

"I'ordsburg is the Mile End of the Golden 
City, and its mosque is nothing at all like the 
Mecca Masjid a^JDelhi. Nor was the bontirc a 
showy affair. It Avas not even an average Guy 
Fawkes blaze. It "was produced; by bvrrning- 
some paran-saturated papers in a Kaffir's iron 
cooking pot. 

"And yet this bonfire, Avitncsscd by only a 
few Avhite people, recalled to one's mind the" 
l^Soston tea party. It signified revolt. It an- 
nounced there Avas no turning back. To the 
three thousand Asiatics thronging the dusty 
open space beneath the jerry-built minarets it 
meant nnich, It meant suffering, and-ruin, and* 
jail. They had come from all parts *of South 
Africa to liclp light the bonfire. "Tliere were 
Jndinns of every race, from Khyber to Adam's 
Bridge; Chinese from Canton and the Straits; 
and colonial-born Indians in Europeahized 
dress. 

"And they made the bcnfire of their regis- 
tration ccrtiiicates, their permits to be in the 
Transvaal, their trading and hawking licenses. 
They came in the mosque as free men. They • 
Avent away liable to arrest by the first police- 
man Avho questioned them. Like the tea party, 
the bonfire was the outward and visible sign of 
Avar. The Asiatics declared Avar against the 
Transvaal government. Not active Avar. They 
had refused to give finger impressions, to take 
out registration certificates, to hold trading 
licenses, to leave the colony when ordered to 
do so — in fact, to do anything the government 
told them to do save go to prison. 

"For an audience six thousand miles away 
it Avould be foolish to attempt to explnm all the 
details of a controversy Avhich has become ex- 
tremely complicated. But briefly — and roughly 
— the dispute is this. Law 2 of 1907 — the 'Asi- 
atic LaAV Amendment Act — ordered the regis- 
tration of Asiatics, with finger impressions. 
The .Asiatics refused to obey it. They initiated 
the passive resistance movement. They went 
to prison. They beat Mr. .Snmts. l*or Mr. 
Smuts found that the jails of the 'iTnnsvaal 
Avould not accommodate seven thousand 



'Asiatics, and that, even if -they Would, the finan- 
ces of the colony Avould not comfortably bear 
the expense of maintaining them there. So, 
after months of threats and arguments, volun- 
tary registration Avas devised. It was a moral 
victory for Mr. Gandhi (the Indian leader). The 
Indians voluntarily gave their thumb impres- 
sions, as they did for Lord Milner. Some, it 
may he> reparkedj jivere allowed tb register 
Avithoui; tliU'nii'ti-im^^^ .' 

-', "Now llf^jpoint^^tiiifeT*^' T^^^ 
they accepted "' voliihtary registration oh tl\e,'s 
distinct promise that Law 2 of 1907 Avould be^^ 
repealed. Mr. Snuits says that all he promised 
Avas subsequently to legalize the A'oluntary 
registration. He now proposes to do this un- 
der Law 2. But the Indians says that they 
haA'c nil along refused to accept Law 2, and 
that therefore they will not noAV acknowledge 
the legalization of the ' certificates under it. 
Hence the bonfire outside the Fordsburg 
Mosque. The cerfificat'es to be legalized have 
been burnt. ' "" 

"The Indians accuse "Mr. Smith of 'slim- 
ness,' of breach of faith. Incidentally, Mr. 
Gandhi accuses him of murder. For the strug- 
gle has been attended by death. Months ago a 
Chinaman Avho had registered committed sui- 
cide owing to the rejiroachcs of his fell(3w- 
countrymen. More recently the Avite of an In- 
dian sent to prison gave birth to a dead child 
oAving to the shock of her Jiusband's .arrest. 
And Mr. Gandhi himself and the chairman of ' 
ttic Indian Association have been violently at- 
tacked and almost 'left for dead by fanatics of 
their own party because if -Avas supposed they 
had consented to a compromise of an undigni- 
fied character. 

"It is rather remarkable that both sides 
agree upon the main point which interests the 
white population. The Transvaal is determined 
that only Asiatics who are entitled by previous 
residence to be in the colony shall cross the 
borders. Mr. Smuts has a distinct mandate 
from the people to insist upon this and nothing 
less than this. The Transvaal has 854,000 
Kaffirs to control. It has thousands of white 
people out of Avork. Therefore, it absolutely 
refuses to admit any more Asiatics, Avliether 
they are British sul)jects or not, whether edu- 
cated or uneducated. It claims that charity 
must begin at home, that what Avork there is 



gbingj*and Avhat stbrekeeping ther^'is.'tb.biS'done 
must be saved for the Avhite peopief 'at\d - ri^^ 
given, to Asiatic strangers. rrj?; tji^ N' 

"Mr. Gandhi says ditto to this. But Avhen 
it comes to arranging the means by Avhich a 
further infdtration of Asiatics shall be pre- 
vented, trouble arises. 'Slv. Gandhi Avill not ac- 
ccpt'Mr. Snnits' ideas.' lie denounces them as 
insulting to British subjects. lie condemns 
them as class legislation of the Avorst type — 
;.th^i:color type. He stands for tbe;g£inciple of 
'thfc' educatibn test ' ihVfead''*of the color test, 
Teven though in practice tie principle inay not, 
be worth muclir;' ; 

"Theoretically, academically, he is right;.' 
but the people of the Transvaal are tiot in the- 
mood to discuss theories. In the first pliicc, 
they say they must have protection at all costs. 
In the second place, they declare that the law 
of the land must be enforced, and that success- 
ful passive resistance will have a bad influence 
upon the native jjopulation. 

"So the struggle goes on. Who Avill Avin it 
is impossible to say. ^Nfr. Smuts failed to en- 
force the laAV last timcj but this time he is con- 
fident that he can succeed. • But- the point"'at 
issue has been so narrowed' doAvn that it does 
not seem impossible to arrange" a comproinise. 
Yet I fear the struggle will go on to the bitter 
end. It is too late to come to an agreement— 
now. . .. , . . •.

ThI.s tendH to nialte the 
professor himself 11 nonentity, but ho lias nuido .sevornl 
vigorou.s offort.s to doninnd conHklerallon for hlH own 
tliouglitH, tho moiit Ktrlklng being tlie Bpeecli bpforo 
tho tirltlah AsKoclatlou at Dublin, tho te.\t ot "whlcli 
has conio to liand.

But even at tho 
ri.sk of attributing human analltlos to organisms tiiat 
are not human, wo Hlionld not fall to nolo rosem- 
blunccR, and to seek tlieir cnuso. Tho .speaker then 
wont on to describe the. action of sleopliig- plant.s, 
wlioso leaves assume a different po.slllon nt night 
from that maintained in tho daytime. Scientists know 
that the charge Is not a mere coincidence, but Is caus- 
ed by tlin aUernalloii of diiv and night. 

Now if one of tiiese jilants Is placed in a dark 
room, wliei'B there is no' dllYerence in tin; liglit from 
midniglit, the leaves will continue to elinnge as tliougli 
oxpoBOd to .sunlight. If such a thing occurred In high- 
er organisms wo should not hoHltiilo to call 11 a lial)it, 
for here wo Iiba'o loaves acting as though they were 
responding to tho stimulus, of tho .sun, when no sun 
l.s vi.slble.

His paper will bo doubly welopm'o If It pro- ' 
voices diKciiMslon.s and Investigations that wUlt'rpjil'IM.'

Ings than the knowledge that acaulred charactcrlstlos

USE OF PUBLIC LIBRARIES ' 

The annual cpnferences of the Libraiy .As- 
sociation, of Avhich the thirty-first Iia's taken 
l)lacc at Brighton, are probably looked upon 
by the average layman simply as meetings of 
librarians, having for their object the advance- 
ment of the profession, or the discussion of 
esoteric problems in library economy," says 
Mr. E. A. Caker, in the Natipn. "In reality, 
•these congresses haA^e a much less selfish aim, 
and one of far greater public significance. 

"Of the six hundred and odd members in 
the Asspciatipn, perhaps one-third are actual 
librarians,' the rerhainder being made "up of 

delegates from public library authorities, of 
committeemen, and j3f other persons interest- 
ed in the establii-hmcnt of a national system of 
libraries. I'"or the last quarter of a century the 
two most p(.5werful facloi's in the library move- 
ment have been the millions of Mr. Carnegie, 
and the patent activity of the I^ibrary Associa- 
tion. 

^ "The Association has secured amendments 
in the Public I^ibraries Acts; it has by its dis- 
cussions and publications helped to make effi- 
cient and economical administration>fgene.iral!y 
attainable; it has, in spite of'advefse c^)i^di- 
tions, established a selicme of professional 
training for the }'oung lilirarian ; it has secured 
scund leather for bookbinding, and is laboring 
to imjirove the quality of ])ai)cr and the general 
durability of books; and among other notable 
services it ])ni)li.shes an annual volume of one 
hundred pages, forming a descriptive guide to 
the best current literature of Europe- and, 
America. Above all, the Library Association' 
has been the one influence on the side of con- 
certed and harmonious action, and has stead- 
fastly promoted exchange of views and orderly 
])rogress among the scattered groups of 
libraries administered by the different locaT 
authorities. '^^^r 

"The library movement has noAV been going 
on for much more than half a century, but 
though few Avould dissent from the abstract 
])roposition that the public libi-ary should be 
an integral part of the national system of edu- 
cation, it is still a long way from taking up 
its full position as a necessary compleinent to 
our schools. Our public libraries at the pre- 
sent day remain what they have always been, 
a number of isolated institutions, Avorking, it is 
true, for a common object, but Avith no official 
apparatus for concerted effort, and by as many 
different methods and systems as there ara 
distinct authoritie?. 

"The result is great overlapping and Avastc 
of energy, and innumerable anomalies, the 
niost glaring of Avhich are exhibited by the 
haphazard conglomeration of libraries in the 
metropolis. The libraries have also been 
starved by the miserable financial conditions 
imposed by the Public Libraries Acts, yet it is 
doubtful whether they a'fc hampei"cd more at 
the present time by the lack of funds than by 
the' lack of co-ordination."

It com- 
jiriscd four jealous little colonies attached to 
tlie eastern end of a buffalo pasture, north of 
which was an immense fur preserve. In the 
u colonies was a population of three and onc- 
' half millions; to the west lived the Indians, 
Avhd -were born there, the fur-traders who were 
hired to stay there 'and a few hundred Scotch- 
men at Red River (\Vinnipeg), who could not 
get away — Ihey were sent out by an alleged 
benefactor, Lord Selkirk. 'J'hcrc arose a states- 
man, named IMacdoiuild. who united the col- 
onics and then Canada became ambitious. She 
bought the l.)ig i)asture as well as the fur pre- 
serve from the 11 nelson's I>ay Company, who 
had owned it more than two centuries. The 
price was onc-twculieth of the Fertile Belt 
and an I.O.U. for $1,500,000. An accident dis- 
closed the ■fact that the new purchase w'as not 
eternally .snowbound and that ' green grass 
grew'' there in sununer. Another accident re- 
vealed a great wheat field — rich and bound- 
less. There was no one to grow wheat and if 
grown it could not he carried out by canoe nor 
dog train. Canada paid a compau}^ $25,000,000 
to build the Canadian I'acific Railway and 
then bet the company 25.000,000 acres of 
wheat land against nothing that the railroad 
Wpiild not pay. The. company still hold the 
railroad and the land— both pay. 

To prove that the C.P.R. was not merely 
"two streaks of rust through the grass to i)ro- 
vide iron tonic for the buffaloes," wheat grow- 
ers were needed. Canada sent out her photo- 
graph on alluring printed invitations begging 
the wide A\^orld to come and live with "her. 
Few of the invited guests ever heard of the 
hostess and her gifts and few came to the 
feast. She then sent her servants, even to the 
by-ways, and urged the gatlicring. Then 
^ every species of tlie human genus came, at- 
tacked- the.- soil and brought forth wheat: The 
■ railroad .became busy and prosperbas 'aHS' Can-' 
aria grew popular. ^ ' ' , 

As the hun;an tide from the' old world 
washeil across to Canadian shores it looked 
good in the distance. It was good. That tide 
has ceaselessly ebbed and flowed — mostly 
flowed — for twenty years and Canada is agaiii 
reviewing her step-children. She finds Ung- 
lisluucn of two classes have come to her feast.

, . Qn the Pacific coast the civilizations of th6. 
Orient and the Occident have met. There has 
been one upheaval. The wdiitcs don't want 
another. British Columbia is having growing- 
pains. The Chinese, Japs and liiiidoos are 
there to stay. They love their homelands but 
also love foreign currency. The little brown 
men from the Flowery Kingdom arc commer- 
cial successes and wonderfully progressive, but 
their civilization clashes with the Canadian at 
close quarters. They engage familiarly in any, 
toil with th^ advantages of industry and .so- 
briety. Chinamen have come to sell thdt*; 
wares, wash dirty linen and cater to transients. 
Hindoos slide quietly into the life at the coast. 
They arc liritish subjects and feel their rights 
to British soil. Few of these peoples have 
crossed the Rockies to the prairies. The coast 
climate is more tempting. British Columbia 
docs not want them but Canada has too great 
gifts to offer; so they come. Canada now has 
a proviso in her irivitatidn to the Japs that only 
a certain nuthber'.may come each year. Not 
many arc now allowed to enter. Chinamen 
contributing five hundred dollars to the public 
treasury are tolerated. Hindoos must have 
two hundred dollars with them if they would 
land on Canadian soil. 

Three years Canada asks all her children to 
stay with her and then takes them to her 
bosom as naturalized members of her famil}--. 
British Columbia said to the Japs: "Stay 
out." Canada said : "Come." They . came'. 
But British Columbia will not give her ballots 
to Japs, Chinese or Hindoos! This ' is 'some 
satisfaction. Manitoba once said foreigners 
could not vote until seven years' residence un- 
less they could read and write in one of six 
prescribed languages. This made voters some- 
what scarce and four j^ears ago it was aboli.sh- 
cd. "Ability to read and write." is now the 
(lualification for public office but language is 
not specified. Manitoba teaches her school 
children in five different languages. What will 
result from it, time alone can tell, but many 
fear. ' Poiish and Ruthenian young men are 
being trained by the government to carry edu- 
cation to their own people in the province. 

Canada has a great task to rear her cosmo- 
politan family and inculcate Canadian ideals of 
life. Immigrants are now sifted before landing 
and the "undesirables" arc continually culled 
out and sent to the land whence they came. 
Canada's most complex problem now con- 
fronts her and its treatment must be essential- 
ly practical. I'^'om her sister republic to the 
south .she has learned much and has tbat c.x- 
])ericnce as a guide. Firmness and patience 
guided by a high standard of patriotism will 
be the only successful method o£ ^building a 
harmonious nation from such varying 'ele- 
ments.

LITTLE while ago, ii) connection with 
Prof. J. J. Thom.son's book on Here- 
dity w-e discussed wiielhcr acquired 
faculties were inlicri-.cil— whether we 
can iiand on to our children the quali- 
lies we may acquire, good or ill, says 
Public Opinion. 

l^arwin c(.)nten(lod that wc could, and his 
.'ron, i\lr. Francis Darwin, as President of tlie 
British Association, assembled last week in 
Dublin, in pleading for the doctrine of the in- 
heritance -of acquired faculties, anticipated 
that he mig:ht be described as championing a 
lost cause. 

"'Darwinism on )lie flefensivc' may best 
briefly summarize the substance of the Presi- 
dential address," says the .'-Scotsman, "fn a 
long and learned treatise, Dr. l'*rancis Darwin 
sought to establish the position that, dcsi)ite 
the persistence of certain ingenious counter- 
hypotheses, his father's theor}- of natural se- 
lection Still, after fifty years, holds the field 
as the explanation of the origin of species. 

"The hostility of certain scientists, based on 
the enormous accumulation of .-.pcclal investi- 
gations into the subject of liv'ing organism 
and its changes and developments is an inter- 
esting phenon.ienon. It is impossildo here to 
explain in any detail the particular import ot 
the challenges offered to Daiwinism by the 
Nco-Lamarkists, the Mutatiouists, and the 
jMendelists., . ' 

■"The first school, led by the American 
..irt,: palaeontologist Cope, argue tlrat variations of 
^^^'^species may be wholly explained by the de- 
velopment of the organs of the individual and 
the influence of environment ; tiie ]\lulatioii 
theory, of which Dr. lingo dc \'ries, of Am- 
sterdam, is the jirotagonist, is that a new 
species is developed, not by slaw degrees, but 
,il a hound, by means of some exceptional 
freak of productiori | Mehdelism is briefly ;ni 
argument that new spCcies mjy result from 
hybridisation, in short, from what are known 



as 'sports' and 'freaks' in nature, through the 
operation of successive generations. In all 
these directions there is a tencK-ncy to pick a 
(piarrel with the tietails rather than the prin- 
ciple of evolution as laid down by Darwin. 

"Dr. Darwin's address to the British Asso- 
ciation \vas in the main an answer to the acute 
criticisms of W'cisniann. .'\ugnst W'eisniann's 
attar!-: 011 IJarwinism is not an affair of cnit- 
])osls ; it goes to the centre of the theory, the 
traiismisriioii by heredity of acquired charac- 
ters.' Darwin laid it down that under the in- 
fluence of certain environmetits, the fittest 
survive, the unfit tend to be eliminated, and 
the sur\ival is due to new conditions which, 
when shared by a sufficient 'number of in- 
dividuals, constitutes through the sheer 'accu- 
mulative ]io\ver of natural selection' a new 
species. Wcisuiann (lemaiuls i)roof for the 
assertion that 'acquired characters' arc capable 
of hereditary tran.smission. In popular phrase 
he might be represented as asking whether the 
Irishman was justified in asserting that his 
•wooden leg 'ran in the family.' 

"lie holds that 'ontogeny,' the dcvelo|)ment 
of the individual germ, can only be changed 
hv an alteration in the <-)riginal germ-cell, the 
first stage of being. Jlc denies the somatic 
inherilance, or bodily transmis.= ion of per.sonal 
pecidiarities. Air. Darwin's answer serves to 
emphasize a hypothesis that is not wholl}' new, 
but that .has evidently Jbeen carefully develop- 
ed by. hini in his special investigations in the 
more recondite aspects of botanic science, and 
applied infercntially to biology generally. He 
pleads that habit or mcmorv exists in the most 
elementary forms of living matter, in ])Iants 
.niid the lowest forms of animal life. "The fact 
that plants must be classed with animals as re- 
gards their manner (;f reaction to stimuli has 
now become almost a commonplace of Jihysi- 
ology,' he said. 

"It is impossible t.o know whether or not 
plants are conscious," added Dr. Darwin ; "but 



It is consistent with the doctrine of continuity 
that in all living things there is something 
psychic, and if wc accept this point of view 
we must believe that in ])lants there exi.sts a 
faint copy of what wc know as consciousness 
in ourselves." 

"This story." says the Scotsman, "has 
been developed by hiuisrlf ;n,d h\' Professor 
Senion. It starts with the plain lad that all 
organism is rcsponsix-e to stimulus: it pro- 
ceeds on the ]n-oof that the same stinnilus. 
frequently applietl, leaves a sort of record — 
an engrain, in the phrase of Dr. Semon— on 
the organism, and this trace or record is em- 
jihasized by lepclilion lintil it becomes char- 
acteristic. 

"The mnemic theory is absolutely consis- 
tent with Darwinism; it is an effort to meet 
Wcisniann on' liis own ground, that. is in the 
vague region of germ cells, and their relations 
to ontogeny and pliylogcny, the cohtinuatiou 
of the inili\idn;il and the race". It assumes a 
means of sympathetic coniniunication lie- 
t-iveen the soma and I lie germ cells. 'Some 
such tek'gra])hy,' says Dr. Dai'win, 'is po.^- 
sible.' The mnemic theory takes the long 
view ; and it rests on the main Darwinian hy- 
pothesis that .somatic inheritance ..lies at the 
root of all evolution. If acceptcd> it will add 
aeons to' the long .story of evolution,' 

Of Dr. Darwin's paper the Time.^ . truly 
.sa3-s: "It is of plants, infu-soria. otifcrs; uni- 
cellular, alga,. ■ the- behavior of bees, and the 
tricks of dogs tliat 'b'o'tanists-aiid ])hysiologists 
arc debating. But their conclusions concern 
the liighosl and the lowest creations. Battles 
decisive as to much thai is of gravest import 
to us all may be fought nut over obscure or- 
ganisms, the 'majestas cognita rcrnm' dis- 
closed in the sm;iilcst things. Knderneath the 
technicalities 01 botany and biology are is- 
sues which touch the di-cpcsl, ihongh unseen, 
interests of men ; and we get glimpses of a 
unity and order comprehending all, and of 
one process of modification, .seen alike in the 
temporary' and the permanent changes of or- 
ganisms." ■ 




VERY important letter has been ad- 
dressed by the distinguished German 
Socialist Herr Rebel to Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald. M.P., secretary of the 
Labor iiarty, says Public Opinion. 
It is a striking declaration on the at- 
titude of ( iernian democracy as to a war with 
this couulry. and what he says should be rc- 
•garded \'er\- seriouslv in the coming months 
and years l>y all. 

"We ha\e." savs Bebcl, "taken up the stand- 
l)niiU that there exist no grounds on which a 
war between the two highly civilized peoples, 
Englishmen and Germans, could be justified. 
Wc .shall continue to act from this standpoint, 
and should our rulers* exhibit any tendency to 
provoke a war, we shall leave nothing undone 
thai nia\' l)e in our |)owcr to prevent such a war. 

"In spile o\ the war clamors of certain cle- 
nienls in (lerniany and luiglaml, I cannot admit 
that the o])posilion between tlu' ruling classes 
of the two countries has reached so tense a 
])oiin as to foreshadow ■ an early outbreak of 
war. 

™ "That such a war may break out in the 
course of time I hold to be quite possible. Prep- 
arations for war are \:arricd,,on with such ve- 
hemence, and they claim sucli an iiiimense part 
of the resources of the nations, that this state of 
things cannot last very long. It is provoking 
the calnslro])he which it is nicanl; to prevent. 1 
think, llicreforo, lliat we slniuld calmly and 
carefully follow the develo])menl of things, en- 
liglUcuing the people, and especially the work- 
ing classes, upon the iiossiblc consequence. 

"In ]U'oof of the spirit in which we flesirc to 
work', we shall on the occasion of the ai)proach- 
iiig meeting" of our parly in .N'nrnberg, fixed for 
about the middle of September, demonstrate 
publicly in what light wc stand conccriiing war, 
and (;s]iecially witli regard to England and the 
English people. Moreover, there will be a ses- 
sion of the international Bureau in Brussels in 



October. This may likewise be inoductive of a 
similar view. The principal thing is that Eng- 
land should be also well represented there;".,';* 

The semi-official Cologne Gazette criticises 
Herr Bebel's letter thus : ' v , 

"We know that the Socialist party in Ger-' 
many will never be in a position to exercise its 
influence against the warlike intentions of the 
German government, because no such intentions 
exisl. By such remarks the view largely held 
in some c[uartcrs with regard to the aggressive 
aims of Germany can only be strengthened." •■- 

Mr. H. M. Hyrtdman, addressing a crowded 
gathering of Socialists at Nottinghafn, referred 
to the deliberate organization of forces in Ger- 
many for an attack upon a more advanced 
country. 

"1 am no Jingo," he declared, amid enthusi- 
astic cheers. "I have risked life and limb 
against Jingoism, but I will tell you what I am 
afraid of — panic; and 1 do not want to sec the 
people, of this country in a sudden panic. It is 
childish to talk of me, Blatchford, and Quclch 
as scaremongers, ridiculous to speak of us as 
Jingoes. 

"If the present enormous expenditure on 
building ur the means of butchery on both sides 
of the North sea goes on, war is bound to 
come."

"Mama," (the little voice was very eagetl

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BOUT a. year ago, after an absence 
of nearly fifty years, I paid a visit 
to. the beautiful town of Yale, 
situated on Fraser River, the 
scene of my early manhood's ad- 
ventures, and a place about which 
cluster pleasant memories of 
men and women who, alas ! have 
gone from this sphere, and exist 
only as pictured memories of the past, to be 
recalled by the pen of the historian who 
■ strives to convey to people of the present day 
an idea of the sorrows, the. joys and. the temp- 
tations of the gold seekers who came- here 
many years ago, and who have left a)i imper- 
ishable record on the towns, the rivers,' the 
rocks and the hills of this province. 

^ Those were indeed strenuous days when 
miners converted themselves into pack animals 
and scaled the formidable steeps with provis- 
ions for their sustenance while exploiting 
mines, in the 'hills. Women, too, were often 
not far behind their husbands In manifesta- 
tions of courage ai\d pluck, and trudged by 
their sides through the trackless wilderness 
and encouraged their partners by a sturdy ex- 
ample and cheerful Avords to continue their ef- 
forts. The women of 185S were a noble and 
self-sacrificing set who toiled bravely and 
sometimes delved beside their luisb ands ill the 
claims. The cooking always fell to the lot of 
the-gentler sex, and where there were children 
their care was the wife's greatest responsibil- 
ity. In 1860 two large families of children 
were taken in boats through the swift rapids 
of the river. to Cariboo by their parents. The 
risks these families encountered (one family 
numbered nine children, all of tender age) 
while running the riffles and traversing the 
Indian trails that wound around the perpen- 
dicular mountains, have never been and can- 
not be described. We only know that tlicy 
overcame difficulties and dangers that often 
appalled the.stoutest hearts and caused strong 
men who came up against them to turn back 
in dismay and fright. These women and chil- 
dren passed safely through the perils and dan- 
gers of that trip, and after a long stay return- 
ed travel-stained and worn, but hale and 
hearty, to Victoria. Whether the parents pro- 
fited by their adventures I never heard, but if 
they came back poor in pocket they were rich 
in an experience which enabled them to rear 
their families respectably and well and send 
them .out into the world to look out for them- 
selves? ■ • .-, ' 

But to return to Yale: I left it in Febru- 
ary, i860, a connection olt'^poor huts and small 
stores -with here and there a smart residence. 
Occasionally there was in front of these resi- 
dences an attempt to raise flowers and a few 
nasturtiums and morning glories welcomed the 
rising of the sun. Of roses, dahlias or twining 
honeysuckle there were none, but there was a 
solitary lilac bush which was too young to 
flower and spread its delicious perfum-e around 
for the delight of humanity. 

Forty-six years letter I found that solitary 
lilac bush had assumed large proportions and 
filled the air with its sweet perfume, besides 
contributing from its roots numerous offspring 
that had grown up and were following the ex- 
ample of the parent bush. 

The plat of Yale is now a lilac parterre, 
which imparts j^lcasurc to the senses and 
hides tlie scars that the men who went there to 
dig gold left in their wake. These lilac bushes 
in early spring charm all lovers of the beauti- 
ful. Seen from the car window as tlie train 
pauses in its rapid flight to renew its supply of 
fuel and water the scene is a poem, but to tlic 
wayfarer who alights and wanders througii 
the Ipyely garden and inhales a whiff of the 
gioribiis perfume, it is a' beatftiful dream and 
a: joy that long remains to gladden his heart 
and charm his senses. 

What formed the business part of Yale 
fifty years ago is a piclurcs(|ue ruin now. I 
w^alked through the deserted and fallen ware- 
houses and my heart ached as I called to mind 
the busy scenes of other (la\'s when Yale was 
the head of steamboat naviLjalion and before 
the trains of the C. P. R. had drawn trade and 
population away to other centers. In iS^S 
Yiale was the busiest and worst town in tiic 
colony. There were many God-fearing men 
and women but there were many of the bad 
sort, too, who never attended church and 
sneered at those who did. Ivvery other .store 
was a gambling den willi liquor attachments. 
Ruffians of the blackest dye, fugitives from 
justice, deserters from the United States 
troops who strutted about in army overcoats 
wdiich they had stolen wlicn they deserted for 
the British Columlua gold mines, vigilance 
committee refugees who had Ijecn driven from 
Sanv^Francisco tmdcr sentences of life banish- 
ment, '"cx-convicts, pugilists, highwaymen, 
petty thieves, murderers and painted women, 
all were jumbled together in that town ancl 
were . free to follow their sinful purposes so 
fa:r;;asl;ahy restraint from the officers of the law 
were concerned. 

• There were but two constables and a gold 
commissioner at Yale at that time, and they 
were expected to police the shifting popula- 
tion of all sorts and conditions and to keep it 
in order. The force was toi.i weak to be of 
much use. An unknown drunk williout friends 
when;picked:up in the street was taken to jail 
and imprispned ; but high class criminals, if 
taken to jail either broke away or if retained 
in confinement were acquitted because wit- 
nesses failed to testify or wcrp bought off and 
made themselves scarce. 



On one occasion a miner Avas shot down 
because he refused to pay for a drink of Avhis- 
key. Mis iinirdcror went into hiding. On the 
third night after the killing invitations Avere is- 
sued to a bail, Avhich the gold commissioner 
and the two constables attended. AH these 
men had associated themselves in the hope of 
tracking the murderer. While the ball Avas at 
its height the murderer emerged from li,is 
place of hiding and made off in a canoe. He 
was never caught. But in spite of this evient 
the evil doers Avere somev.diat held in check by 
a wholesome dread of British laAV. This Avas 
before Chief Justice Begbie made his appear- 
ance and awed the Avild multitude into a con- 
dition of sullen lawfulness — anxious to commit 
depredations but fearing to face the giant 
judge arrayed Avith his judicial gown and Avig 
with his thunderous voice and almost savage 
Avords. The words that fell from his lips were 
like the stab of a poniard — they cut deeply and 
cowed the most hardened criminal into a state 
of obedience to the law which in his own coun- 
try lie had defied and trampled under foot. 

As I gazed at the sinking walls of Oppcn- 
heimer's fireproof Avarehouses, Avhich Avere in 
a state of decrepitude and presented a Avocful 
picture of deca}' and neglect, I noticed that 
the fireproof doors and shutters remained fas- 
tened just as they Avere locked when the firm 
closed the place for the last time and departed 
to seek their fortunes elseAvhcre. The Avails 
are fasts decaying and soon Avill tiuuble be- 
neath their own Aveight, and leave not a 
Avrack behind to mark the spot where the 
principal business of the country Avas tran- 
sacted fifty years ago. As I stood musing 
over the remains of other days and scenes a 
cheery A-^oice addressed me, "Good morning, 
stranger, this is a fine day." I turned '^d 
saAV standing near a short, stocky man Avho 
carried a shovel on his shoulder. Before I 
could reply he exclaimed, "By Jove, I ought to 
know that face. Ain't your name H?" I 
nodded my head. 

"Well, my name is Ned. Stout. Remember 
me?" 

"Indeed I do," I said, "you Avere here in 
1858, and you afterward went to Cariboo and 



gave j^our name to a rich piece of mining 
ground. Stout's Gulch Avas famous once." 

"Yes," he said Avith a sigh, "I made a good 
bit of money out of it, but I did not keep it. 
It all Avent somehoAV, and after many years I 
have come back to Old Yale to live and .die. 
It is the prettiest and; best place, on earth any- 
anyhow." 'S^-; 

"But,", I- said, . "you hiiV^riot:? changed 
much: in the ."last half century. Have you 
found' Ponce de Leon's fountain^ of eternal 
youth? Or have you died and come to life 
again in a revised form.? You do not look 
over fifty, and you were well' on in " years 
Avhen 1 left Yale." 

"I am eighty-six," he replied Avith a laugh, 
"I have outlived all the early inhabitants ex- 
cept you and Bill Aldway there." 

As he spoke he pointed to an old man Avho 
hobbled up painfully to shake hands with me, 
having been told of mypresence in toAvn. I 
had knoAvn Bill Aldway and his brother IMose. 
They Avere 'packers — strong, active young fel- 
lows. ]Mose, he told me, had died, and he him- 
self was only awaiting the call. There Avas 
fire in the old man's eyes Avhen he spoke of 
the days of old, the days of gold, the days of 
fifty-eight, and like Ned Stout he lanientcd 
the change and lost opportunities. 

"But," he added Avith a short laugh, "I 
have had lots of fun, perhaps a lot more than 
I ought to have had, and I am paying for it 
now. I am a sick man, and it is no wonder, 
for I am seventy-nine." 

"Ah! I remember," broke in Ned Stout, 
"John Kurtz, Hugh Nelson and you, and Wal- 
ter Gladwin and old.4nan Kimball whom avc 
used to call "Goodness Gracious," and tlie 
Barry brothers and Sam Adler, the Oppen- 
heimer brothers and Frank Way, the greatest 
practical joker on the river, and Ben Ijailcy, 
Avho lived all one Avinler Avith his wife and 
children in a tent on the bar, and come out in 
the spring rosy and happy. Bailc}' said he 
liad never passed a Avintcr so comfortably and 
he and his wife and children had never a cold 
or headache the whole time, .r ; , -r , 

"Do you see that hole in .the face of the old 



mountain?" Ned asked. "The Indians used to 
sa}-- -the Great Spirit liA^ed in that hole or caA^e, 
and Avhcn the trilje was in danger of foes he 
Avould come doAvn and fight for them.

Surely, surely, I thought, he had drunk of 
the Avaters of eternal 3'outh, for at 86 he is 
still a kid! As I Avalked along the flat I 
peopled the spots .where the various establish- 
ments stood in those days, and where tlie bid 
and yoimg, the ;.,fave arid gay, the good , and 





XCEPT golf, there Is no ^ort wlilcli has In- 
creased so much In popularity In recent 
years In England as Stag-Iiuntlnff. I'lfty 
vear.s ago there Avere very few tlcur in tho 
Exinoor tlLstrlct; but for tlio lafe Mr. BLs- 
set'.s ])ersi.'verancc and tenacity, they 
Avouia all have been killed off by poach- 
ers and other enemies, and tho chase of 
tho wild red deer, for all Us antiquity, 
would haA'o come to an iKiioble end. In twenty years, 
however, the Increase of the herd was already benln- 
nlnfe- to cause anxiety, tlio fame of tho pack had 
K])read far and wide; and for tlio last thirty years 
vlsltor.s in (•Vi.r-.^;r..iwin,^' nuniber.-i hai-o been coniUiK 
to thL' AVest Country to share In Its ijecullar sport. 
There are natin-ally nianlColil causes for this; the rea- 
sons that Ijrin.i,' civrr three hundred people on horse- 
baelc to sucli a n.xture as J^arkbarrow — a place llvo 
miles from anywliere and fourteen from a station — ■ 
must be man\- and various. .Some of the enormous 
Held are nnu-e trippers wlio are tln-riwlnk' into llieir 
holiday a (lay wltli the liounds, which sliall Include, 
US they hope, a sight of a real wild sta.!j; but tho 
majority are liuntln.i,' nnui and hunting ladies, Hrltish 
and for(dL;n, v.lio may lie divided into those who havo 
come to see what tiio siiort Is like and those Who, 
having .!,'onr t ia,--luintlnK l)efore, eonio back year af- 
ter year to enjoy it at'aln, says Tlie Times. 

Tiu) l;iiter arc miiiieroiis, for tl'.o uttracUons are 
many. Tiiero Is no otiier liuntiiur to bo got in AUgniBt 
and "S''|)icmber, th<' moiiilis in wlilch London men take 
lioiiil:i\'; tile oiii.s' montll:; when (illicers on Short Icave 
from India can hunt at all. T!;;' country is very beau- 
tiful, and tho sport itself has many merits. There is 
no jumping, tho fences being unjumpable; and while 
to some this Is a drawback, It Is to some a reeom- 
niendatlon. There is woodcraft and hound "work, 
plentv of galloping over ground that tests both horso 
anil rid( r, and the Interest of the contest between man 
and a riuarry which, the wolf excepted, is the strong- 
est and most cunning of all beasts of the chase. 
' Thcro is also to many tho charm of novelty and 
variety, for much difference exists between the me- 
thods of stag-hunting and those approprI;ite to fox- 
hunting. The Horner Valley Is three miles lon^-; both 
sides are clothed with deep woodland, and iliero aro 
many acres more of coppice and Korse in tluj comlis 
adjoining. To seek a stag In sucii a place sufrgests 
looking for a needle In a. bundle of iiay; Init so well Is 
th(! harbourer's work done that tho rl^'lit animal l.s^ 
often found by tin; tufters within ten iiilnules; and, 
hoijcless tliouKli the prospect appe-ar of ^ettluf,' away 
from sui'h a strouKiiold, a deer is often forceil to tlio 
oiieii In half an liour, tho pacic being: laid on as soon 
lliereaftcr as is ;ioi-siliIe. 

Then, ;uul tlieii oiiI\-, to the majority of the field 
docs the day'.s siiort Im;;Iii. The li.arliouror Is abroail 
In thu early moniiuK wltli .at iiio.st a sinfjlo companion. 
Ho no longer take.s with him the lynier, or hound In 
leash, used by our forefathers and still used In 
l-"'rance; but iiis woodcraft will I'liahle him, wiiether 
ho has seen his deer or not, to tell tiie master wliere- 
al>outs tlie stag is, what he Is like, and what compan- 
ions are' with him. Often he will know wlt'iln a few 
y.-irds wherc^ tiie stag Is lying, and bo able to put 
iiounds right on hiin. Indeed, Mr. BIsset record."? in 
Ills diary that that "womlerful old hound niackniore" 
(the tlien harliourer) on one occasion fimnd a stag 
alone, without :i lioiind (o help liim, after a cover had 
been drawn apparently blank. 

It Is not ol'ten. however, tliat the tufters, a few 
steadj- honnds selected for tin; purpose,' fail to lliid 
tlieir 'stag if lie is tiiere to be found. Occasionally, 
\-(.ry occasional!:,', they may draw over their game, 
nut the scent of a deer Is so strong and so lasting 
that except in uiifa\''.)ralde weather they can generally 
hunt him to his lied. The rousing of the sta.g, how- 
ever, Is liut tiie lieglnnliig. Ho must bo fm-ced to 
break coyer, and to go away by himself; .and often 
this Is no easy task, for where there Is one deer as a 
rule there are more, and their noses are so good that 
tin y have little difficulty, unless kept moving, in find- 
ing each other out. Ile're the modern practice of 
tutting Avlth four to six couple, of, hoiinds. with plenty 
of pace and drive Is a g^pat llhprovoment on tho older 
system of selecting only three or -four 'steady and 
Blow old stagers. Tho deer now has less time to play 
tricks Avhile tho younger hounds are as well under 
control as over the old ones were. A rate from a 
voice thoy know Is sufllclont to stop them, and there 
ia nothing prettier than the steadiness and good dla- 
clpllne of tho pack which the bmelals can stop Avlth- 
out AVhlpcnrd though tlidy bo running In view. 

Tho neld aro only In tho wny out tufting, and It Is 
not etiquette for any but a fow Invited experts to Join 
In these prellmlnarle.s. Tho only exception is when 
tho deer, generally a small herd, nre lying on the open 
treeless waste known as tho North Forest. Theu tho 



master, as a rule, tells the assembled company that 
they are welcome to follow. tJsually they do, but 
many only half enjoy their experience, for tlie fon-st 
Is seiuiied wltli grass covered drainage gutters, and 
the ground between, notwithstanding tho gutlr^rs, is 
seldom dry; so tliat it Is anything but easy to llvo 
with the dying liounds. A lind In the open is, how- 
ever, a beautiful sight, and a certain amount of gal- 
loping I3 sure to follow; yet It Is seldom that tho best 
days HO begin. The linest cliases are with stags 
found in some great stronghold who set tlieir faces 
across the open for anetlier many niilos awa.v. .Such 
were tho runs from I^ord Lovelace's plantations nearly 
to Castle Hill Park In 1SS3; from Haddon to Jimmett's 
Grange in ISSG and again In 1003; from the IJrattoii 
coverts to Luckliani in ISSS; fi'oin Ilawkridge to Glen- 
thorne In Ifi'J'.), and tho five chases from tho Bray Val- 
ley which on live successive lixtures tlio lucky follow- 
ers of -Air. Sanders enjoyed In a single happy .season. 

There Is great charm in a gallop with the hounds 
over the sedge gras.^ .and heather Of the moorland, 
and there Is the same satisfaction In crossing dlfllcult 



WAGES IN GERMANY 

Somo remarkable statements as to the combined 
effects of i^roiectlon and the depression in trade on 
tho wolfai-o of tho Gorman people are made In the 
report of Sir Francis Oppenhoimer, our Consul-Gcn- 
eral at Frankfort. 

He says: "Tho agrarian duties have affected not 
only the prices of corn and flour, but tho price of all 
agricultural and dairy produce. Tho cost of all neces- 
sary foodstuffs is so high that the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Bremen, In Its annual report, openly speaks 
of a general dearth of victuals. The price of agricul- 
tural produce proper was highest In 1907, except in 
the ca,se of potatoes and buttur." 

The Industrial efficiency of the workers is suffer- 
ing because of the Insufficiency of nourishment. Sir 
Francis says: "There is a consensus of opinion that 
already today tho workman Is no longer as ellicient, 
certainly no longer as physically eiruient, as former- 
ly." This 1.^ ascribed to the migration of the iJeojilcj 
Into tho towns, and under urban condltlf)iiH they de- 
teriorate; and, It Is added, "ThouEh tho dally working 
hours have been reduced, and though wages have In- 
creased the workman accomplishes a less amount oc 
work In tho same time than he did formerly." Here 
aro somo of the reasons: 

I'he scarcity of labor has ni.ade the worlcnian in- 
dependent. 

The various Insurances of which th(; worl^man pro- 
fits by law have made? him less Iceen. 

He' leaves work whicli demands a certain .amount 
of skill for ordinary routine woric wiilch is more easily 
uccompllshed. 

He absents liimsi-li' from work for reasons wliicli 
but for the insurance would formerly n(jl have ki pt 
him at home. 

Tho disinclination to worIc, more esiiecially 
•amongst j'ounger workmen, has liecomo so nolorloiis 
that It Is mentioned as a characteristic of tho tlnns 
In refiorts of Chambers of Commerco. 

"As tho whole poinil.atioii Is a consiimer of fooiV 
(.Sir ]''rancis goes on to say) "the ne(>(t for an in- 
creased Income lias become general, and extends be- 
yond tlio w<u'kmen to all classes earning a fixc;d In- 
come, e.g., tho teehn.ical w(n-!;ers, (dei-l-'.s, giivernment 
and municipal ofllcials, etc l''or the last two years 
advances In wages and salaries liad to be fieidy 
granted, and iiartlcularly so durin.g the yc>ar iiudia- 
report; they extended to .all commercial ;ind indus- 
trial undertakings, except tlie few In'anciie.s laliorlng 
under dllilculties, 

"Under present circumstances tho Increase in 
wages In no Avay betters the worlcni.'i n'.s po.sltion, be- 
cause It la Hwallowed up liy the Inereaseil cost of 
living. In conseipii-ncn It Is no longer true that tlie 
Increased aggr(>gate o£ wajfcs streiii'tliens the homo 
market — an answer too readily presented to tho cmii- 
plalnts brought forward b.v the manufacturers of fin- 
ished articles. On the otlier hand, It must not bo for- 
gotten that a general rise of wages must necessarily, 
load In a variety of ways to Increased cost of food.',' 

■ "Owing to tho modern process of manufacture, 
protection must breed protection." Tho tendency la. 
to increased specialisation; each Intermediate stop la' 
an industry of its own, increasing the cost of all 
Bubsequont steps, tho profits of which ' it narrows 
down. Thus the last stage of manufacture is that 
most In need of protection. 

"It Is also found that 'Intense protection, while 
bonoflting manufacture at homo, Impedes Its sales on 
tho world's markets.'" 



ground without loss of place as there is in jumping 
dlllicult fences. If there should be any gateways in 
the llrs! mile you will have to race for them, but after 
tii.at things settle down, tlicre is plenty of elbow room, 
and, bedside looking wliere you aro going and watching 
the hounds, you have leisure to cast an eye forward 
for the huddled slieep or galloping i)onie.s whoso 
movements may give a most useful hint as to tho 
best line across tlie next combe. If, as sometimes 
hapiiens, tin: .stag at tho beginning is often In A-lew 
cantering on but a siiort distance in front of tho 
hounds, it means that ho is running williin himselt 
and that liie chasi' will be a long one. But if after 
running him well I'.ir an hour or so the huntsman can 
fro..'h lind liis de.a- and iiiit the hounds on good terms 
with him, in most cases he will be accounted for. 

.\ fresli find often follows a check on tho Avater. 
Hunted deer consl.mtly go up or down the beds of the 
streams and rivers, st)metiiiies for miles. Those; who 
lovi.. linand work can have no greater treat than to 
watch tlie iiaek on sucli an occasion, and tliero Is no 
greater test of the huntsman's skill. During the Stag- 
liunting season lieli) may often come from a timely 
holloa — some eoni iiensation for tiie badness of scent 
In such torrid we.ather as lately jirevailed; Init in 
hind-hunting, when tlie lields are small and f(!w peo- 
p!i' are about, ho must trust to himself and his 
hounds. There is no liner or more dililcult sport than 
hind-huntiii.g. Tlie country is always deep, the weath- 
er is often liad, and tiie numl>er of deer and their 
t.actlcs rendc r it hard to avoid changing, but excellent 
runs .ire eiimiiion. One mistake on the part Of the 
huntsman will generally mean the escape Of the hind, 
so ii Icill is well deserved. 

Tho wild deiM- are so numerous that for years past 
it has lieeii necessary to liunt continuously from Au- 
gust till .\]irii, and liereiii, paradoxical as it may 
.■leiiid, lb s tlie only danger to tlie sport. SLag-luuit- 
Ing has boon calh'd, anrl not without reason, tlie most 
profilaldo industry of tlie lOxmoor country. No doulU 
tiio multitudes it attr.acts are welcnine additions to 
the resources of .'l district where tile rainfall is lieavy 
and tin; soli poor; but tho sport has a deep and 
grniiim; ludd on the an'(.'ctlons of tlie natives, who 
io\-(; it fiu- its own sake and aro very proud of tho 
fact tliat nowhoro else In tho world can a wild deer 
be limued over open country. But when the herd at- 
tains sucli dimensions that over two hundred .can bo 
t iken ar alter yc ar out of the area accessible from 
tho 1 .0111. Is without much effect on the numbers, seri- 
(.us i|u.. iioiui :iilse. Tho payments made for deer 
d nil average more than £100 a month; and if a 
(< \v sordid spirits here and there make money out of 
tin ir <dalm3, thcro are many farmers who accept less 
tii.in tho full measure of their loss, and somo who 
nr\rr ask for any compensation at all. Master and 
111 11, horses and hounds have to work early and late, 
(U ten in foul weather and In frost when In. fairness 
they should be at home, to prevent the country being 
over-run, and tho farms,adj61hlng certain coverts are 
sometimes crossed and recrossed on four days In a 
week. Yet for all that, and , notwithstanding special 
efforts In recent years, the deer ore hardly, if at all, 
diminished, arid the forbearance of landlords and 
tenants Is sorely tried. 



WALNUT CROP IN FRANCE 

Vice Consul T. W. Murlon of Orenohln submits tho 
following n port, dated .luly 2n, 011 tiie growing crop of 
walnuts ill tliat consular district in tlie l'>onch valley 
of the Isere: "The weallier tlius far having been 
variaiile and temperat.', wltli freiiuent copious rain- 
falls .-iiid comiiai-atlve freeiloiii from excessive hoq-t 
anil tile d.aniaging ii.all and thundor storms that 
usuallv follow, \-egetation has jirospered, and all 
standing fruit crops, grapes niore esiiecially, givo 
j.romise of excellent vields. As to walnut.s, while the 
fruit bearing trees of tho finer ciualltlos, commercially 
known iis .Mavettes, I'Yanauottes and Parlslens, are 
luxuriautiv foilai;ed and healthy In appearance. It Is 
not exiii'cted that the production In nuts wlll much 
exceel 1,^,000 to tlO.COO bales of 100 kilos one kilo la 
eaual to 2.2 pounds.) Tho fruit la well developed, bo., 
ing unusually largo for tho season, and promises to 
bo of excellent quality. The reason assigned for so 
small a crop Is tho prolonged drought of 1900, from 
the .effects of which the trees have not .vet entirely 
robovered.'"' Of tho smaller varieties, known as Char- 
b6rt6s ' and ' employed oxcluialvely for confectionery 
purposes, a plentiful crop Is expected— estimated at 
45,000 to 50,000 cases of 25 kilos each. The quality 
also should bo good, always provided weather con- 
ditions continue favorable for the growing crops until 
maturity, In such cases hfxrvesting time AVlU bo in 
advance of last year by about 15 days.

Cary to explain that his friends attri- 
buted his ill-temper to an affliction of the eyes 
from Avhich at times he suffered severely, and 
Avhich at last destroyed his reason and finally 
caused his early death. All these scenes and 
events passed through my mind that day likc- 
a series of motion pictures on the stage. I 
could recall every face and incident as I called 
up the past and' in my mind's eye could follow 
the men and Avomen through their various 
careers until the graA'e closed over them. It 
is sad to think that of the busy multi'tude 
Avhom I knew at Yale fifty years ago only two 
remained on the scene to Avelcome the return- 
ing pioneer and run over Avith him the inci- 
dents of the past. 

I turn aAvay from the contemplation of the 
scenes of early life Avith a feeling of deep re- 
gret and sorroAV. As I ring down the curtain 
on the moving mind pictures and turn off the 
lights I return the films to the memory cells 
Avhere they have long slumbered, and from 
Avhencc they may never, again emerge. As I . 
dismiss my audience I am tempted to exclaim 
Avith uiU'«, Tim,-"God bless us all." 



BUYING THE WIND
